“ 11. In former years, the number of appeals from the Anji¬ 
kaimal Court used to be considerably greater than from the Trichoor 
Court, but in the year under review; they may be said to be at par, 
the Returns exhibiting only 5 more in the former, and proportion¬ 
ally less, as the ratio of appeals from the former is only 10 per cent, 
whereas, that of the latter is a trifling more. This however is not 
to be attributed solely to the diminution of Appeals from the Anji¬ 
kaimal Court, for whilst the ratio of appeals from that Court has 
fallen from 18'4 to 10 per cent, that .of the Trichoor Court has risen 
from 5’7 to 102 per cent.” 

“ 12. The ratio of appeals from the Ernacollum and Irmjala- 
coda Moonsiff Courts may be said to be the same as in the preceding 
year; but that of the Wadacancherry has nearly doubled and of the 
Chittoor quadrupled.” 
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“ 13 The Appeal from the Ernaeollum Moonsiff Court loots 
rather greater when compared with those from the other Moonsifts 
but this is owing to the heaviness of the file as well as to the proximity 
of the Appellate Court.”

“ 15. The Anjikaimal Zillah .Court is shewn here to a great 
disadvantage, for the number of decrees reversed and modified) 
amounts to 27 and is out of proportion to that confirmed which is 
only 16. The same remark is applicable to the Moonsiff of Chittoor 
though his decisions are not so many as the Anjikaimal Court's.” 

“ 16. By the annexed Table it will he seen that the number ■ 
of Decrees pending execution has been considerably reduced. In 
1040 it was 4,447 most of these were in fact dormant decrees 
and'of a longer standing than 12 years; and these have been 
struck ofi according to a recent Ruling by which it was held that 
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tlie limitation Act (Regulation I of 1010, Sec: 6 Cl. 2) applied to> 
decrees as well as to suits.”

8. The number of complaints preferred to the Police in 
the year under report was 1339. This is in excess of those pre¬ 
ferred in 1040 by 148. 

9. Including the balance of the previous year the total 
number of cases before the Police was 1350. 

10. 108 cases were disposed of without' requiring the 
attendance of the persons against whom the charges were pre¬ 
ferred. 

11. The number of cases disposed of after procuring the 

attendance of the Defendants was 1,235 and the number of per¬ 
sons therein concerned was 3,769. , 

12. 246 cases, in which 715 persons had been charged 
with various petty offences were compromised by tlie parties, and 
the Defendants were dismissed at the request of the complainants. 

13. The Police awarded punishment in 356 cases. The 
number of persons convicted was 663 and the number acquitted 
247. 

14. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Courts 
was 151 or 31 cases in excess of the committals of the previous 
year. The number of persons concerned was 425 or 12 less than 
in 1040. 

15. Two cases in which 23 Prisoners were concerned were 
called up and disposed of by the Magistracy. 

16. At the end of the year 7 cases only (in which 17 
Prisoners in all u'ere concerned) were undisposed of. 

17. The number of persons fined by the Police was greatly 
in excess of those fined during the previous year. The com¬ 
parison stands thus.

18. Of the above number 76 persons concerned in 32 cases 

Were fined Es. 1,561 under the Orders of the Dewan the amounts 
of fines awardable by the Police being considered inadequate 
to the same, . . 
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19, The number of persons sentenced to imprisonment or 
corporal punishment by the Police was, 

In 1040. Imprisonment 158. Corporal Punishment 61. 

In 1041 Do. 61. Do. 64. 

20- Of the above number 9 persons were sentenced to im¬ 
prisonment exceeding one month under the orders of the Dewan 
and the corporal punishment, in every case, was inflicted with 
his sanction. 

21. The average time occupied in the disposal of cases was 
very much the same as in the previous year viz., from date of 
complaint to date of disposal 26 days and from the apprehension 
of offenders to the date of disposal J 7 days. 

22. The Police Ameen at Nemary investigated and disposed 
of, under the orders of the Dewan, 11 cases of Criminal breach 
of contract 1 case was dismissed for want of proof, 8 cases were 
compromised by the Parties and the Prisoners in the two remaining 
cases were punished. 

23. The number of gang Robberies committed during the 
year under report was greater than the number committed during 
the previous year. The situation of the country afiords facilities 
for the perpetration of such crimes for, as stated in the Administration 
Report for 1040, the Territories of this State are so intermixed 
with those of Travancore and of the British Government that 
Robbers have great facilities in evading detection by escaping 
into the neighbouring States. It is, however, very gratifying 
toreeord the ready and active co-operation which the Police officers 
have generally received from the Police of both the British and 
Travancore Governments. 

24. The following extract from a letter addresed by the Dewan 
No sn dated British Resident will not, it is presumed, be 

7th" August lS uninteresting as it affords an example of the manner 
in which such crimes are planned and executed 
and of the value of the co-operation of the Police of the neigh¬ 
bouring States. - 

*'1 beg to request your particular attention to case No. 10 
'! on the list. In this case more than 30 persons, mostly British 
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“ subjects, assembled at Chowghaut in tbe bouse of one of them 
“ and starting after sunset came to a Village within 6 miles of 
“ Trichoor at midnight, attacked the Prosecutor’s house, illtreated 
“ the inmates and robbed them, of property to a large amount 
“and returning to Chowghaut divided the booty amongst them 
“and dispersed before daybreak. Were it not for the bold and 
“courageous resistance offered by the Prosecutor and his friends 
“ all the Eobbers would, in all probability, have escaped detection. 

“ The Prosecutor, who fortunately was not in the house when it 
“ was attacked, collected together his friends while the robbery 
“ was being committed and with their assistance attacked the 
“Eobbers and drove them off knocking down and securing 5 of 
“ them," of whom two died the next morning from injuries sus- 
“ tained during the affray. I cannot here omit to mention the 
“praiseworthy and energetic conduct of the Sub Magistrate- of 
“ Chowghaut and of tbe Inspector of Police on the occasion in 
‘‘question. They were at the scene of the robbery soon after it 
“ occurred, followed up the information obtained from the persons 
“ seized and by their own active exertions succeeded in apprehend¬ 
ing many of the Eobbers, some of whom confessed their crime, 
“a few giving up at the same time their share of the booty or 
“as much of it as remained in their, possession. These Prisoners 
“have been handed over, as an exceptional case, to the Sirkar 
“ Authorities but such a length of time elapsed between their ap- 
“ prehension and their re-examination before the Tassildar that 
“ the instigators of the robbery, who are rich men, had succeeded in 
“tampering with the evidence. Four of the principal witnesses 
“ when examined on oath before me denied all knowledge of the 
“ Eobbery and disowned their depositions taken by the Snb Magis- 
“ trate, in consequence of which I was obliged to release 2 of the 
“Prisoners, and I fear many more will be released by the Court." 

25. The case has since been disposed of and out of the 18 
persons committed to the Sessions Court only -3 were convicted. 
The others were released, some with and some without any se¬ 
curity for their future good behaviour. But the perjured Wit¬ 
nesses have met with their deserts, and the fact of so many of the 
Eobbers having been apprehended and the necessity they were 
under of buying off the witnesses to escape conviction may pos¬ 
sibly, deter others from committing such crimes. 

26. The Prosecutor and his friends, many of whom received 
severe injuries, have been rewarded for their courageous conduct 
and the Dewan has recommended that a reward should be given 
to the Inspector of Police at Chawghaut and to the Constables 
unde? him as a mark of the approbation with which the Sirkar 
views their energetic and praiseworthy conduct on the occasion 
in question, 



27. A daring robbery was committed not far from Iri- 
poontorah, the residence of the Eoyal Family, and the Travancore 
Police, under the orders of the Dewan Peishkar in charge of the 
Northern Division of Travancore, afforded every assistance to the 
officers of this Sirkar in apprehending the robbers and recovering 
the stolen property. 

28. As the mutual assistance of the British, Travancore and 
Cochin Police on occasions such as those above referred to cannot 
fail to have a most beneficial effect I have ordered the Police offi¬ 
cers of this Sirkar to afford like aid and co-operation whenever 
required by the British or Travancore Police. 

29. The System of Oolium or gratuitous service was greatly 
modified during the year under report. His Highness, taking into 
consideration the hardship and oppression occasioned to his sub¬ 
jects by the system formerly in force, directed that all supplies- 
for the Palaces, Ootparrahs and other public Institutions should 
ordinarily be procured in the market and, that on special occasions, 
when it may he found necessary to collect such supplies from the 
ryots through the agency of the Village officials, they should be 
paid -for at the market rates&that the coolies and others employ¬ 
ed on Sirkar works should receive such rates of hire as they 
would obtain if employed by private individuals. The Oolium 
service lias thus been divested of its most objectionable features 
and it is proposed gradually to abolish it altogether. 
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At the end of the year there were thus 214 Convicts and 
53 Prisoners sentenced to simple imprisonment. 

31. Besides the above there were also 66 persons, under trial, 
secured in the Jails. 

32. The Sirkar Jails have hitherto been very healthy hut 
as the number of Prisoners is increasing it is necessary to find 
additional accommodation for them. It is accordingly proposed 
to enlarge the Jail at Trichoor or to build a new and more 
commodious one there. 


33. Of the 214 convicts in the Jails at the end of the year

35. Dr. Whitton the Medical officer to the Sirkar has sub¬ 
mitted a very interesting Report on the Jails at Ernacollum 
and Trichoor. 


36. From this Report it would appear that the Jails are 
far from what they should he in respect to their situation, ex¬ 
tent, ventilation, cleanliness &c. The Jails have however continued 
very healthy notwithstanding the above circumstances and in 
order that-the causes which have led to this healthiness may be 
duly investigated the Report, is given below in extenso. 

- - It must be borne in mind that Dr. WhittonV report is for 
the Calendar year 1866 and not for the Malabar year*' 1041 h. it. 
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Report on the Circar Jails at Ernacollum and 
Trichoor for the year 1866. 

“ The Cirear Jail at Ernacollum is situated on the West side 
of the town, about 35 yards from, and facing the backwater, it 
consists of four rooms occupied by the prisoners, arranged in two 
stories, at either side of a central passage. The two lower 
rooms each measure 23 feet by 18 feet, and 9 feet 10 inches 
high, the two upper rooms each measure 23 feet by 18 feet, and 
8 feet 10 inches high in front of this passage and in advance 
of the building there exists a guard room.” 

“ 2 . To the East or rewr of this building there is a yard 
enclosed by a wall about 15 feet high, this yard measures 26 
feet from East to West, and 63 feet from North to South. Within 
this yard there are two wells, one to the Northern end, and the 
other to it% Southern extremity, in this yard a verandah extends 
along the Eastern side of the building in which the prisoners are 
confined, it is 6 feet wide, and is tiled, in this the cooking of all 
food used by the prisoners is carried on.” 

“3. The 'Northern well was'the only one existing up to 
the year 1859, when it was found that the water was so 
nauseous and unpleasant to drink, that the new or Southern 
well was made.” 

“4 To the front or West and within the Jail another yard 
exists, it is 40 feet from East to West, and 63 feet from North to 
South, this yard is not made use of by the prisoners, within this 
yard are the .guard room above referred to, occupying a space of 
20 feet 2 inches by 13 feet 10 inches, a store-room to the Northern 
extremity measuring 14 feet 6 inches, by 8 feet, and a garden 
railed off on its Southern extremity, measuring 37 feet by 23 feet/’ 

“ 5. In front or to the West of this yard is a row o£ 
buildings, viz., the hospital to the North measuring 23 feet 10 
inches by 16 feet, a central passage measuring 10 feet 4 inches 
by 16 feet, a room 16 feet by 11 feet sometimes used as a female 
ward when there are any females in the Jail, and a storeroom to 
the South, measuring 16 feet by 10 feet 6 inches, this latter room 
has never been used for any other purpose than keeping lumber/* 

“ 6. To the front of the Jail and external to it, there is a 
verandah running North and South 63 feet long, and 7. feet wide, 
only occupied by sepoys on guard. In this verandah there are 
certain windows opening into the hospital, and into the ward above 
stated to be sometimes used for female prisoners, but all these are 
kept permenantly closed, the buildings are all tiled.” 
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,£ 7. Prisoners. —During the year 1865 there was a daily 
average nutuber of prisoners confined wilhin the Jail of 107, 
during the whole of that year only 3 deaths occurred, one was 
a case of Phthisis, one of Dysentery, and one of Diarrhaea. ” 

“ 8. During the last year the daily average, No. of prisoners, 
confined within the Jail has been 149, during this period 7 
deaths have occurred, 2 from Small pox, 2 from Cholera, 1 from 

Diarrhea, and 2 from Dropsy. I may here observe that the 

two cases of Dropsy were long standing cases, and were suffer¬ 
ing from the disease, of which they died, long before admission 

into the Jail, the two Small pox cases occurred amongst the 

working convicts who were engaged on the roads, one occurred 
in the'month of January, and tha other in Decemher, at both 
which periods Small pox was prevalent outside the walls of the 
Jail, and it is a fair inference that they contracted the disease when 
out at work, the disease did not spread to the other prisoners—of 
the two cases of Cholera, 1, ■ the first, occurred amongst the 
working party, and the 2nd a prisoner under trial may have con¬ 
tracted the disease from him, as it occurred on the 3rd day after 
the first case was attacked, the case of Diarrhaea was one of a 
chronic character, the man suffered for about 2 months before 
his death.”

“ 10. It will be. observed that the number of Skin diseases 
is very large.” 

“11. Duty and Employment ox? prisoners.— The prisoners 
in Jail consist of those under trial, those sentenced to work on 
the*roads, those sentenced to .give security/and Civil debtors—of 
these the prisoners sentenced to work on the roads does not include 
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more than J of the whole,so that two thirds of the whole lead a 
perfectly idle life. The hours for work are from 8 o'Clock A. M. 
until 4 o'Clook P. M., between these hours they are allowed 1 hour 
to rest, so that they work only for 7 hours daily. The work does 
not appear to be hard, and during working hours they are chiefly 
employed on the roads." 

“12. The food allowed to the prisoners consists of 28 Ounces 
of rice, and 3 pie, for the working party, the prisoners under trial 
and those undergoing simple imprisonment receive 28 Ounces of 
rice only, out of this quantity they have to supply themselves 
with curry, fish &c., by bartering a portion of their allowance of 
rice with the contractor, Civil debtors receive an allowance of 
Annas three per diem." 

“13. It will be seen that the prisoners have no fixed diet, 
being allowed to please themselves in the way of bartering their 
rice for such articles as fish, vegetables, &c." 

“ 14. Clothing.— 2 yards of cloth twice, and a cumblie once 
in a year is supplied to the working party, but to no others.” 

“15. Personal cleanliness op prisoners.— The higher castes 
according to their usual custom bailie daily, but the others seldom 
bathe, and there is no regulation to enforce it, hence probably 
the large number of oases of skin disease.” 

“16. There has not been any epidemic in the Jail since 
the year 1839, when 8 cases of Cholera oecured, at that time 
Cholera was prevailing as an epidemic with great virulence out¬ 
side the walls of the Jail, since that time although several epide¬ 
mics of Small pox and Cholera have prevailed without the walls 
of the Jail, an epidemic has not existed inside the Jail.” 

“ 17. . The two upper rooms for the confinement of prisoners 
each contain 3657 cubic feet of space, the two lower rooms con¬ 
tain 4071 Cubic feet of space each, so that the total cubic space 
available for the prisoners is 15,456 feet, allowing 648 cubic feet 
for each prisoner, the above space is a fraction less than would be 
required for 24 prisoners but*what has been the case, as above 
stated the average daily strength of prisoners within the Jail 
has been 149, and . during the month of July there was an aver¬ 
age daily strength of 179 prisoners within the Jail, the sickness 
during that month does not appear to have been above the aver¬ 
age, indeed on some days tlie number of prisoners confined 
reached 200.” 

“18. The two lower rooms are ventilated, by two windows 
in each,, each window being 4 feet, by 4 feet 3 inches, the upper 



rooms are ventilated by 3 windows each of a similar size, these 
are partly blocked up with thick iron railings. I may state that 
these windows are of but little use, as they are furnished with 
shutters which are frequently closed by the prisoners, the stench 
and heat within the rooms whilst the prisoners are locked up is 
most intolerable, within these rooms the prisoners are confined 
from 6 o’Cloek P. m. until 6 o’Clock A. M." 

“19. The cooking is all performed in, the verandah before re¬ 
ferred to, between 6 and 8 o’Clock a. m. and from 4 to 6, o’Clock F. M.” 

“20. According to European ideas, the sanitary state of the 
Jail is of the veiy worst description, that the prisoners should 
enjoy such remarkably good health is indeed surprising, so much 
so that I have brought the matter to the notice of several high 
Authorities, amongst whom were the Inspector General «,nd Dpty: 
Inspector General of Hospitals, during their late visits to Cochin, 
as also to the Inspector General of Jails.” 

“21. In a report like the present it can hardly be expected 
that I should do more than give a general outline of the sanitary 
state of the Jail, I however quote the words of Dr. Pringle in 
his report for the year 1850, since which time no alteration has 
been made in the 'Jail. ” 

“The Prisoners in the Jails at Ernacollum, and Trichore 
“ have been very healthy during the past year. They are well 
u fed, and amply cared for in every respect’ and their hard la- 
“ hour is not too severe. The Jail at Ernacollum is conveniently 
“ and well situated, but the building is too small for the number 
“ prisoners confined in it, the ventilation is bad and cannot be 
“ attained in the existing plan of the building—any epidemic or 
“ contagious diseases breaking out in the. Jail in its present crowded 
“ state would most certainly prove very fatal. The building consists 
“ of four rooms, 2 on the ground floor, and 2 above, each room is 
“18 feet broad 23 feet long and 10 feet high and in each room 
“ it is not unusual to place upwards of 40 prisoners during the 
“ night. There is do female ward, and female prisoners at night are 
confined in the passage leading through the Jail, during the 
“ day they mix with the other prisoners. There is no necessary 
“ or similar convenience attached to the Jail, and for the purposes 
“ of nature the prisoners are merely marched outside the prison 
“ walls, and expected to manage as they best may, the consequence 
“ is that the stench and filth around the Jail is intolerable. 

“ During the night the prisoners are not permitted to leave the 
“ Jail, and there is no provision for casual attacks of bowel complaints 
“ &c., urine is usually voided in a comer of the compound close 
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“ to the well, and the water is thus tainted and rendered unwhole- 
“ some and unfit for drinking or culinary purposes. There is no 
“ cook-room, and the victuals are cooked in the back lower 
“ verandah. It is only surprising that with so much filth, and in 
'■ such a crowded state of the Jail at Ernacollum, more serious 
“cases of illness have hot occurred. The Jail at Trichore is more 
“ commodious, and better adapted'lor the confinement of prisoners.’' 

. '• 22. In making the foregoing statements it must not he 

understood that I undervalue ■ sanitary improvements in Jails fot- 
natives. I have merely jotted down facts which have come to my 
observation, as to elucidating the causes that have produced such 
general healthiness on the part of the prisoners, such a low rate 
of mortality, and an absenceofepidemio.swhenthe.se were raging 
with great virulence outside the walls of the Jail, I withhold 
offering an opinioD, but I wish to’ offer 2 suggestions and the 
first is, the system adopted in dieting the patients allows each, 
according to his individual taste, to select, in a great measure, 
the articles he may be inclined or accustomed to make use of as 
diet, so that ho is subject to but little change after admission, 
and the 2nd is the people of Cochin as a- rule have the greatest 
antipathy to fresh air in.their sleeping apartments, crowding and 
closeness appear to be the chief desiderata of such places, the 
apartment cannot be too hot or too close for them, and on ad¬ 
mission they appear to approve of the impure atmosphere of the 
prison rooms, so much so, that as a rule they close the windows, 
apparently in order to add to. their comfort. Nor is it necessary 
for me in this place to go more particularly into the system of 
conservancy adopted in the Jail, suffice to say that the extract 
from Dr. Pringle’s report of the Jail for the year 1850, gives a 
fair resum d of what not only then existed, but of what exists, 
at the present time. " 

“& 3 . The Jail at Trichore is situated to the North of the 
town, and is about £ a .mile to the West of the British Residency. 
It consists .-of 4 rooms upon . the ground floor, raised upon a 
basement of about 3 feet high, there are two ’rooms on either 
side of and communicating by doors with a central passage, this 
building is used as a Jail for the prisoners to sleep in, it is situ¬ 
ated on the South side of the road leading from the Residency. ” 

“24. On the opposite side of the road there exists an en¬ 
closure in which are placed various small buildings used by the 
different castes for the purpose of cooking in, within this enclo¬ 
sure there existed various cess pools into which the whole of 
excrement &c., was thrown, these have now at my suggestion 
been closed up, and a suitable latrine has been made outside the 
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■trails of the Jail, I am happy to say that an intelligent native 
has been found willing to make use of this as manure for an 
adjoining paddy field.” 

“25. The rooms for the occupation of the prisoners are 
pretty similar in ventilation, size, and number, to those of the 
Jail in Ernacollum, the diet is similar, and the regulations in. 
force are also pretty similar.'” 

“26. The average daily number of prisoners in this Jail for 
the past year has been 128, the number of deaths during the 
same period has been 3 only, one being a case of fever, one of 
dysentery, and one of dropsy. The total No. of admissions into 
hospital 'during the year has been 259/’

“28. The building appears to me to be quite too small to 
accommodate so - large a number of prisoners, and I have re¬ 
commended an addition, in the form of an Eastern and Western 
wing, of two wards, each 50 feet by 30 feet.” 

“29. It will be remarked that this Jail has like that at 
Ernacollum enjoyed an immunity from epidemic diseases, no case 
of Cholera or Small pox having occurred within the year, although 
these diseases have been very prevalent outside the walls' of the 
Jail.” 


“30. It will also be remarked that the number of skin dis¬ 
eases is considerably less than in that at Ernacollum, probably 
owing to the greater cleanliness on the part of the prisoners, if 
the system of compulsory bathing were to be introduced into the 
Jail at Ernacollum, I have no doubt but that the number of 
skin diseases would be greatly diminished. ” /

Land Revenue. 


37. The Land Revenue of the State for the year under

report amounted to Eupees 584,954 - in 
excess of that of the previous year by 
Es. 1,800. 


38. A part of the Eevenue was . derived from the Lake 
cultivation near Trichoor the extent of which fluctuates consider¬ 
ably being dependent on the depth of water in the Lake at the 
proper time for commencing the cultivation.' The Monsoon of 
the year 1040 M. E., was unusually heavy and the consequence 
was an immense quantity of water in the Lake at the time when 
agricultural operations had to be commenced. The Eyots found 
it difficult to get rid of the water and hence a large extent of 
the Lake remained uncultivated—otherwise the Land Eevenue 
would have been much greater. 


39. A new canal has been commenced from Trichoor to 
Moonayam and will be completed during the current year. This 
canal runs across the Lake and connects it with the Caroova- 
noor River. The principal object in view in making this canal 
was to improve the water communication with Trichoor but it is 
probable that it may be used advantageously for draining the 
Lake earlier than would otherwise be practicable and also as a 
Reservoir from which the lands may he supplied to a certain 
extent with fresh water when necessary. 

40. The Report for 1039 M. E., contained an account of 
the Lands in the Cochin Forests which have been leased to some 
European Gentlemen and others for the cultivation of Coffee. 

41. The whole quantity of land leased out for this purpose 
is 7,060 Acres which form 12 Estates of different extents. 


42. The Etates called Peroomparatha and "West Peroom- 
paratha of 250 and 160 Acres respectively, granted originally to 
Messrs. Faithfufi, and Keir, have since passed into .the possession 
of the Malab'ar Coffee Company limited and are now under the 
management of Mr. William Smith. Nearly 120 Acres of the 
former and 80 Acres of the latter Estate have been cleared and 
planted. About 90 Acres (40 + 50 = 90) have been cleared but 
not planted and there remains only 30 + 50=80 Acres to be 
cleared. 
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43. The Vaiiavachan Estate of 250 Acres granted to Mr. 
J. B. MacIntyre is now owned by Mr. H, E. Church, and others 
and is under the management of, Mr. G. S. Dupen. A hundred 
Acres have been cleared and planted. 

44. The Manalaroo Estate of 1000 Acres granted to Messrs. 
Norman Stewart and J. B. MacIntyre and the Pothoopara Estate 
of 800 Acres originally owned by the late Mr, J. H. Berry have 
been bought by Messrs. Scott Brothers & Co. The former Estate 
is under the management of Mr. J. Grant and the latter under 
that of Mr. II. M, Crawford. About 150 Acres of each Estate 
appear to have been cleared and planted and about 57£ Acres 
of the Pothoopara Estate have been cleared. 

45. The Polyumpara Estate of 1,000 acres granted to Mr. 
J. Walker is managed for him by Mr. W. Smith. About 115 acres 
l\ave been cleared and planted. 

46. Totaycaut Govinda Menon the original grantee of the 
Totaycaut Estate is still the owner of it. It consists of 200 acres 
of which 65 have been cleared and planted and 48£ acres cleared 
and ready for the plants. A native of the name of Chathoo is in 
charge of the Estate. 

47. Nothing as yet has been done on' the Cumbolakady 
Estate of 200 acres, the Cottingady Estate of. 200 acres, the 
Padagherry Estate of 1000 acres, the Lilly Estate of 1000 acres 
and the Mary Anne Estate of 1000 acres granted respectively to 
J. Burns, J. H. Berry, J. H. Aspinwall, M. H, Scott and H. 
Crawford Esquires. 

48. The Cochin Forest Lands appear to be well suited for 
the cultivation of Coffee. Some of the Estates will be subject 
to assessment during the current yeSr. 


CUSTOMS. 

49. The interportal arrangements have been in operation 

throughout the year and, as previously antici-

50. No duty has been levied on Tobacco, British Indian 
Tobacco having in a great measure supplanted Foreign Tobacco 
on which alone an Import Duty is leviable under the arrange¬ 
ments above mentioned. Any small quantity of Foreign, Tobacco 
imported into the country was brought in through British Cochin 
and consequently did not pay duty to the Sirkar on importation. 



■51. The export duty on Pepper dwindled down from 
Rupees 1,722 in 1040 M. E. to Rupees 533 in 1041 M. E. 
With this decrease the Interportal arrangements had of course 
nothing to do. The deficiency is probably owing to the careless¬ 
ness of the District servants in not taking measures to prevent 
the exportation of Pepper which had not paid the prescribed 
duty. 


52. The Land and Backwater ehowkies have all been removed 
and the British Indian Tariff and Rates of Duty have been 
adopted at the Sirkar Ports. These Ports being in the vicinity 
of British Cochin camiot compete with the latter and the trade 
at these Ports was so insignificant in the year under report that 
the duty collected amounted to little more than 100 Eupees. 

53. The amount entered under this head is therefore made 
up principally of sums received from the British Government in 
accordance with the Interportal arrangements between the two 
Governments. 

54. By these arrangements the British Government agreed 
to make over to the Sirkar one half of the Customs Receipts of 
British Cochin and further guaranteed a Customs Revenue of 
not less than 100,000 Rupees and Import duty on Tobacco of 
not less than 10,500 Rupees. 

55. These arrangements were in operation during 11 months 
of the Official year ending the 30th April 1866 and for this period 
the proportion of the amount of Customs guaranteed by the 
British Government was Rupees 101,291-10.-8. viz. Import duty 
on Tobacco, Rupees 9625-0-0, and duty on other goods Rupees 
91,666-10-8. 

56. The amount realized at the Sirkar Ports during the 
period above mentioned was. Rupees 262-14-9 and the moiety of 
the Customs Receipts of British .Cochin received from the British 
Government was Rs. 19,683—12—Q making a Total of Rs. 19,946 
11-3. Hence the amount payable by the British Government to 
this Sirkar in consequence of the guarantee (Rs. 101,291-10-8 
-Rs. 19,946-11-3) was Rs. 81,344-15-5. This amount was duly 
received and brought to account, 

57. Adding to the above mentioned sum of Rupees 101,291 
10-8 the amount collected at the Sirkar Ports subsequently to 
the 30th April but previously to the close of the Malabar year, 
Rs. 59-7-10, the moiety of the Customs Receipts of British Cochin 
for May 1866, Rupees 1631-7-6, and the Export duty on Pepper 
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Rs. 533—1-5—10 and deducting from the total of the above sum 
Rs. 4-8-0, being Customs duty collected at the Sirkar Ports in 
June I860 and credited in the accounts of the year 1040 Jl. E. 
and Eupees 177-10-6 of the collections of the 11 months of the 
last official year, remitted in consequence of the goods on which 
they were due being imported for a charitable Institution at Tre- 
vandrutn, the actual Customs Revenue of the year under report 
was Eupees 103,884-7-4. 

58. This is in excess of the Customs Revenue of 1040 M. E. 
by Rs, 11,087-8-3 but it should be borne in mind that during the 
period of about 21- months of the latter year little or no Customs 
Revenue was collected by the Sirkar owing to the Interportal 
arrangements having come into operation and to the non-payment 
of the amount guaranteed for that period till after the close 'of 
the year. 


59. In the last Report it was mentioned that in addition to the 
Import duty levied on Tobacco the Sirkar derived a Revenue from

of that Sirkar to the arti¬ 
cles noted in the mar¬ 
gin. This list, it will be 
observed, contains most 
of the valuable produc¬ 
tions of Travancore but 
a variety of minor ar¬ 
ticles has. thus been 
exempted from export duty and the concession is. no.doubt-highly 
appreciated by the petty dealers pf the two States,

62. The Opium Revenue amounted in the year under re¬ 
port to Rs. 2,316 only owing, doubtless, to the article having 
been smuggled into the country. An example however was made 
in the year under report of a person detected in and convicted 
of smuggling a large quantity of the Drug and it has had the de¬ 
sired effect, the amount of the Farm for the current year (1042), 
being considerably in excess of that for 1041 M. E. 


SALT. 


One of the conditions of the recent Interportabarrange- 
ments was that the Sirkar should 
raise their selling price of Salt to 
that obtaining in the neighbouring 
British Territories. This assimilation 
of prices came into operation in May 
1865 and there was an immediate and 
- the consumption of Salt and during the Ma¬ 
labar year 1041, the year under report, there was a decrease in 
the quantity sold of 176,542 Indian Maunds and a consequent

64 Formerly when Salt was sold in this State at a consi¬ 
derably lower rate than that prevailing in British India a portion 
of the Sirkar Salt found its way into the neighbouring Districts 
of Malabar and Coimbatore and the assimilation of the selling 
price was expected to occasion a considerable decrease in the sales 
but no serious loss of Revenue! w;as anticipated as it was thought 
that _ the decrease in the sales would be more than made np by 
the increase in 'the selling price. 
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65. The estimated consumption of Salt per head in India is 
about ] 6 lbs and, at this rate, the quantity which should be con¬ 
sumed in this country, the population of which is now more than 
400,000, must be 6,400,000 lbs, equal to 77,777 Indian Maunds , 
or upwards. 

66. The large difference between the quantity which should 
have been sold and the quantity actually sold in the year under 
report is owing partly to the clandestine manufacture and sale of 
Country Salt and the negligence of the underpaid servants of the 
Salt Department but principally to the smuggling into Cochin of 
British and Travancore Salt. 

67. In a country so largely intersected by sheets of Salt 
water as Cochin is the clandestine manufacture of Salt.is attended 
with no great difficulty. It is not made in large quantities in 
any particular place but hundreds of persons employ them¬ 
selves in making it and find it a very lucrative occupation owing 
to the high price at which Salt is sold by the Sirkar. The 
quantity produced by each individual is perhaps small hut the 
total quantity so produced is by no means inconsiderable. 

68. It is not easy to suppress the illicit manufacture and 
sale of Salt but no pains will be spared this year to effect 
the object. 

69. It is proposed also to increase the salaries of the 
Servants of the Salt Department which will no doubt make them 
more zealous in the discharge of their duties. 

70. A remedy for smuggling is the establishment of a few 
JBanksalls for the sale of Salt in the localities where the smuggling 
is carried on. Care must of course be taken to give no reason¬ 
able cause of complaint to the Officers of the British and Tra¬ 
vancore Governments. 

71. The sale of Salt in the District of Malabar must have 
increased considerably since the interportal arrangements came 
into operation and the increase in the. amount of Revenue under 
this head has no doubt fully compensated the British Goverjaraent 
for the guarantee alluded to under the head of Customs. ■ 



EDUCATION. 


The Sanscrit, Hebrew, and Vernacular Schools conti¬ 
nue as they were at the date of the last Report. 

73. An English School has been established at Irinjalaco- 
da since the date of the last Report and two additional Schools 
will soon be established, one at Chittoor and the other at Koon- 
■unkolmn. 

74. His Highness the Rajah's High School at Eruacollum 
is flourishing. The Dewan has watched the progress of this 
Institution with considerable interest and it is to him a pleasing 
task to record the complete success which has attended the pre¬ 
sent Head Master’s endeavours for its improvement. 

75. Tho’ strict in the discharge of his duties Mr, Sealy .is 

kind and considerate in his treatment of the Scholars who con¬ 
sequently give him willing obedience. Mr. Sealy has succeeded 
in maintaining a wholesome discipline without which no large 
Establishment could long exist. * 

. 76. There are at present 171 boys receiving instruction. 
This shows an increase of 26 boys over the number in the School 
at the-date of the last Report. The Head Master has been re¬ 
luctantly compelled to refuse admission to several boys in conse¬ 
quence of the lower classes being already over-crowded and to 
tnere being no accommodation for an additional class in the pre¬ 
sent buildings. Had there been more space the number would 
hare been greater. 

77. It is not long since the School Establishment was 
revised and the Staff of. Teachers considerably increased. The 
subsequent increase in the number of boys has caused the esta¬ 
blishment of an eighth Class with a supernumerary Teacher and 
it is expected that a ninth Class and another Teacher will soon be 
required. The following is an extract from the Head Master’s report. 

The subjects taught in the various classes remain the 
“ same mainly as recorded in my last report. Advance has been 
“made in each.subject in all the classes. In the First Class a 
“ considerable portion of time and attention has been given to 
“ the ^ study of Algebra and Euclid. In the former of these two 
* subjects the Class has read up to Quadratic Equations for a 
“ first reading, and in the latter the First Book with a large 
“ number of problems deducible from it. In these two subjects 
the boys of the class- are very unequally advanced.” 
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“ English Poetry has also been added, to the subjects of study. 
" In all the classes below the 1st and 2nd more attention than be- 
“ fore has been given to Malayalim and the Grammar of the langu- 
“ age has been especially studied. A great difficulty however is ex- 
“ perienced, as vve have been unable to get any copies of the Malaya- 
“ lira Grammar. The Vernacular studies will I trust receive greater 
“ attention when we are able to secure the services of a well qualified 
“ Munshi which up to this date I have been unable to meet with.” 

78. Lately when a few of the students applied for admission 

to the U. C. S. Examination some difficulty was experienced in 
ascertaining their correct ages. The Head Master has since 
caused the production of the Horoscopes of all Hindoo boys and 
the certificate of birth or baptism in the case of Christian boys, 
and the School admission Register now contains reliable evidence 
of the ages of the scholars with a few exceptions. The ages of 
the pupils now vary from 8 to 21. - 

79. The following Table will, I think, be found interesting. 
It is a comparative statement of the number of boys belonging 
to different sections of the community in December 1865 and 
in December 1866 and the number of those who have left the 
school since March 1865 as well as the total number admitted 
since February 1865.

80. It will, he perceived that the number of Sudras has 
increased 50 per cent whereas the number of boys belonging to 
the other classes remain much the same as they were at the 
end of the year 1865. . 

“It appears hence that the Sudras are especially foremost 
“in availing tlieniselves of the .education offered, by the Sirkar 
“ and from the fact that out of the 66 who have entered the 
“ School 5 only have left it (a very small number when c.om- 
“ pared with others in the column of those who have left) that 
“they also value the education they receive and are steady 
“students. 

81. As in the previous year there were two examinations 
in the year under report and'in the second examination, which 
took' place in December last, there was a distribution of prizes to 
three or mere of the most deserving hoys of each class. The 
examinatiops were conducted by some of the officers of the 
Sirkar and by some European Gentlemen of Cochin. 

82. The Head Master’s Report was closed before the end of 
the year and hence he was unable to give a statement of the 
Receipts and Expenditure for 1866 but he states that “the Receipts 
amount to a little more than those of last year (Rs, 1010-7-4)” 
but with this difference that a much larger proportion of the. 
money has been contributed by the School, tiie Sirkar having only 
added Rupees 300. 

83. The School, is still very crowded notwithstanding the 
erection of an additional building for the accommodation of some 
of the lower classes. A, Plan and Estimate for the erection of a 
new School house capable of accommodating 850 boys have been 
prepared and submitted, and the building will be commenced with¬ 
out delay. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 

84 The Shoranoor Bridge continues to be the most im¬ 
portant of the Public' Works in course of execution. Whether 
the dimensions of the Bridge be considered or the benefits and 
advantages which may result therefrom it stands pre-eminently at 
the head of all the public works that have ever been undertaken 
by. the Cochin Government. 

85. The amount already expended on the Bridge is Ru¬ 
pees 288,470-4-2 of which Rupees 31,628-3-10 were disbursed 
in the year under report. 
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86. Several schemes for bringing the Rail over the Bridge 
into the Cochin Territory have been proposed but nothing has 
as yet been determined on. However it is only a question of 
time. The admirable Port of Cochin will, doubtless, at no distant 
date be connected by the Rail with the rest of India and the 
Shoranoor Bridge will facilitate the undertaking, 

87. The Girders &e. for the two remaining Bays have been 
despatched from England and are daily expected at Beypoor 
whence they can easily be taken by Eail to Shoranoor. The 
Bridge works ore in a forward state of progress and it is con¬ 
fidently expected that the Bridge will he completed before the 
commencement of the next Monsoon. 

88. By means of a temporary platform across the two hays, 
for which Iron girders have not yet been provided, the Engineer 
in charge made the bridge available for His Highness' file Maha 
Rajah of Travancore and suite on His Highness’ recent visit to 
Madras. 


89. The improvements in the water communication be¬ 
tween Trichoor and Moonayom may he said to have been com¬ 
pleted. The canal has been excavated throughout aud is now 
practicable for boats of every description. There are a few places 
where the excavation is not of the prescribed depth. These will 
be deepened during the ensuing dry Season. 

90. The total expenditure on this work up to the end of 
the year 1041 M. E. was Rs. 19,100 of which Es. 10,000 were 
laid out in that year (the year under report). 

91. The Edathoorthy canal has not yet been commenced 
but Col. Walker has been down, here lately and the work will, 
no doubt, be commenced without much . delay. 

92. The portion of the canal, however, lying between Moo¬ 
nayom on the North and the new canal leading to Chowghaut 
ou the South has been deepened by order. of the Sirkar. Boats 
plying between Cochin aud Chowghaut do not pass through this 
portion of the canal and as it was not likely therefore that the 
British Government would bear any part of the expense of the 
work it was thought unnecessary to delay it till the other por¬ 
tions of the canal had been commenced. 

98. The Total outlay on Public Works in the year under 
report was Rupees 125,878-14-2. This is about 50,000 Rupees 
less^tlyui that. k of,.the prepous jte<i r r but ampputg, to 13 per cent 
of the total Revenue of the" State." 
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94. The following statement shews the nature of the Pub- 
lie Works and the sums, expended on them.

POETS AND HARBOURS. 

95. The Port of Narakel was largely availed of by the 
shipping during the past S. W. Monsoon and was the regular 
resort of the 'Bi-monthly Steamers of tlm British India Steam 
Navigation Company. 
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96. The capabilities of this Port were again ■shewn (hiring 
the gale of the 22nd October last. On that occasion the Com¬ 
mander of one of the Vessels in the Cochin Roads apprehending 

* danger took his ship to Narrakel where she was in smooth water 
while the sea, North and South of it, "was so high that there was 
no communication with the shore. 

97. In July last several miles of submarine cable were 
landed at Narrakel from Calcutta ex Steamer Punjaub for Back¬ 
water crossings. 

98. Some inconvenience was experienced by the shipping 
from the want of a well, where fresh water could be obtained,' 
but this desideratum will shortly be supplied. 

99. The number of Vessels which resorted to the Port 
•during the last S. W. Monsoon was 28, aggregating 16.759 Tons, 
showing an increase over the preceding year of 7 Vessels aggre¬ 
gating 2,541 Tons. Particulars respecting these Vessels will be 
found in the statement appended to this Report. 

100. The Port dues collected amounted to Rupees 1,172-1-4 
against Rupees 902-2-0 collected during the previous year. 

101. The* following Notice, defining the limits of the Ports 
of Narrakel and Maliipoorum, was published in December last. . 

1st,—Thelimits-ofthe Port of Narrakel, embracing the limits 
of smooth water, extend from Nairambolumy Northward, to § a 
mile S. of the Narrakel Flagstaff. 

. 2nd.—The limits of the Port of Maliipoorum extend from $ 
•a mile N. of the Custom House to the same distance S. of it. 

3rd.—It is hereby further notified that all goods lauded at 
or shipped from any part of the coast, not comprised within the 
limits above defined, or attempted to be conveyed through the 
channel formed across the ridge of sand fringing the coast at 
Ochunthoorty will be treated as contraband and will be liable to 
seizure and confiscation. 




POST OFFICE. 


, 102. The salaries of the Postal Department have been in¬ 

creased and some additional Eunners employed and letters are now- 
transmitted and received more quickly and with much greater 
punctuality than before. 

103. Postage is now charged on all letters and parcels sent 
by post which are not strictly official so that the Department is 
now to a certain extent self-supporting. 

104. The Eules connected with this Department and pub¬ 
lished with the sanction of His Highness the Eajah are as follows:— 

“ Whereas it is the desire of the Sirkar that new arrangements 
should be adopted in its Unjell Service, in supercession of the 
system, which has hitherto obtained, of the gratuitous carriage of 
Letters and Parcels of all descriptions and of all sizes and weights, 
respecting the levy of Postage on all correspondence and parcels 
other than those on the Public Service, the following Rules are 
established and are to have effect from the 1st Cunny 1042 M. E. 
corresponding with the 15th September 1866. 

1. Parties desirous of forwarding through the Sirkar UnjelL 
any Letters, Newspapers, Books or Banghy parcels, are required 
to pre-pay postage at the rates specified in the subjoined Tables 
according to the weight of the Letters, Newspaper?, Books or 
Banghy parcels and to the distance of the places to which they 
are addressed. Receipts will be granted at each Unjell office for 
all Letters, Parcels &c., received on the payment of postage.

2. A fee of (3) three poothens per Mile will be charged on 
letters sent by Express. 

3. Letters, Newspapers, Parcels &c., jiosted within one hour 
of the closing of an Unjell-packet will be forwarded by that packet, 
Those posted subsequently will be detained for the next packet. 

4. All Newspapers, Books, >&c., sent by the Unjell shall 
have a wrapper with both ends open so that the contents of the 
parcel may be known by the Unjell servants. 

5. All Bangby parcels despatched by Unjell are to be well 
covered and sealed. 

6. All necessary measures shall be adopted for the careful 
conveyance of Banghy parcels &c. forwarded by Unjell, But 
should any loss or damage be sustained due enquiries shall be 
instituted as to the cause of such loss and the parties, by whose 
neglect it was caused, shall be made personally responsible for the 
same. But the Sirkar will not be responsible for such loss, or 
damage. 

7. These Rules not being applicable to communications 
forwarded by Unjell on the business of the Sirkar its Officers 
and Servants are authorized to frank their Official communications 
by writing their names and Official designations iu full, also tho 
words, “ On tho Sirkar Service only” on the superscription side 
of such communications.” 
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MILITARY. 

105. The Madras Government having placed at the disposal 
of the Sirkar the services of two Non-commissioned Officers as 
many of the Sepoys as could be spared from duty were pirt under 
them and have been drilled for the last 10 months. These already 
shew a marked improvement in their bearing and appearance. 


FORESTS. 

106. The work clone by this Department in the year under 
report was satisfactory. 

107. The number of Teak logs and Taldoms sent down to 
the Depdts at Ernacollum and Ponany were 1,101 and contained 
2,076j| Candies. Thus there was an increase of 145 logs,^ aggregat¬ 
ing 223- Candies, over the quantity received in 1040. 

108. Of the above logs 397, measuring 580§ Candies, were 
sold for Rs. 10,076 and 101, measuring 211$ Candies, valued at 
Rs. 3,331, were used for public works. 

. 109. The greater part of the logs remains unsold as the 

prices offered for them were unfavourable. 

110. The Koottikanum or Seignorage, levied by the Sirkar 
on Anjely and other trees cut by private individuals, amounted 
to Rs. 3,651. In 1040 it amounted to Rs. 9,410 so that in the 
year under report there was a decrease of Rupees 5,758 under 
this head. 

111. The sale of Sundry goods and other Miscellaneous sources 
of revenue produced in 1041 Rs. 6,170 against Rs, 4,169 ip 1040, 

112. The total Revenue derived thro’ the Agency of the Forest 
Department amounted to Rs. 23,228 in 1041 and Rs. 50,140 in 
1040. 

113. The decrease is owing, as already stated, to a portion 
only of the Teak timber having been sold during the year under 
report. 

,114. The Teak Timber of the Chittoor Forests is removed 
under two contracts, one for dry and old trees and the other for 
green trees. The price payable for the dry and old timber is very 
low and as the duration of the contract for the removal of such 
timber was limited to the end of the last year the contractor 
endeavoured to remove a much greater quantity of it than usual. 
Hence, although the quantity of Timber removed was somewhat 
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larger than that of the previous year, the price paid to the Sirkar 
was only Rupees 18,995 or Es. 4,849 less than the amount 
realized in the previous year. 

115. The contractor has agreed to pay, for the future, double 
the rates at which the dry and old timber has hitherto been re¬ 
moved by him. 

116. In the year under report the Conservator of .Forests 
captured four wild Elephants and the Sirkar lost one ot its Ele¬ 
phants. 


MEDICAL. 

111'. The following are reports on the Sirkar Hospital at 
Ernacollum, and on Vaccination in the Cochin State for the year 
1866 from the Medical Officer to the Cochin Government. 

Report on the Cochin Circar Hospital 
at Ernacollum for the year 1866- 

“The Cochin Circar Hospital was founded in the year 1848 
by H. H. Rama Vurma, late Rajah of Cochin, it at first consisted 
of a temporary building erected on the site of the present Hospital, 
in the following year the present building was erected. It is situ¬ 
ated about 37 yards from the hack-water, and faces towards the 
West, it at first consisted of two wards, the one for males, and. 
the other for females, subsequently in 1852 two extra rooms were 
added on as Northern and Southern wings, the Northern is now 
used as an extra male ward, and the Southern is used as a surgery.” 

“2. During the past year a dead house for the examination 
of post mortem cases, and a storeroom were erected at my re¬ 
quest to the rear of the Hospital.” 

3. “The number of cases treated during the past year has 
been 244 in patients, and 1501 out patients.” 

“ 4. The prevailing diseases amongst the in patients have 
been dropsies, and ulcers, 65 of the former, and 62 of the latter 
having been treated. Amongst the out patients the prevailing 
diseases have been, diseases of the stomach and bowels 539, of the 
skin 182, fevers 122, and ulcers 125, of these 18 deaths are re¬ 
corded amongst the in patients, and 10 amongst the out patients.” 

“ 5. Operations. —47 operations have been performed during 
the year as will be seen by a reference to the subjoined table, 
from this table many of the minor operations in every day prac¬ 
tice have been excluded, and only the more important ones nave 
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been entered, the success attending these is proved by the fact 
of the operation being succeeded iu only one case by death, and 
that in a difficult case of parturition. ” 

“ 6. Diet. —The diet of patients admitted into Hospital is 
provided by the Circar, it is supplied by a contractor, and con¬ 
sist of three meals, conjee being given in the morning, and rice 
at mid-day and evening, the quantity allowed for each patient daily 
is 1 j- measure of rice with curry stuff, these are prepared by the 
cook to ■ whom firewood is supplied, in cases requiring extras, 
meat, wine, &c„ are given, and accounted for in the monthly 
bill— the diet is sufficient.” 

“ 7. Clothing. —The clothing has been sufficient up to the 
present. During the last year no indent for clothing has been made 
as that which remained from the previous year was fs|iiid to be 
ample for the year that has just expired, an indent has been sent 
to and sanctioned by the Dewan for a supply of qlothing for 
the next year, consisting of 24* cloths for men, 24 cloths for 
women, pillows &c.” 

“8. Furniture &c.— The cots in use by tlie patients are 10 
in number, they are old, ricketty, and unfit for farther use. I 
have applied to and received sanction from the Dewan, for the 
supply of 24 new cots similar to those in use iu the Cochin 
Civil Dispensary.” 

“ 9. Medicines. —Hitherto the medicines have been procured 
from houses in Bombay, or Madras. At my recommendation, 
sanction was obtained to procure them direct from home, and 
accordingly an indent was despatched to a first class house in 
Europe. The medicines are now daily expected, having arrived 
sometime ago at Bombay, the invoice which, has been received, 
proves the course adopted to have been most judicious, the prices 
of various articles being more than 50 per cent cheaper, besides 
the articles will be received in a fresh condition.” 

“ 10, Establishment. —The establishment consists of Mr. 
Gunther, Apothecary, Mr. Notherman, Assistant Apothecary, 1 
Peon, 1 Cook, 1 Ward Oooly, 1 Nurse, and 1 Totie, this is found 
with the assistance of a contractor to be sufficient. 

“11. I here wish to bring to notice tlie zeal with which Mr. 
Gunther has performed his duties during the past year, during 
that time I have had ample opportunities of becoming acquainted 
with the mode in. which ho conducts his work, I can only say 
that I feel tlie greatest confidence in his skill and judgment, 
and that a desire conscientiously to discharge his duties appears 
to actuate him. ”

"12. General remarks. —The Cil-car Hospital continues 
to enjoy the confidence of the people. The objects oi the institution, 
viz. the alleviation of sickness by the judicious administration ot 
gratuitous medical aid, and the supply of food and shelter to 
those who by illness have,been reduced to extreme poverty, have 
been most effectively carried out, and many a poor sufferer has 
liad cause to thank the enlightened policy which actuated the 
Ciroar in the formation and support of such a noble institution. A 
statement of the number of cases treated together with a list ot 
operations performed is herewith subjoined. ”

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Report on Vaccination in the Cochin Circar 
State for the year 1866. 

“I can safely say that during the past year vaccination has 
made rapid strides in advance of former years: The main object 
I have had in view was to insure the adoption of perfect vacci¬ 
nation, and to check as much as lay in my power the desire 
evinced by vaccinators to secure a goodly show of k numbers rather 
than quality in the execution of their work.” 

''2. The Circar vaccination establishment consisted in the early 
part of the year of a head vaccinator, 3, 1st class vaccinators, 
and 5, 2d Class vaccinators, with the pay of Rs. 14, Rs. 10 Jr 
and Rs. 7 respectively. It must be obvious that such pay was 
quite inadequate to secure the services of a good class of men, or 
to insure steal and attention to iheir duties, the result was as 
■might be expected, the department was quite inefficient, and al¬ 
though the returns came in steadily, and showed enormous numbers, 
yet I failed to see the one thing most essentially required viz., 



quality. Indeed to show the apathy then existing, one vaccinator 
on being admonished on aucouut at absence h'om Ins post, without 
leave'during the prevalence of smallpox, resigned, probably think¬ 
ing he could do as well elsewhere.” 

“3. Situated as the Circar vaccinators are in different parts 
of the country, I fear that anything like an efficient check upon 
the numbers successfully vaccinated will be next, to an impossibi¬ 
lity, but I shall detail the steps which have been taken not only 
to secure a knowledge of their business in tho part of the vac¬ 
cinators, together with zeal in the performance of their duties, 
but to insure the use of genuine lymph.” 

“4. In the first place it was necessary to establish a spirit 
not only* of contentment by improving the status of vaccinators, 
but also to encourage a spirit of emulation by making promotion 
depend upon individual, exertions, accordingly 1 obtained sanction 
for an increase of about 50 per cent to the then existing pay on 
the condition that each vaccinator before being promoted to tho 
higher rates should not only display zeal as a vaccinator, but also 
pass an examination in the use of Bazaar Medicines, the text 
book to be used being Dr. Warings' “Bazaar Medicines,' 1 a work 
specially intended for the use of vaccinators, a number of copies 
of this work were procured, and a copy supplied to each vac¬ 
cinator. 1 ' 

“5. The study of this work will well qualify them to treat 
many of milder diseases affecting people in their districts, _ and 
the status that they may acquire by being able to treat ordinary 
diseases, will no doubt, indirectly assist them in the furtherance 
of their calling as vaccinators. 1 ' 

“6. I am happy to be able to say that Government have _ 
approved of my suggestions, and that on fulfilling tho condi¬ 
tions prescribed, each vaccinator will come upon the new rate 
of pay, the new rate sanctioned being as follows, 1 head vacci¬ 
nator at Rs. 22-8-0,4 1st Class vaccinators at Rs. 14 each, and 4 2nd 
class vaccinators at 10 Rs. each.” 

“7. To ensure the use of good lymph, a quantity was ob¬ 
tained direct from Europe in tho month of June last, tho ex¬ 
periment proved successful. A lecture was delivered by me to the 
students at the high school at Ernacollum, at, which by the ad¬ 
vice of the Dcwan a number of tho Cochin Circar ofliciuls attend¬ 
ed,_ the benefits conferred by its use as a prophylactic were ex¬ 
plained, and statistics of its advantages as derived from reports 
of its use amongst the various European armies were dwelt upon.” 
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“8. I may fearlessly say that by its introduction into the 
high school as a, compulsory condition of admission into that 
institution, a formidable barrier to its general use has been removed, 
one Brahmin finds it convenient to smother his dislike, and undergo 
the operation, another perhaps convinced of the advantages to be 
derived from vaccination submits.” 

'■!). Without going into the cause more particularly, it is 
certain that the operation is not now looked upon witli^such 
distrust as formerly/ every credit is duo to Mr. A. F. Scaly, 
Head Master of the School at Ernacollum, for the zeal with which 
he induced numbers of Brahmins and others to submit to the 
operation, and also for having mado it a compulsory condition of 
admission into the school." 

“10. To ensure a knowledge of their business on tbe part of 
the vaccinators, I have had three of the vaccinators under my 
immediate instruction in turn during the year, ’these men have 
attended daily at my dispensary, bringing the cases on which they 
have operated for my inspection, so that I have been able to 
explain to them the points which characterise the true vaccine 
vesicle, and the vaccinators in the various districts have sent me 
periodical supplies of the lymph, in use by them, for the purpose 
of having its genuineness Verified." 

“11. In conclusion I would beg to point out a circumstance 
that causes me considerable anxiety, it is the apathy which some 
of the Circar officials show in looking after vaccinators who may 
be posted in their districts, there is no check so valuable as that 
which may be used by the chief official of the district, they 
have to countersign the returns of the vaccinator, and a little 
inquiry or admonition judiciously given by them, would have a 
most salutary as well as a most encouraging effect.” 

“12. Subjoined is a statement of numbers vaccinated during 
the year 1866.”

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122. In tlio Receipts it. is only necessary to allude to tin* 
.'Miscellaneous Revenue the other sources of Revenue having been 
already noticed. 

123. The Miscellaneous Revenue is derived from a varietv 
of sources and it is seldom that the Receipts of any two years 
approximate to each other. In the year under Report the Re¬ 
ceipts under this head were lis. 26,213- 3-1 in excess of those 
ot the previous year. 

124. Tin's increase is derived chiefly from the fees ami fines 

levied by tlio Courts and is attributable! to the facilities afforded 
for the disposal of cases by the introduction of the Civil Pro¬ 
cedure Code and the consequent increase of the number of suits 
filed in the Courts. There is also some increase under the heads 
of,« Extra Revenue” and “ Arrears of Revenue’' over the receipts 
of the previous year. * 

125. The Allowances of His Highness the Rajah and of 
Her Highness the Walliah Amah Rajah were both increased by 
the sum of GOO Rs. from the 1st Ooombhom 1041 and henc* 
the Palaco allowances for the six remaining months of the year 
under report shew an increase of Rs. 6000. 

12G. The expenses under the head of Ootpoorahs and othc 
charitable Institutions were unusually high in. 1040 owing to the 
celebration of two ceremonies viz. the anniversary of the deatir 
of His Highness the late Rajah and the Marriage of one of the 
Princesses. . On these occasions many Foreign Brahmins came to 
Tripoogtorah and were fed on their journey down and back in 
the several Ootpoorahs. As there was no such assemblage ol 
Foreign Brahmins during the year 1041 the expenses did not 
exceed the usual amount and exhibit therefore a decrease of 
Rs. 4,432. 

127. The salaries of the Administrative, Educational and 
Forest Departments were increased by the sum of 13,825 Rupees 
per annum in the year under report but this measure came into 
operation only on the and the portion of the in¬ 

creased allowances granted during the four months, whichremained of 
the last year, has been counterbalanced by the non-payment, during 
that year, of the salaries 'attached to some vacant posts and 
to the saving of the salaries of several servants of the Ohowlcey 
Department whose services were dispensed with on the withdrawal 
of the Chowkies,

32S, The salaries of the Judicial and other Dtpaiinu'nis 
had been previously increased and the total increase on salaries 
within the last 5 or 6 years amounts to nearly 50,000 Rupees. 

129, The Miscellaneous Expenses shew a decrease of nearly 
80,000 .Rupees, owing principally to a smaller quantity of Sait 
having been purchased in 1011 than in the previous year. 

130. The total Receipts of the year under report were 
Rupees 0fi3,00t> or Rupees 112,221 less than those of the previ¬ 
ous year. 


The decrease in the total Receipts was considerable 
hut a corresponding decrease was effected in the Disbursements. 

132. The total Disbursements in 1041 amounted to Ru¬ 
pees 914,193 or Rupees 130,(587 less than those of .1040 M, E.

JUDICIAL, 

One important measure in the way of legislation, which had 
been matured at the date of the last Report, came into operation 
during the year under review. This is a Regulation for defining 
the procedure and jurisdiction of the Moonsifl's’ Courts no provision 
having been previously made for the guidance of these Courts be¬ 
yond a very general one rendering the procedure of the Zillah 
Courts applicable to them as far as practicable. 

2. Their jurisdiction in Civil Suits has now been increased 
from One hundred to Two hundred Rupees, and their deoisions in 
petty cases as well as the judgments of the Zillah Courts on appeal, 
to a certain limit, have been made final with a view to the diminish¬ 
ing of litigation. Provision, however, has been made, in accord¬ 
ance with the practice of the British Courts, for reserving questions 
of Law for special reference to the Appeal Court. 

3. At the commencement of the current Malabar year (1043) 
a material change was effected in the system of Criminal procedure 
by the abolition of the Sessions Court, binder the old organization 
the Criminal Courts were precluded from passing sentence in cases 
of felony or other -heinous offences, and these were committed to 
the Sessions Coiu't which was presided over by one of the Judges of 
the Appeal Court in rotation. The Criminal Courts have now been 
declared competent to pronounce judgment in cases of every degree 
of gravity, their sentences, however, being reforrible for the con¬ 
firmation and approval of the Appeal Court if they exceed the as¬ 
signed limits of their jurisdiction. 




4. Thi! necessity of a second I Will in eases of a grave nature 
being thus obviated the result has proved. u|i to the present time, 
most favorable 1 In their speedy disposal, siml lliove is reason to heme 
that Iho benelieial effect of iho change will bo still more evident 
in the* course of the present year, By the new organization powers 
are given to individual Judges of the Zillah Courts to dispose of 
oases whereas, previously, the enneurrenee of at least i wo Judges was 
required fof the carrying out of any derision. 

5. Since the close of the year 1012 some long contemplated 
changes hare been carried out in the .constitution of the Zillah 
Court, of Anjikaimul, and Regulation II of 1(MH for the limitation 
of suits has been passed, but these changes will more properly be ex¬ 
plained in the Report for the current year. 

OTVIL JUSTICE. 

0. The operations of the several Courts, on their Civil side, 
are exhibited in the Statements A. R. C. and l). in llm 
Appendix. 

7. From a careful analysis'of (he statistics furnished by the 
Appeal Court it appears that, the aggregate number of original 
suits brought: forward in all t lie Courts 1ms been steadily outlie 
increase for some yours past. The number of suits in the year 
under review (U)4'i) exceeds that in the previous year by f>2S, that 
in 1040 by 1742, and that in 10;i!) by 2821 giving an average 
annual increase of 5)43 eases during the last; three yours. 

8. hi the present year, however, the distribution of this 
increase is different, for whereas ’there has been ft large addition to 
the files of the Moonsiffs’ Courts the suits in ihe Sulluli Courts 
have declined by 224. This is apparently the consequence of the 
extension of the powers of the Momisills which must; have given 
a new direction to many suits formerly cognizable only by the 
Zillah Courts. 

9. It is satisfactory to observe that tho Courts have generally 
kept pace with this steady increase of wises on t heir tiles, a larger 
number of original suits, than in the previous year, having boon 
disposed of in all the Courts oxoopting the Irinjahinoda and 
"Wadakancherry Moonsiffs’ Courts where the business has been 
more than ordinarily heavy. 

10. ’ The extension of the facilities afforded for the adjustment 
of small claims by the establishment of more Moonsiffs’ Courts 
will, ere long, be absolutely required; and it is hoped that the 
one proposed to be established immediately at Trichow will con¬ 
siderably lighten the work of the adjacent Courts, 
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11. The Report of the Appeal Court gives the following 
comparative statement of the Appeals filed and disposed of in the 
Zillah Courts in the years 1041 and 1042 M. E.

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20. These results are, no doubt, very satisfactory. As re* 
gards the Appeal Court a decided improvement over the previous 
year is perceptible, and the comparison might have been still more 
favorable but for some eases of long standing which were disposed 
of during the period embraced in this Report. 

2L The amount of Institution Rees collected during the year 
was Rupees 30,538 and of Stamp Penalties and fines Rs. 19,057 
making together Rs. 49,595.—vide Statement E in the Appendix. 
CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

22. The Statement E. in the Appendix exhibits the opera¬ 
tions of tbS Appeal and Zillah Courts on their Criminal side. 

23. The results deductible from these Returns contrast favor¬ 
ably with those obtained in the preceding year. 

24. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Courts 
during the year was 133, which was less than that in the previous 
year by 19, the decrease being entirely in the Anjikahnal Court. 
The commitments, together with the 5 cases which remained unde¬ 
cided at the close of 1041, give a total of 138. 

25. Of these 138 Cases 33 were re-committed to the Sessions 
Court under the Law then in force, and 104 were disposed of by 
the Criminal Courts themselves, leaving but one case undecided at 
the end of the year. 

26. The cases transferred! to the Sessions Court, as well as 
those which remained on the Calendar of the previous year, were 
finally disposed of in the year under Report excepting, four which 
were referred to the Appeal Court, being cases of murder or other 
descriptions of culpable homicide or of Dacoity. - 

27. The number of referred cases was remarkably small not 
amounting to one half of the average of previous years, a circum¬ 
stance which may fairly be attributed to the exercise of a sound 
discretion by the Sessions Judges in oxcluding oases where suffici¬ 
ent evidence was wanting to warrant conviction and in promptly 
disposing of those in which they were themselves fully competent 
to inflict punishment.

POLICE, 

37. It is satisfactory to notice that the Police Statistics of the 
year under review exhibit, a sensible diminution of crime. 

38. The number of charges preferred to the Police in the 
year was 1218 bejpg 121 less than those preferred in 1041. 

39. The oases before the Police, including the number re¬ 
maining undecided in the previous year, amounted to 12$ 5. 

40. One hundred and thirty oases were disposed of at the 
preliminary investigation without the attendance of the parties 
complained against being required. 

41. The number of oases disposed of, after procuring the 
attendance of the Defendants, was 1082 and the number of persona 
concerned in them was 3,144. 

42. Three hundred and three oases, in which 773 persons had 
been charged with various petty offences, wei - e compromised by 
the parties, and the accused were discharged at the instance of the 
complainants. 

43. Punishment was awarded in 252 oases. The number of 
persons convicted was 498 and the number acquitted 225. 

44. The number of eases committed to the Criminal Courts 
was 127 or 24 cases less than the commitments of the previous 
year. The persons concerned were 372 or 53 less than in 1041. 

45. One case, in which 7 persons were concerned, was spe¬ 
cially examined aud disposed of by the Dewan in his capacity of 
Magistrate.

54. _ Towards the termination of that year negotiations were 
entered into with tho Travaacore Government for tho establish-

two States and for facilitating the detection of stolen property 
conveyed beyond the territorial limits of either State. The com¬ 
pletion of such an arrangement cannot hut tend to advance 
greatly the ends of justice and to restrain serious offences against 
property accompanied by violence.

67. In the Trichoor Jail the daily number of prisoners 
averaged 149 lor the year and that of the sick somewhat under 
five. 


68. Only two deaths occurred, one from general dropsy and 
the other from Diarrluua. No case of Cholera or Small pox oc¬ 
curred in thisJa.il, and there were only five cases of acute-dysentery 
in all of wliioh the patients recovered. This is very remarkable 
considering the overcrowded state of the Jail during the year.

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75. No great progress appears to have been. made in. 
Estates Nos. 5, 7, 9, 10 and 12. Some of the other Estates have 
been worked to a greater or less extent and the period of rent-free 
ocoupancy being about to expire, in the case of many of them, they 
will soon begin to yield a revenue to the Sirkar. 


CUSTOMS. 

7 G. Under the Interportal arrangements between the British 
Government and this Sirkar the revenue, under this head, is chiefly 
derived from the amount of compensation received from the former, 
the abolition of the Inland Ohowkies, combined with the diversion 
of the principal portion of the trade of tho Sirkar Ports to British 
Cochin, having materially diminished tho Customs collections 
through the agency of its own officers. 

77. The actual receipts show an increase of Es. 3,511 over 

those of the previous yoar but they

DiE. „ 3,511-10-4 the British Government having al¬ 

tered tho period of the close of its 
official year which now terminates on the*31st March instead of, 
as formerly, on the 30th April, by which arrangement tho amount 
due under the guarantee was paid for 11 months only instead of a 
whole year. 

78. The moiety of the Customs receipts of British Cochin for 
the eleven months ending on the 31st March 1807, including the 
whole of the duty levied on Tobacco, was Its. 25,773-10-6 whioh, 
together with the receipts at the Sirkar Ports up to the same 
period, viz. Bs. 5,523-2-11, amounted to Es. 31,296-13-5. 

79. The proportion of the annual Customs revenue guaranteed 
by the British Government computed for the above mentioned 
eleven months, or from the 1st May 1866 to the 31st March 1867,. 
was Bs. 1,01,291-10-8. Deducting from this sum Bs. 31,296-13-5, 
the aggregate of the items embraced in the preceding para, the 
balance is Es. 69,994-13-3 which was the amount received from 
the British Government on account of the guarantee. 
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80. The abovomentioned proportion of tho guarantee, 
Es. 101,291-10-8 added to tire moiety of tlie Customs receipts of 
.British Cochin for April, May & June 1807, viz: Its. 0,510-11-3, 
the amount of miscellaneous duties collected at the Sivkar Ports 
between tlio 31st March and the loth August, the date of the close 
of the Malabar year 1042, Es. 003-5-3, and the Export duty- 
levied by the Sirkar on Pepper, Es. 131-4-0, gives a total of 
Eh. 1,08,530-15-2. 

81. If from Ibis aggregate amount the sum of Es. 1,090-13-6, 

being a moiety of the Customs receipts of British Cochin for May 
1800plus the Sirkar collections for May, June and the first half of 
August 1800, brought to account in the year ^..he taken 

the actual Customs revenue of Urn year under review would 
amount to 11s. 1,(10,840-1-8. 

m. The depression of the trade in foreign Tobacco in this 
Slate has continued during the year under review. 'No direct im¬ 
portations have been made, and any quantity which entered this 
territory found its way through British Cochin. The duty formerly 
levied on British Indian Tobacco has been altogether abandoned. 

83. The amount realized on Licences for the sab? of Tobacoo 
was Ea.

88. In conformity to one of the conditions of the interportal 
arrangements the Sirkar in May 1865 fixed the selling price of 
salt at the rate obtaining in the neighbouring British territory thus 
raising the previous selling rate by more than a hundred per oent. 


89. A marked decrease in the sales of salt immediately 
followed and in the year 1041 there was a falling off of 176,542 
Indian Maunds and a eon sequent decrease in the revenue of 
Es. 1,15,776-12-3. 


90. In giving effeot to the new arrangement the Sirkar was 
quite prepared for a considerable decline in the sales though it 
might have been fairly expected that this loss would have been 
more than compensated by the enhanced selling . price, but the 
alarming deficiency above noticed was so much opposed to all 
reasonable anticipation and the quantity of salt, actually purchased 
from the Sirkar stores, was so exceedingly disproportionate to 
what may justly be assumed as the requisite consumption of the 
population of the country that no other conclusion can he arrived 
at than that the illicit manufacture of salt in this State and the 
smuggling into it of foreign salt have been carried on to a very 
large extent. 

91. The high price at which salt is now sold, alike hy the 
British Government and the Native State, has doubtless given a 
great impetus to home manufacture for which the nature of the 
country affords peculiar facilities, and the Cochin territory is so 
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intermixed with Travaneoro mid the .British District of Malabar 
that tho detection of the illicit traffic in this article between these 
places and Cochin is rendered one of no small diilioulty. 

92. Stops were nevertheless taken to combat the evil as far 
as possible. The Birkar officials were urged to greater vigilance, 
and extra Peons were employed during the liot months of the year 
at. Rttch places ns afforded the greatest opportunities for the clan¬ 
destine manufacture of suit, and it is gratifying to timl that these 
measure's have produced a very fa vorable, elleot on tho revenue from 
this source for the year under report which shows an increase of 
Us. ShyidO-HMi. 

93, Further measures are in contemplation which, it is be¬ 
lieved, will place the null revenue in a still more satisfactory 
condition. 


9.1, it is to bo regretted that the private manufacture of salt 
is .legalized in the District of Malabar with the solo reservation 
that tho sales are to be made to (ioverument alone, a condition 
which is, no doubt, too SVoipicntly evaded to the prejudice of the 
interests of this Hirkar. Tho attention of the Collector of Malabar 
has been recently drawn to this subject and it is extremely desir¬ 
able cither that tho existing law he annulled or that, move stringent 
measures be adopted to prevent the produce of the Malabar salt 
pans being smuggled into this Territory. 

95. In consequence of tho grout decrease in the sale of salt 
in 1041 there was. at tho end of that year, u quantity on hand 
sufficient to meet the demands of the following year, and honeo no 
Bombay salt was purchased in that year, but u small quantity of 
country salt was purchased tho cost of which was lls. 194-9-5 ; a 
decrease is therefore apparent in the expenditure on account of salt 
purchases of Its. 65,027-10-9. 

96. The increased consumption of this article during 1042 
has, however, proportionately raised the cost of conveyance from 
the depot at Mallipoorum to the different Banksalls causing an 
increase, under this head, of Its. 3,837. 
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EDUCATION 

97. Among the Educational establishments of this Sirkar 
the English School at Ernacollum demands the first notice The 
influx of hoys into this School, after its new organization by 
Mr. A. F. Sealy M. A, the present Head Master, has impressed 
the Sirkar with the necessity of .providing new and more adequate 
accommodation. 1 

98 Thosurn of Its. 26,920 was sanctioned for the erection 
of a building on a scale worthy of the first School in the country, 
and the Corner stone of a new School was laid on the 9th December 
lart by His Highness the Malia Eajah in the presence of the Public 
Officers of tho State and of several visitors and also of a large as¬ 
semblage of the people. 

99. During the year under review the School appears to 
have made steady progress. Tho number of boys .on the Register 
has been greater, another class has been formed to meet this in¬ 
crease, mating in all nine classes, and an additional teacher has 
been appointed. The range of studies has also been wider.

To the subjects taught in (11 a as ti Algebra and Euclid 
have been udded, and the students of litis class participate, with 
those of the first, in the study of Maluyulim. 

10'1. It is gratifying to notice that private encouragement 
has not been wanting to stimulate tlw pursuit of learning in tins 
School, several Gentlemen of British Cochin, who have evinced a 
groat interest in the welfare of the School, laving liberally sub¬ 
scribed. towards Iho establishment of a few Heholurships. Honorable 
mention must also bo mode in this Iteport, of a prize offered by 
A. Sankara lyen. First .Judge of the Trichoor Court, for the best 
translation from English into Mnlnynlim of passages in prose 
and poetry. 

105. The usual half yearly Examinations were held in June 
and Dooember 1867 and wore conducted by some of the principal 
oflioers of this Sirkar and several European residents of f lie Town 
of Cochin. These examinations wore continued for many consecu¬ 
tive days and wore sufficiently searching to test the proficiency of 
the students in every branch of study, and the result may be pro¬ 
nounced satisfactory. 

100. A liboral amount has been sanctioned by the Sirkar for 
prizes which will no doubt create a wholesome emulation among 
the youths and urge them to greater efforts in the prosecution of 
their studies, 

107. The receipts and disbursements of.tho School for the 
year 1867, irrespective of the salaries of the Master and Teachers,

108. From tlio balance in band I?s. 409-0-4 had been em¬ 
ployed in paying the salaries of teachers whose appointments were 
'awaiting onnUrmation, but this sum has since been -re-imbursed to 
the School. 


109. Tlie receipts from Fees appear to have increased by one 
third over those of the previous year, whilst it is equally satisfac¬ 
tory to find that the Fines, though larger by a small sum, are 
comparatively less considering the increased number of boys, an 
indication of a higher state of discipline. 

110. The Teachers’ Library and also flic Lending Library, 
which are maintained in connection with this School, have proved 
useful adjuncts in the work of education. It is proposed to add a 
better selection of hooks to the latter Library so as to render it 
more attractive to the scholars for whom it is intended. 

111. Vaccination lias boon made compulsory on youths seek¬ 
ing admission to the School, and the rule seems to have worked 
extremely well, it having been voluntarily submitted to with scarcely 
an exception, and the boys have enjoyed a remarkable immunity 
from the dreaded epidemic. 

112. Since the date of the last report an English School has 
been established at Cliittoor. With this exception the number of 
the District Schools remains unchanged. 

113. The Triclioor School, which is now under the charge of 
Mr. Kelly, the late Assistant Master of tho Ernacollum School, has 
made creditable progress ; the number of boys has increased very 
considerably and two more teachers have been appointed to meet 
the additional work. 




PUBLIC WORKS 


114. The Slwranoov Bridge, a work of the greatest impor¬ 
tance and magnitude yet undertaken liy this Government, was 
fust approaching completion at the close of the year under report, 

115. The expenditure! on this work, during the year, was 
Be. Hr, 485-2-2 against 11*. ?U.tW8-3-lO in the previous year. 
The entire charges ineurrod up to the close of the year 1042 
amounted to Us. 3,25,1150-0-4. 

116. The conchision of tliis work will release a largi; annual 
Burn which may he advantageously employed in perfecting the 
communications of the country and in other public works of un¬ 
doubted utility, the want of which has long hem felt. 

11?. The extension of tho Madras Railway to Ooehin, which 
has been ho long under contemplation, will soon, it is hoped, ho an 
accomplished fact, h'or sonic months past the olllcers of the Kail way 
Company have been surveying tho lino from 1’uUiunhy to Erua- 
collum which is likely to bo the terminus. 

118. Tf. isMbf very dear why tho Shomunor route has lawn 
abandoned when the Railway Company had ready to their hand a 
costly and substantial Bridge over a wide and, in tho monsoon, 
impetuous river, undoubtedly tho most difficult ami important work 
to he accomplished in connection with tho proposed extension of 
th^Jinp, and which this Government had alone undertaken and 
placed unconditionally at the disposal of tho Company'. 

119. Tho Sirkar, in sanctioning tho construction of this 
Bridge, had specially in view tho facility it would ultimately afford 
to tho progress of tho railway to this country and, in selecting the 
place whoro it now stands, had not; omitted to avail itself of com¬ 
petent professional advieo. Tho Sirkar cannot, therefore, but rogrot 
that the resources of tho State have boon taxed to so groat an ex¬ 
tent without contributing in any way to promote tho project it was 
mainly intended to facilitate. 

120. Tho canal between Trichoor and Moonayom, which 
was in a forward state of progress at tho date of tho last Report, is

now complete and navigable at all times of the year. The total cost 
of this work was Its. 20,0-50-2-6 of which Es. 1,450-2-6 were dis¬ 
bursed in the year under report. 

121. The deepening of a portion of the Edclathoorthy Canal 
was also accomplished in the course of this year at a cost of 
Es. 3,080-11-0 and although the work will afford facilities to the 
traffic with the northern Districts for a time no permanent advan¬ 
tage can be expected until the whole of the canal is thoroughly re¬ 
paired, as in x 844 -i 5 > the joint expense oftho British and Cochin 
Governments, the territories of which it divides. 

122. The total outlay on Public Works in the year under 

review was Es. 1,60,283- 6-1, or more than 14 per cent of the 
total revenue of the State, and exceeds the expenditure, in the pre¬ 
vious year, by Es. 34,404 -7-11. *

PORTS AND HARBOURS, 

124. _ The capabilitiofl of tlio Port of Narttkal were sl.il) fnvlher 
tested during the 8. "W. Monsoon of 1807, -which was unusually 
heavy, and shipping operations continued uninterrupted ut‘the 
worst periods of the season. 






















125. The Statement G. in the appendix exhibits the names 
and tonnage of the Yessels, which resorted to jjie Port, with a 
description of their cargoes. 

126. The number of the Yessels was 37 and their aggre¬ 
gate tonnage 19,030 giving an increase of 9 Yessels and 2,271 Tons 
over the preceding year. 

127. The Yessels liable to Port dues were 23, aggregat¬ 
ing 11,257 Tons, and the amount of dues collected was Ru¬ 
pees 1,300 - 4 - 3 being in excess of the previous year by Ru- 


128. It is satisfactory to find that the advantages of railway 
communication will at length, ho brought to Cochin and give 'a • 
stimulus to the surrounding trade which must advance, in no small 
degree, the general prosperity of the place. A large direct import 
and export trade with Europe, through the British Port of Cochin, 
must gradually spring up arid, when that Port is shut to the si lip¬ 
ping during the monsoon months, the capabilities of Narakal ns ci 
safe and convenient harbour will be developed to their ML extent.

FORESTS. 

132. AI (ho close of the last report a largo quantity of timber 

remained unsold at the Hirkar Depots. .During the year under re¬ 
view 001 Teak Logs and Tahkmus were received at the Depots at 
Eruaeollum and Ronnuy amt measured candies. This shows 

ft deemuso of 107 Logs, containing 409};! candies, from tho supply 
of tiro previous year. 

133. As there was little demand for Teak Timber a Small 
portion only of the frogs in tho Ernaeolluin Depot was sold. The 
numbor disposed of was 230, measuring 585 ,1 Candies, and tho 
average price was about 17 [ Rupees per candy, tho total amount 
realized being Its. 9,SbO. 

134. At Fonany 231 Logs, measuring 333 * Gandies, were 
sold at 18 Rupees per candy realizing Rupees 5,000-14-9, and 
105 Taldoms, measuring 272;! Candies, at 2<i Rupees per candy and 
realizing Rupees 6,552. A few logs of rejected timber were also 
sold at a lower rate. 

135. Tho Total receipts from these sales amount to 
Rupees 16,225-14-10 being an increase of Itupees 0,1-10-2-3 over 
those of tho previous year; besides which 158 Logs, measuring 
360 candies, of the estimated value of Rupees 6,202, vvero used for 
public works. 

136. Tho Kutikanom or Seignorage. levied by the Sirkar on 
Anjoly and various descriptions of timber, felled by private indi¬ 
viduals, amounted to Rupees 3,797-1 -4 showing a small increase 
of Rs. 146 over tho receipts of tho previous year. 

137. Tho sale of sundry goods, with other Miscellaneous 
sources of revenue, produced Rupees 7,664 against Its. 6,170 in the 
previous year. 

138. The total revenue derived, through' the agency of the 
Forest Department, was Rupees 33,889 being in excess of that in 
1041 by Rupees 10,661. The deficiency in the latter year was 
owing to the large stock of timber which remained on hand. 
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139. There is a deficiency in the revenue from the Chittoor 
Forests of Es. 3,555 in consequence of the contractor having re¬ 
moved a smaller quantity of timber in 1042 than in the previous 

. year, the demand for it having been less. * 

140. Seven elephants were caught during the year and two 
working elephants died. 


MEDICAL- 

141. The Medical Officer of the Sirkar, Dr. Whitton, has 
furnished two Reports accompanied by the tabular Statements 
II. I. and K. given in the Appendix; one on the state of the 
Sirkar Hospital at Ernaoollum and the other on tho progress of 
vaccination in the country. 

.142. From the first report it appears that a most favorable 
state of things exists in the Hospital. There is evidently an in¬ 
creasing desire on the part of the people to avail themselves of the 
benefit of European treatment, 

143. One instance is adduced by Dr. "VVhitton in proof of this. 
A high caste Brahmin woman, suffering from a complaint which 
native treatment had failed to alleviate, was brought from a con¬ 
siderable distance to the Hospital and was treated there. As one 
of tho first instances of the kind it deserves notice indicating, as it 
docs, that the prejudices of the higher castes against European 
treatment are beginning to give way. 

144. During the year 1867 194 persons were received into 
the Hospital as In-patients, of whom 161 were discharged, cured or 
relieved, 12 died, and 21 remained under treatment at the close of 
the year. 

145. Of the deaths 10 were from dropsy, one from severe 
injury and one from disease of the stomach. 

146. Fifteen hundred and thirty one persons were treated as 
out-patients of whom 1,487 were cured or relieved, 22 were report¬ 
ed to have died, and 27 were on the List at the end of the year. 

147. Of tho deaths among the out-patients eleven were 
from Dropsy, four from disease of the stomach and bowels and 
seven from diseases of the lunga and from fevers and disease of 
tho brain.

148. Thirty two nf the 'In-patients dieted themselves at (heir 
own expense whilst in Hospital. 

140. Pour oases of difficult labour wore brought to the Hos¬ 
pital from the interior of the country and in every instance the 
treatment was successful. 

150. Prom the Report on Vaccination it is observed that 
the increased pay allowed hy the Sirkar has occasioned greater 
energy and efficiency on the part ol’ the \ accinators. 

15 .1. A higher rate of salary was offered to t hose who should 
pass an examination in the use ot‘ Bazaar Medicines ami thus qua¬ 
lify themselves to treat many of the milder forms of disease mot 
with in their districts. Examinations to test their ability wore 
held hy JBr. Wliitton on the liltli April, find. .July and :2ml October, 
and all wore found to have qualitiod themselves for the increased 
rates of pay with the exwption of two. These, however, were re¬ 
commended for promo)ion on account of their long services, zeal 
in their duties, and general good conduct. 

152. The number of persons vaccinated during the year was 
9,703, showing an increase of 1,280 over the number vaccinated iu 
the preceding year. There is reason to believe that the people 
are becoming gradually convinced of the value of vaccination as a 
safeguard against small-pox.

157. The Miscellanous Revenue in tho year under report dues 

not differ materially torn that of the previous year, being short of 
it only l)y Its. 1,204-6-8. . 

158. The expenditure under the head of Palace allowances 
shows an increase of 11s. 0,250. This is owing to the increase of 
1,000 Rs. to the allowance of His Highness the Raj all and of Her 
Highness the Amah Rajah having been drawn for the whole of the 
year under report whereas, in 1041, it was drawn only for six months, 
or from the 1 st of Ooombhom, and also I n the allows nee of 11 is High¬ 
ness the tied Prince having commenced in the last month of 1042. 

150. Tlieru is an increase, on account of establishments, of 
Rp, 10,506 - 1 - 10 in consequence of the increased Seale of salaries 
to the servants of the. Revenue and some other departments, sanc¬ 
tioned in the previous year 1041, having had effect for only four 
months of that year whereas it was in force during the whole of the 
year under report. Resides this the salaries of the 1st Judge of the 
Appeal Court and of the Dcwan Peishcar were increased in the 
year under report. 

1G0. The Miscellaneous Expenses show an increase of 
Rupees 2ft,675-16-6 which may he accounted for by the heavy 
extraordinary charges incurred in the year. Of tin: amount ad¬ 
vanced from the Public Treasury to the ytatc Oeremnny Fund a 
sum of lUifio.es 50,000 was written off the aeeoujits with the concur¬ 
rence of the Madras Government. The expenses attending His 
Highness'visit to Truvaudrum, and the visit of I Lis Highness the 
Mnha Rajah* of Truvaneore to the .Royal family of Ooehin amounted 
to a little more than 28,000 Rupees. The dearness of provisions 
involved extra charges for Pagodas te the extent of nearly 5,000 Rs. 
These and some other expenses such as providing new ueeotintre- 
ments for the Sepoys have caused an increase, in the: extraordinary 
charge^of Rs. St),206-12-1 above those incurred in the pre¬ 
ceding year. 

161. Tho increase under the head of Miscellaneous expenses 

would have boon still greater if the extraordinary charges, above 
adverted to, had not, in a great: measure, been counterbalanced by 
the, saving in the, purchase of suit. * f ” 

162. The Totaniovonuo of the year under report exceeds 
that of the previous year by Rs. 1,16,705. In tho latter year Ilia 
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total room]its worn exceptionally low in consequence of the great 
decrease in the salt, revenue, but, in 104a, the improved revenue 
from tins source, together with increased receipts from other 
sources, has raised the entire revenue to 10,80,000 Rupees, that 
of 1040 and 1041, the two preceding years, having been Ru¬ 
pees 10,75,230 and Rs. 0,03,000 respectively. 

163. The total disbursements, Rupees 1,027,545, show an 
increase of Rs. 83,352 which is chiefly attributable to the extra¬ 
ordinary expenditure already referred to in Para 158. The Public 
Works also show an increased expenditure of Rs. 34,400 and the 
salaries of Public Servants of Rupees 10,500. There are also some 
inconsiderable additions to the expenditure in other Items. 

164. The cash balance at the end of the year, viz. Ru¬ 
pees 5,21,533-5-0, is in excess of Unit of the previous year by 
Rupees 52,165 the revenue of the year undor report having exceed¬ 
ed the. expenditure by that amount. 

165. Thu Receipts would havo been greater than the Dis¬ 
bursements by Rs. 1,02,165 but for the sum of Rs. 50,000 which 
stood to the debit of the State Ceremony Fund having been 
written off. 

166. The total value of the goods on band at the close of 
1041 was Rs. 2,(>S,(!(>2. That gniuls of so great a value wore on 
hand is attributable to the largo quantity of salt remaining unsold 
at the Sirkar Depot at Mallipoorum. The greater portion, 
however, of the salt was disposed of during the year under re¬ 
port and, at its close, threw was a considerable decrease in the 
value of goods on band which amounted only to Rs. 1,44,289 - 7 -7.

REPORT 



FOR THE YEAR 1043 M. E. 1867-68 A. D. 


It was intended in the present Report to adopt, as far as 
practicable, the Returns called for in -the Order of the Madras 
Government Political Department, No. 256, dated the 14th 
September 1867, in accordance with the recommendations of tbe 
Statistical Committee at Calcutta. The details were, for the most 
part, not available from the records and not easily procurable, the 
system of accounts and of record in this country being materially 
different from that which has long obtained in British territory. 
Every effort, however, was made to collect the information embraced 
in the Forma received, but, as there is no reasonable prospect of 
presenting it in any thing like a comprehensive or reliable shape 
within the period appointed for submitting this Report, it has been 
deemed expedient to postpone the* adoption of the new plan of 
statistics until next year. 


JUDICIAL. 

2. The following new Regulations were passed by His 
Highness the Rajah in the year under report. 

I. A Regulation to abolish 'the Sessions Court and to amend 
the existing Regulations relating to the constitution of the Appeal 
Court and of the Zillah Courts, passed on the 1st Chingom 1043 
(16th August 1867.) 

II. A Regulation to provide for^the limitation of suits, passed 
on the f27th Magarom 1043 (8th February 1868.) 

III. A Regulation to provide for the admission of Counsel 
in Criminal Cases, passed on the 11th Methoonum 1043 (23rd 
June 1868.) 




3. The first and second of these enactments were briefly 
noticed in the last Report, as they came into operation before the 
date of that Eeport, but a more particular description of their 
scope and objects may bo properly given here. 

4. Tho abolition of the Sessions Court had become desirable 
for many reasons. Tlie power of the Criminal Courts to inflict 
punishment extended only to three years’ imprisonment, and they 
were not legally competent to pass decisions in all the graver 
kinds of crime. Such cases woro therefore committed to the Sessions 
Court whore a second trial was held, involving needless delay and 
inconvenience to parties in attendance. The system was also open 
to tho objection that tho verdict of tho Sessions Court was delivered 
by a single Judge, and that there was no provision for an Appeal 
in the case of a conviction. Persons residing within tho local limits 
of the Triehoor Zil kill, who were bound over to appear before the 
Sessions Court, woro frequently subject to serious inconvenience 
and expense in having to travel to Ernacollum, where tho Sessions 
were held, and to await the close of tho trial. 

5. The Regulation I, above cited, was not only calculated 

to obviate these objections and inconveniences but it effected also 
some important modifications in tho Criminal procedure of the 
Coiu'ts. _ ! 

6. Tho Criminal Courts woro empowered to try and pass 
judgment in cases of every description, tho sentences being referred 
for tho approval of tho Appeal Court if they exceeded the limits of 
punishmout which they woro competent to inflict. 

7. Tho authority of the Appeal Court to pass final decisions 
in tho cases referred to them was made absolute except in cases 
of capital punishment and of imprisonment for life which require 
tho confirmation of His Highness the Rajah. 

8. The power of the Criminal Courts to impose fines was 
somewhat altered by raising the amount to Rupees 50 0, and 
the punishment of whipping was limited to the infliction of 30 
stripes. 

9. The attention of the Sirkar had for some time been 
directed to the gradual reduction of the number of Judges in the 
Zillah Courts which, by previous enactments, was limited to a 
minimum of throe in each Court, and one of the objects in view 
in framing Regulation I was to adapt the procedure to Courts 
composed of a smaller number of Judges. It has therefore been 
declared competent for a siuglo Judgo to sit for tho trial and 



s 

disposal of. Civil and Criminal cases, whereas under the old 
Regulations at least two Judges were required to constitute a 
Court, recourse being had to the 3rd Judge when his colleagues 
differed in opinion. 

10. If there be more than one Judge the Regulation 
allows a division of labor among them under sijeh rules as may he 
made by the Appeal Court, and by thus enabling each Judge to 
dispose of a number of oases, independently of his colleague, it 
greatly expedites the despatch of business. Provision is also 
made for occasions of difference of opinion among the Judges 
when they sit together for the trial of any case of especial 
importance. 

11. At present the number of Judges in the Zillah Courts 
is only two. 

12. This Regulation also enlarged the powers of the Appeal 
Court by conferring on it Original Civil and Criminal Jurisdiction 
in certain cases, by empowering’ it to transfer a criminal case from 
one Court to another, a power which it had previously possessed 
only in Civil Suits, by constituting it a Court of Appeal in Cri¬ 
minal Cases in which, under former enactments, no right of Appeal 
was recognized, by making it also a Court of revision with autho¬ 
rity to call for the records of any Criminal Case on its own motion 
and to revise the sentence, if necessary, and by vesting it with the 
general powey to make rules for regulating its own practice and 
that of the Courts subject to its control. 

13. Regulation II passed in this year is based upon Act XIV 
of 1859 of the Indian Legislature, the provisions of which were 
adopted with some slight modifications required to render them 
applicable to the circumstances of this State. 

14. Regulation III, before noticed, was intended to remedy 
a serious grievance, persons brought to trial on criminal charges 
having been precluded, by the former state of the law, from being 
assisted or from making their defence by Counsel. This disability 
has now been removed and the admission of authorized Agents, on 
behalf of the accused or of the Prosecutors, has been legalized. 


CIVIL JUSTICE. 

15. The following observations on the working of the Civil 
Courts are taken from the Report of the Appeal Court. 

16. In the last Report it was remarked that the number of 
Original Suits continued to increase year by year, and that the 
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average annual increase for three years was 943. There lias been 
a farther increase of about 350 cases in. the present year. This 
increase, like that in former years, has been entirely on the Moon- 
siffs’ files. The files of the Zillah Courts have been comparatively 
light, the accession to that of the Anjoekaimal. Court being only 
219 and to that of the Triehoor Court 1G9 cases in the year, which 
are respectively 109 and 155 cases less than in the previous year. 

I'M The value of the Original Suits filed in 1043 is about 
Es. 5,00,000 find may bn said to bo not very dissimilar to the 
value of the Suits in 1042, the difference being nearly 1,200 Its, 
against the year under report. * *' 

IS. The average Valuo per suit in each Court has been as 
follows. In the Anjookaimal Court Its. 830, in the Triehoor Court 
Es. 500, and in the Moonsitfs’ Courts Its. 40. 

19. The state of business in the various Courts is on the 
•whole satisfactory. The tile of the Triehoor Court appears to the 
greatest advantage, there being only 75 suits remaining undisposed 
of at the end of the year. But the munlier of suits received in 
that Court during the year was extremely small being, about a 
half of those admitted in 1042. 

20. The following table exhibits the operation of the Courts 
of original jurisdiction as compared with the previous year.

28. The institution fees received in the year under report 
amounted to Es. 31,4(50, and the Stamp Penalty &o. to Es. 17,318 
making a total of Es. 48,778 which is somewhat leas than that 
collected in 1042. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

29. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Corats in 
the year under report was 92 which, together with one case remain- 
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rag undecided in tlie previous year, amounted to 93. Tire commit" 
tals were less than those of the previous year by 41. The decrease 
is in both Courts but chiefly in the Anjeekaimal Court where the 
number has declined from 84 in the previous year to 47 in the year 
under report. 

30. The commitments to the Anjeekaimal Court were, how¬ 
ever, somewhat larger than those to the Trichoof Court, although 
it is quite evident that thmaature of the offences committ^within 
the jurisdiction of the latteWfcre of a more serious nature, for out of 
45 cases whioh came before the Trichoor Court 22 or nearly 50 per¬ 
cent were referred to the Appeal Court for higher punishment, 
whereas in the Anjeekaimal Court out of 47 commitments 9 only 
were referred to the Appeal Court. 

31. Of 31 oases referred from both the Criminal Courts 29 
were disposed of by the Appeal Court and two remained undis¬ 
posed of at the close of the year. 

32. The number of referred oases is small' when compared 
with the commitments during the previous year to the Sessions 
Court which were no less than 112 in number. This figure cannot, 
however, ho taken as representing altogether cases of a heinous 
nature as the Criminal Courts were in the practice of committing 
to the Sessions Court cases which they themselves were quite com¬ 
petent to dispose of. The new system, established by Regulation I 
of this year, of requiring the Criminal Courts to record judgment 
in every case, as well as the increased power granted to them by 
extending the limit of fines have apparently combined to diminish 
the number of referred cases. The decrease may also to some ex¬ 
tent be traced to the smaller number of commitments by the Police. 

33. Of the Prisoners in the referred cases, which were disposed 
of, 45 were acquitted,. 46 were convicted and punished and the re¬ 
maining 7 died, escaped, or were otherwise disposed of. 

34. Of those convioted one was sentenced to capital punish¬ 
ment, one to rigorous imprisonment for life, and the others to terms 
of imprisonment below 14 years. 

35. The number of persons committed for trial to the 1 two 
Criminal Courts was 237, which is less than the number in the 
previous year by 86. Of these 118 were convicted and punished. 

36. The average number of days between commitment and dis¬ 
posal by the Criminal Courts in the year under report, compared 
with the previous year, is as under.

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37. The time occupied in referred Trials between the date 
of ref&rence and that of final decision was, on an average, 24 days. 
This may be deemed by no means excessive considering that a rea¬ 
sonable time should be allowed in every case to permit the accused 
to appeal against the finding of the Criminal Court to the Court 
to which the trial is referred. 

38. The average period between the elate of apprehension, or 
appearf^ce before the Police, and commitment to the Criminal 
Court was 31 days. 

39. Of the appeals from tho decisions of the Criminal Courts 
14 were disposed of, the sontcmcoa being confirmed in 3 cases and 
modified or annulled in cloven cases. 


POLICE. 

40. There does not appear to liavo been any remarkable 
inereaso of crime, generally, during tho year under report whilst the 
cases of murder and gang robbery reported to tho Police are 
fewer in number. 

41. The total number of charges preferred in the year before 
all the Police officers was 1247, or 29 more than in 104.2, and tho 
number remaining undecided at the beginning of the year under 
roview’was 13, making in all 1260 cases. 

42. Of those two hundred and twenty three cases wore dismiss¬ 
ed after summary enquiry without calling for tho attendance of the 
accused, one thousand and twenty one cases, in which 3055 persons 
were concerned, were disposed of after procuring tho attendance of 
the Defendants, and sixteen cases, in which 60 persons wore con¬ 
cerned, remained undecided at the end of the year. 

43. Of tho cases disposed of, as aforesaid, four hundred _ and 
four oases, in which 1404 persons were' concerned, were dismissed 
for -want of evidence and two hundred and fifty nine oases, in which 
707 persons had been charged with various minor offences, were 
compromised by the parties and the charges withdrawn. 

44. Convictions followed in two hundred and seventy four 
cases, and of 707 persons concerned in thorn 507 were punished and 
200 discharged. 

45. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Courts 
was 84 being 43 less than the commitments in the previous year. The 
persons concerned were 237 or 135 less than in 1042. 



46. Tie nature of tlie punishments awarded to the convicted 
offenders was as follows. 

Four hundred and sixteen persons were fined 2298 Rs. whereas 
in the previous year the number of persons fined was 413 and the 
amount of the fines Rs. 2241. The fines on 41 persons, amounting to 
1293 Rupees, were inflicted in referred cases under the special orders 
of the Magistracy. 

47. The number of Jasons sentenced respectively tf impri¬ 
sonment and to corporal punishment, as compared with the pre-. 
vious year, is as follows. 

In 1042 Imprisonment 63 Corporal punishment 22 
In 1043 Do. 67 Do. 24 ' 

48. The period of imprisonment awarded to six of the of¬ 
fenders exceeded one month, and the sentences in these cases as 
well as the punishment of whipping were inflicted under the special 
orders of the Magistracy. 

49. The average duration of cases disposed of by the Police 
contrasts favorably with the results of the preceding year, being 17 
days from the date of charge and 14 from that of the apprehension 
of the offenders. These figures were 21 and 18 respectively in 1042. 

50. Eight eases of murder and of culpable homicide (includ¬ 
ing one case remaining undisposed of in the previous year) were 
committed to the Criminal Courts; whilst in 1042 thirteen cases were 
reported to the Police of which twelve were committed for trial. 

51. Three cases of Gang Robbery were reported in the year 
under review (against four in 1042 and nineteen in 1041.) and in 
only two cases were there sufficient grounds for committal. 

52. The negotiations, referred to in the last Report m having 
been entered into with the Travancore Sirkar for the establishment 
of a system of reciprocity for the execution of Criminal warrants 
and for the searching of houses of suspected persons, were concluded 
during the year under report and will TTO doubt further the ends 
of justice in Toth States by effecting the more prompt apprehension 
of offenders, taking refuge beyoud the frontiers, and the discovery 
of stolen property concealed by them. 


JAILS. 

53. The number of Prisoners in the Jails at Emaoollum and 
Trichoor in the beginning of the year was 254 and the number of 
those received during the year was 108, making a total of 362. 
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54. Of tills number 200 wore Convicts and tho rest other 
Prisoners. 

55. During the course of tho year 4 Convicts died and 61 
wore released. Of tho Prisoners 63 were released. 

56. ITonen tho number remaining in tho Jails at the close of 
tho year wan 234, being less by 20 than in tho preceding year. 

57. Of the 234 prisoners G were females. 

58. Tho 234 prisoners were composed of tho following classes.

61. Tho following particulars aro taken from a Report 
furnished by Dr. Whitten tho Medical Officer to tho Government 
for tho Calendar year 1868. 

62. The averago daily number of prisoners in the Emaoollum 
Jail was 76, while that in 1867 was 89. 

63. The health of the prisoners hears favorable comparison 
with that of the previous year. 

64. There were in all 51 cases of sickness during the year 
including three cases which remained on the 1st January 1868. 
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65. Of these 47ware, cured, 2 died and 2 remained under* 
treatment at the end of the year. 

66. Of the cases of death ono was from Anasarca and one 
from intestinal disease. 

67. -There were eight cases of Small pox in the months of 
January and February two of which were not within the precincts 
of the Jail hut amongst a working gang employed at Tripoonitorah. 
None of the Small pox cases, howeYer, proved fatal. 

68. There were no cases of Cholera, Dysentery and Typhoid 
fevers. 

69. The erection of a new and larger Jail has'been deter¬ 
mined on and Dr. Whitton has been recommending a site in the 
vicinity of, Ernacollum. 

70. The average daily number in the Trichoor Jail was 151, 

71. The total number of sick treated in the Hospital was 119. 

72. There were 3 deaths in the year; ono from dropsy, ono 
from fever and the third from Diarrhoea. 

73., The prevailing diseases wore fovers, diarrhoea, and 
dysentery. 

74. Improvements have been effected in the Jail which have 
added much to the accommodation of the prisoners, and attention 
has been given to ventilation. 

75. There has been no alteration in the dieting or in the 
employment of the prisoners in either of the Jails since the last 
Report. 


LAID REVENUE, 

76. The receipts from this, the prinoipal source of Revenue 

to the Sirkar, amounted, in the year under review, 
3o4o „ to Rupees 5,96,828 - 7 - 7 showing an increase, 

iota ” 6302M over the receipts of tho previous year, of Rupees 
io« ” was 6,084-15'- 7. 

77. The increase is mainly attributable to a larger portion of 
the Trichoor.Lake having been cultivated in the-year under report 
than in the previous year, to fresh lands having been brought 
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under cultivation, and to a -water cess having' been collected from - 
certain lands supplied with water from the Irrigation Works 
in Cliittoor. 


78. The increase is also attributable to several minor causes 
which do not call for any particular mention. 

79. It is satisfactory to notice that the Coffee Estates in the 
Cochin Forests continue, on tho whole, to progress favorably. 

80. Thero arc altogether 3.3 Estates viz :

81. In tho Pemmporatha Estate of 200 Acres, now owned by 
the Malabar Coffee Company and managed by Mr. W. Smith, 102 
Acres have been cleared and planted, 300 Acres have been cleared 
and made ready for planting, and 30 Acres only remain to bo 
cleared. 

82. In the West Penvmparatha Estate, of 160 Acres, like¬ 
wise owned by tho Malabar Ooifeo Company and. managed by Mr. 
Smith, 80 Acres have been planted and 30 cleared, SO Acres re¬ 
maining still to bo cleared. 

83. Tho Varlaviiohan Estato of 250 Acres, owned by 
Mr.’Church, is under tho suporintondcuco of Mr. George JDupen. 
A hundred Acres have been cleared and planted. 

84. Tho Polyumpnra Estate of 1000 Acres, leased to 
Mr. T. Walker, is managed for him by Mr. W. Smith. About 
150 Acres have been cleared and planted and 850 Acres have yet 
to be cleared. 

85. The Coombalaooody Estate, Ieasod originally to Mr J. 
Burns, has since passed into tho possession of Mr. J. Walker. 
Nothing, however, lias yet been dona on it. Tho extent of the 
Estato is 20 Acres. 


86. Tho Manalaroo Estate-of 1000 Acres was originally 
owned by Messrs. Norman Stowarf and John Brown MacIntyre. 
It was subsequently purchased by Messrs. Scott Brothers & Co 
and has since become the property of Mr. J. II. Aspiuwall. A 
hundred and fifty Acres have been cloared and planted. 
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87. The Cotingady Estate of 200 Acres, originally owned 
by tlie late Mr. J. II. Berry and subsequently transferred to 
Messrs. Scott Brothers & Co, is now in the possession of Mr. J. 
H. AspinwaU. No portion of the Estate has yet been cleared. 

88. On the Padagherry Estate of 1000 Acres, and on the 
Mary Anne Estate'of 1000 Acres, granted respectively to Messrs. 
J. H. AspinwaU and Hugh Crawford, nothing has yet boon done. 

80. The Pothoopara Estate of 800 Acres and the Lily Estato 
of 1000 Acres, originally leased to the late Mr. J. II. Berry and 
Mr. M. H. Scott respectively, are now owned by Mr. J. II. Aspin- 
wall and managed for him by Mr. linker. In the former Estate a 
hundred and fifty Acres have been cleared and planted and 57 
Acres have been Cleared and are ready for planting, but on the 
latter no work lias yet been done. 

90. The Totayonut Estate measures 200 Acres of which 10!) 
Acres have been cleared and planted and, 100 Acres remain to be 
cleared. This Estato has not changed hands. It is still owned by 
the original Lessee, Totaycaut Govindo Meuon, and is managed 
for him by a Native named Chatlioo. 

91. The Sherenolly Estato consists of 200 Acres of which 
23 Acres have been cleared and planted and 187 Acres remain to 
bo cleared. 

92. It will bo observed that the total area .oocupied by the 
Coffee Eiatatosjs 7310 Acres of which 873 Acres have been cleared 
and planted and 227 Acres have been cleared and arc ready for 
planting. 

93. As, however, the whole o:f the lands has not yet been 
measured there may be found, on the completion of the measure¬ 
ment, a little more or less than tho acreage above stated. 

94. The period of rent-free occupancy having expired in the 
case of some of the Estates the Sirkar lias in the year under report, 
for the first time, realised a small amount from this new source of 
Eevenue. The collections under the assessment in the year 
amount to Es. 1,233-9-2. 

95. In order to facilitate planting operations a rt >ad was 
opened from Nemary to the foot of the Hills, on which the Estates 
are situated, during the year. 

96. A road was also traced from tho foot of tho Hills to the 
Coffee Estates by Mr. Surveyor Stables. The road is estimated by 
him to cost Es. 32,790.

SALT. 

104. There was a decrease in the Salt revenue, when com-

105. No efforts have-been spared to prevent the smuggling 
into this country of foreign Salt and the illicit manufacture of 
Country Salt hut these evils continue to exist to a considerable 
degree. 

106. It has been held by some of the Criminal Courts of 
Malabar that a man. is at liberty to manufacture as much salt 
as is necessary for his own use. This ruling is liable to great 
abuse. Salt manufactured in such parts of Malabar as border on 
Cochin is introduced clandestinely into this country, and tlis 
persons engaged in such manufacture escapie detection to a certain 
extent by taking the salt, temporarily, into the British Territory. 

107. The establishment of additional Salt Banksalls, with 
the view of bringing the article to the homes of the inhabitants 
and thereby checking the evil, and the increasing of the salaries 
of the servants in the Salt Establishment were contemplated 
during the year under review, hut, as these measures were only 
carried into effect during the current year, they will be more fully 
noticed in the next report. 


EDUCATION. 

108. An English School was opened in the* Chittoor. District 
in the year under report. 
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109. The District English Schools at Triehoor and Irinjala- 
eoda continue to make creditable progress. 

110. The Sanscrit, Hebrew, and Vernacular Schools have 
been doing much good. 

111. It is, however, the English School at Ernacollum which 
claims more apodal notice. 

112. Tim hopes cutovtainecl of this institution since its new 
organization arc being realized. 

116. it in gratifying to notice that during the year 18G8 the 
School, baa been progressing tfwulilv under the zealous exertions of 
its Head Master Mr. A. bV Scaly k. A. 

'.1M, There was an increase of boys and of classes and a 
wider ran go of study.

117. The increase, as might have been expected, has been 
greatest among the Sudras, Brahmins, and Eoman Catholics/ 

118. There were, as usual, two examinations in the year 
under report, one in June and the other in November. 

119. The examinations were conducted by several Officers of 
the Sirkar and by some European Gentlemen from Cochin, Cotta- 
yom and Trichoor. 

120. The Master and Teachers of the School also participated 
largely in the examination of the boys. 

121. The returns of these examinations are very encouraging. 
At all events they are quite up to the average as regards the pro¬ 
portion of marks obtained out of the maximum. 

122. As in the previous year the Sirkar sanctioned the out¬ 
lay of a liberal amount for prizes. 

123. The receipts and disbursements of the School for the 
year, exclusive of tho salarios of the Master and Teachers, were 
as hereunder. 



124. The receipts shew an increase as compared with those 
isftv -p„ i ^os i o of tho preceding year.

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132. It will be observed that tlio principal item of expendi¬ 
ture on Public Works was the Slioranoor Bridge. 

133. This work was completed in the year under report; 
the entire cost of it is Bs. 322,771-2-1 and the Bridge is now 
open to the Public. 

134. Arrangements have been made to ascertain the extent 
of traffic) and the number of persons passing over the Bridge from 
the commencement of the current year. 

135. Tho expediency of introducing the levy of Tolls at 
some of the principal Bridges in the Country is now under 
consideration. 

130. Another item claiming attention is tho English School 
at 'Ernaeollum. The work was cmnnionccd in 1042 and the esti¬ 
mated cost was Bs. 26,920 of which K$. 5,000 wore expended in 
.1042 and Bs. 18,000 in tho year under report but tho total cost 
will considerably exceed tho estimate. 

137. The other works do not call for any particular remarks. 

138. The total outlay on Public Works was Bs. 191,420 or 
Es. 31,142 in excoss of that of the previous year. 

139. Before concluding this part of the Bcport it would he 
as well to observe that in tho early pari of the current year the 
employment of a Civil Engineer for the Btato was sanctioned and 
that ilr. J. O. Morris has been appointed to the post, and that 
a Public Works Department is being organized; and it is hoped 
and expected that under this now organization works of public 
utility will bo prosecuted more efficiently than heretofore. The 
results of Mr. Morris’ labors will ho noticed in tho next Bcport. 


PORTS AND HARBOURS. 

140. Tho Port of Narrakel maintained its reputation, as 
a port of refuge, during the Monsoon months. 

141. The Statement H. in tho Appendix exhibits the names 
and Tonnage of tho Vessels which resorted to tho Port with a 
description of their cargoes.

MEDICAL. 

159. Tho annexed extract from a Iteport furnished by Dr. 
TVTiitton bIiows the work done in the Sirkar Hospital during the 
Calendar year 1SG8. 
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“ During the year 208 oases were treated as in-patients of the 
Sirkar Hospital. 

“ Of these 182 wore discharged either cured or relieved, 6 died 
and 20 remained under treatment at the end of the year. 

“ Of the deaths 5 were from dropsy and one from disease of 
the stomach. 

“During the same period 1892 cases woro treated as out¬ 
patients. 

“Of tlieso 1856 cases were discharged, cured or relieved, 8 are 
reported to have diod and 28 remained under treatment at the 
dose of the year. 

“ Of the deaths 3 were from diseases of the stomach and 
bowels, 3 from dropsy and 2 from disease of the lungs. 

“ The total treated during the year shows an increase, as com¬ 
pared with the numbers treated in 1867, of 14 in-patients and 316 
out-patients. 

“ The prevailing diseases amongst the in-patients have been 
Abscesses and Ulcers, Yenoroal affections, Dropsies, Diseases of the 
stomach and bowels. Amongst the out-patients the prevailing 
diseases have been Diseases of the stomach and bowds, Yenereal 
affections, Abscesses and Uloors and Dropsies. 

“ The inoreaso in the number treated show's that the confidence 
of the people is being scoured and that the advantages of the insti¬ 
tution arc appreciated by His Highness’ subjects. 

“No change has been made in the diet of the'patients since 
the last Report. The establishment of servants, the supply of 
medicines, the bedding and furniture have been sufficient.” 

160. 'With a view to the extension of European medical aid 
to the people the Sirkar has sanctioned the establishment of an 
Hospital in the populous town of Triohoor, the building of which 
will be commenced during the current year. 

161. From Dr, Whitton’s Report on Yaccination it appears 
that 8,537 persons were vaccinated during the year. 

162. Of these 7,663 were successful and 874 unsuccessful. 

163. As compared with the previous year the Returns show 
a diminution of 573 successful oases. 
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164. Tho year 1867 was, however, an exceptional one in

176. The increase of Rs. 2,812-12-3 in the oost of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Establishment is owing chiefly to the entertainment 
of some additional Teachers in the English School at Emaoolhmx 
and to the opening of an English School in the Chitfcoor District. 

177. The increase of Es. 3,248-0-8 in the Judicial Establish¬ 
ment is the result of the augmentation of the salaries of the 1st 
and 3rd Judges of the Appeal Court, of the Ilegistrar of the Ap¬ 
peal Court, of tlio 1st Judgo of the Triohoor Zillah Court and of 
the Moonaiffs generally. 

178. The items, under the heads of Police Establishment, 
Military, and Pensions, shew little or no variation and call there¬ 
fore for no remark. 

170. The next item to he remarked upon is “ Public "Works.” 
The expenditure exceeded that of the previous year by Eupees 
31,142-1-0. The excess is mainly attributable to the repairs of 
Eoads and Canals and to the erection of Public Buildings. . 

180. The last item which demands explanation is “ Miscellane¬ 
ous Expenses.” Although stoo expenses were increased in the year 
under report on the occasion of the visit paid to His Highness the 
Bajah by His Excellency the Governor of Madras they were less 
than those incurred in the previous year in the interchange of visits 
between Their Highnesses of Travaneore and Cochin. Moreover 
certain items of expenditure, hitherto included in Miscellaneous 
Expenses, -were, in the year under review, transferred to their pro¬ 
per head as explained in Para 174 of this Report. To these and a 
few minor causes is to he attributed the diminution in the Miscel¬ 
laneous expenses of the year. 

181. The total Revenue in the year under review was Rs. 
1,105,458-6-0 which is greater than that of the previous year by 
11s. 25,745-5-5. 

182. The Disbursements amounted to Rs. 1,058,166-4-1, 
against Rs. 1,027,545-11-6, in the preceding year showing an in¬

FOR THE TEAR 1044 M. E. 1868-69 A. D. 


In this report a first attempt is made to adopt, as far as 
possible, the Forms proposed by the Statistical Committee at 
Calcutta and a careful selection, has been made of those which are 
particularly useful for administrative purposes and would be ge¬ 
nerally useful to the public. It is to be observed that the Returns 
given in the appendix are not, in every instance, complete and 
strictly accurate. Those which relate to the extent of the geo¬ 
graphical divisions of this territory, to charitable and ecclesiastical 
institutions, agriculture and stock, mines and manufactures must 
be, from their nature, necessarily imperfect, although no pains 
have been spared to secure as near an approximation as possible to 
correctness, but it is hoped that greater accuracy will be attained 
in future years as the method of rendering the Returns by the 
subordinate Officers improves by praotioe and more reliable facts 
are collected.

5. A part of this decrease is owing to the temporary cessa¬ 
tion' of the work of the Moonsiffs Court at Irinjalaooda, towards 
the end of the year, occasioned by the suspension of the Moonsiff. 

• 6'. Of 6,241 Suits, including those received during the year 
and those pending at the close of the previous year, in both the 
Zillah and Moonsiffs’ Courts, 4,899 Suits were deoided. Of the 
latter 538 oases were with-drawn or struck off without trial, 3,169 
were deckled exparte or by direct admissions of the Defendants 
and, the remaining 1,192 were contested oases; of these 735 were 
adjudged in favor of the Plaintiffs, 318 in favor of the Defendants, 
and 139 partly in favor of the Plaintiffs and partly in favor of the 
Defendants. 

7. The' number of Original Suits pending at the end of the 
year wag 1,342, being 50 less than wbat remained at the olose of the 
previous year, hut the Appeal Court justly'remark that this de¬ 
crease is not satisfactory <as. there ought to have been a still greater 
, reduotion of the file® considering the decrease in the original suits 
already noticed. - ' 
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8. The total value of Original Suits instituted was very near 
five lacs of Rupees in 1043. In the year under review it amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 5,82,625 or upwards of eighty thousand Rupees in ex¬ 
cess of the former year.

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19. These results show generally an improvement in all the 
Courts especially as regards appeals. With respect, however, to 
Original Suits it will he observed that although the duration of 
suits in the Zillah Courts is somewhat less than in the previous 
year it is still capable of considerable reduction, particularly as the 
files of. these Courts'do not appear to be heavy.; 

20. The institution fees collected in the Original and Ap¬ 
pellate Courts in the year under report amounted to Eupees 34,168 
and the Stamp Penalty to Es.

23. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Courts 
by the Police and the Magistracy was 87 which is somewhat less 
than that of the previous year though there is a difference in the 
relative number of the commitments to the two Courts. In 1043 
the commitments to the Anjikaimal Zillah Court were 47 and 
those to the Triehoor Court 45 but, in the year under review, the 
commitments to the former Court were 57 aud to the latter 30. 

24. The number of committed cases, together with those 
which remained on the Calendar of the previous year, amounted 
to 92 of whioh 86 were decided by the Criminal Courts and 6 re¬ 
mained at the end of the year. 

25. * The eases referred to the Appeal Court by the two Cri¬ 
minal Courts .were only 10 whereas, in the previous year, the 
number amounted to 31. Of the 10 eases alluded to three were re¬ 
ferred from the Anjikaimal and seven from the Triohoor Court, con¬ 
firming the experience of past years that the crimes committed 
within the jurisdiction of the latter are of a more heinous descrip¬ 
tion than in that of the former. 



26. All tie referred cases were disposed of by tbe Appeal 
Court with the exception of one received just before the close of 
the year. 

27. The number of persons committed for trial to the Cri¬ 
minal Courts was 250 which exceeds the number in 1043 by 13. 
The number dealt with by the Criminal Courts, exclusive of those 
persons whose cases were referred to the Appeal Court, was 214 of 
whom 117 were acquitted and 97 convioted and punished. 

28. In referred trials, in whioh sentences were passed by the 
Appeal Court, 6 persons were acquitted and 20 convioted. 

29. The proportion of persons acquitted to those convicted by 
the Appeal and Criminal Courts together was as 20 to J 00. 

30. There were two commitments for perjury during the 
year but none for forgery. It would be erroneous to conclude from 
this that no instance of forgery had • ocourred, and the number 
committed for perjury represents but a very small proportion of the 
offences of this nature actually committed. It is true that it is 
often difficult to obtain such proof as would sustain a criminal oon- 
viction, and although a Civil Court jnight be justified in discrediting 
a document on evidence whioh might be considered as affording 
sufficient presumption of its being spurious it is seldom that the 
same evidence would be sufficient to warrant a criminal prosecu¬ 
tion. The Civil Courts, in their decisions, might he influenced 
frequently by a mere preponderance of evidence or probabilities 
which might, by no means, be conclusive for purposes of conviction 
by a Criminal Court where much stronger evidence is always in¬ 
sisted upon. 

31. As there exists at present no compulsory registration of 
deeds the Appeal Court recommend that the.system'of registration, 
which is now in operation in British India, may be adopted with 
suoh modifications as the circumstances of this country may require. 
There is no doubt that suoh a system of registration would exer¬ 
cise a salutary check upon the crime of forgery, more effective per¬ 
haps than any penal law,,that it would relieve the Courts ’of much 
embarrassment in the determination of contested Civil Cases and 
facilitate the administration of justice. The subject is engaging 
the earnest attention of the Sirkar. 

32. As regards perjury, a larger number of oases might oer- 
tainly be successfully prosecuted to oonviction but the sufferers seem 
generally reluctant -to take criminal proceeding* in suoh oases. 
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33. is essential, however, that the law should be respected. 
and. that no encouragement should be given to treat it as a 
dead letter by a too frequent impunity. The enforcement of the 
law, with sufficient severity to create a deterrent effeot among the 
masses, is very desirable, and it is also hoped that the Civil Courts, 
which try suits in the first instance, will avail themselves, more 
largely than at present, of the provisions of the Civil Procedure 
Code which empower them to commit persons, guilty of perjury 
or forgery, to the Criminal Courts on their own motion. 

34. There was no case during the year which called fox- 
capital punishment. There was one case of Murder pending at 
the close of the previous year and two prisoners concerned in it 
were convicted and sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for life. 
The sentences of imprisonment, awarded in the year in all other 
cases, ranged from seven days’ simple imprisonment to rigorous 
imprisonment for ten years. The other punishments were as 


follows.:—

35. The interval between the dates of appearance of the 
accused before the Police and committal to the Criminal Courts 
averaged 15 days, while the average in the previous year was 31 
days. 

36. The average number of days, between commitment and 
disposal by the Criminal Courts, was 13 which is greater than in 
the previous year by five days. 

37. The time occupied in referred eases between the dates of 
reference and of disposal averaged 49 days. This, as notioed in 
the last report, oannot be considered excessive as a reasonable time 
must be allowed to the prisoners, in every case, to appeal or claim 
a hearing against the sentences recorded against them by the 
Criminal Courts. 

38. There were 15 appeals against the sentences of the Cri¬ 
minal Courts in behalf of 42 prisoners. The sentences were quash¬ 
ed in the case of 14 persons and confirmed or modified in that of 
the remaining 28. 








POLICE. 


39. The total number of eases which oame before the various 
Police Officers was 1,456 or 209 more than in the previous year, 
and the number remaining undisposed of, at the beginning of the 
year under review, was 16 making, in all, 1,472 cases. 

40. Of these cases 247 were dismissed summarily without 
calling for the attendance of the accused, 1,204 cases, involving 
2,961 persons, were disposed of after summonses had been issued to 
the defendants, and 21 eases, in whieh-58 persons were concerned, 
remained undecided at the end of the year. 

41. Of the cases disposed of, as aforesaid, 542 cases, in which 
1,214 persons were concerned, were dismissed for want of evidence 
and 293 eases, in which 507 persons had been charged with various 
petty offences, were compromised hy the parties. 

42. The number of cases committed to the Criminal Courts 
was 84 which , corresponds exactly with the commitments in the pre¬ 
vious year. The offenders connected with them were 251 or 14 
more than in the previous year. 

43. Convictions took place in 285 cases and of 989 persons, 
implicated in them, 655 were punished and 334 discharged. 

44. The nature of the punishments awarded was as follows: 

Six hundred and one persons were fined in the aggregate sum 

of Es. 2,776, whereas in the previous year the number of persons 
fined, was 416 and the amount of the fines Es. 2,298. The fines on ' 
111 persons, amounting to Es. 1,298-8, were inflicted in referred 
cases under the special orders of the Magistracy. 

45. The number of persons sentenced respectively to im¬ 
prisonment and to corporal punishment, as compared with the pre¬ 
vious year, is as follows

46. The periods of imprisonment awarded to ten of the 
offenders were in excess of one month, and these sentences as well 
as the punishment of whipping, which the subordinate Magistrates 
were not competent to infliot, were carried out under the orders 
of the Dewan and Dewan Eeishcax in referred cases. 
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47. The average duration of cases disposed of by the Police 
Officers shows a slight improvement being 15 days from the date 
of charge and 12 from that of the apprehension of the offenders. 
These periods were respectively .17 and 14 days in the previous year. 

48. Four cases of murder were reported to the Police during 
the year, of which one was dismissed for want of evidence and the 
remaining three were committed to the Criminal Courts. In the 
previous year seven oases and in 1042 thirteen cases of murder or 
of culpable homicide were reported to have occurred, and all these 
were committed for trial to the Courts. 

49. Four eases of Gang Robbery were complained of in the 
year under review but in only two cases were there sufficient 
grounds for committal, and the others were dismissed. The number 
of eases of this kind of offence reported in the preceding year (1043) 
was three, in 1042 four, and in 1041 nineteen. 

50. The cost of the Police, averaged Rs. 62-3-7 per man on 
the whole force and 7 pies per head of the population. 

51. Fires have occurred to a great extent in the Trichoor 
and Chittoor Districts. 

52. At Triohoor 138 huts in the Sepoy lines and 348 houses 
of native christains in “the bazaar were consumed, and the loss of 
property is estimated at Rs. 50,000. Only one life was lost by 
this conflagration. It is -contemplated to afford relief to the 
sufferers by means: of pecuniary advances, repayable within a limit¬ 
ed period, to enable them to rebuild their dwellings. 

. 53. In the Chittoor District the loss from fire, during the 

year under report, did not exceed Rupees. 800 but, in the previous 
year, the value of property destroyed was very considerable, and 
the Sirkar granted advances to the extent of Rs. 15,175 to enable 
the sufferers from the fire to tile their houses, the amount being 
repayable without interest in three years. 

54. The houses in. these Districts are, for the greater part, 
thatched, and precautionary measures against fire are hut little 
resorted to by the lower olasses. The destructive effect of the 
fires, which are of frequent occurrence, is increased by the very 
' high winds whioh prevail there in the dry .season. 
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JAILS. 

55. The number of Prisoners in the Jails at Ernaoollum and 
Trichoor at tlie beginning of tbe year was 266 and the nnmber of 
those received during the year was 322 making a total of 588. 

56. Of this number 295 were released, 2 escaped, 11 died, 1, 
who was sentenced in 1043, was executed in the year under review 
'and 279 remained at the close of the year. 

57. Of the 279 prisoners in Jail at the close of the year 13 
were Civil debtors, 19 prisoners under trial, and the remaining 
247 were convicts of whom 7 were females. 

58. The returns reoeived from the Appeal Court do not con¬ 
tain any classification, as to caste, of the prisoners in the Jails, and 
the Court has been requested to supply this deficiency in future 
Returns. 

59. Tbe sentences awarded to the convicts are as follows:—

61. From the Report of Dr. "Whitton, the Medioal Officer to 
the Cochin Government, the following particulars are gathered. 

62. Erkacollum Jail :—During the year 59 cases of sickness 
amongst the prisoners in the Ernaoollum Jail were admitted into 
the Hospital. Numerically the principal diseases, were, Diarrhsea 
15, Fevers 9 and Abscesses 6. 
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63. One case of ’sporadic cliolera occurred in March last, a 
mild case •which yielded to treatment. Smallpox was entirely 
absent owing probably to the fact of all the prisoners haying been 
vaccinated, and there were no cases of typhoid fever and dysentery. 

64. There were but two deaths, one from colic and one from 

diarrhoea. £ 

65. No change was made during the year in the diet or em¬ 
ployment of the prisoners. Both are no doubt suitable judging 
from the healthy and robust appearance of the men. 

66. The construction of a new and commodious Jail at Erna- 
collum, on a site recommended by Dr. Whitton, will be undertaken 
in the course of the current year, 

67. Trichooe Jail: — The number of sick prisoners ad¬ 
mitted into the Jail Hospital at Trichoor during the year was 
141. The prevailing diseases were, Intermittent fevers 27, Wounds 
25, Dysentery 16, Abscesses 10. 

68. Eight deaths occurred in this Jail liming the year. 

69. The prisoners were engaged for a great portion of the 
year in repairing roads in jungly districts, and the diseases are 
attributable to the nature of the localities in which they were em¬ 
ployed rather than to any insalubrity in the J ail itself. » 

70. The ventilation in the Trichoor Jail is reported to be 
now very good but the Jail is still in an overcrowded state. 

71. No cases of smallpox, typhoid fever or cholera have oc¬ 
curred amongst the prisoners in this Jail. 

72. The average daily number of Prisoners in the Erna- 

.collum Jail was 115 and of those in the Trichoor J ail 152. • 


LAND REVENUE. 


The figures given in the margin show the aotual collec-

74. This increase is chiefly due to the increased area of land 
under cultivation, the greater yield of the Nelliampathy Coffee 
estates, and the extended operations in the Trichoor Lake. 
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75. It will be observed that the progressive increase of late 
years has been maintained and that, with comparatively favourable 
seasons, the area of cultivation in the country may still be largely 
extended. 

76.. The rain-fall during the year was generally favorable 
for agriculture, and as compared with recent years was seasonable 
and plentiful. The public health, generally speaking, was decidedly 
good. » 

77. It is to be regretted that murrain prevailed in m§ny 
parts of the Moogoondapuram and Cannianore Districts and proved 
very fatal to oattle. The mortality, however, did’ not seriously im- ' 
pede the progress of agriculture. 

78. - The price of all kinds of produce was on the increase. 
The rates for rice, the staple which chiefly enters into the consump¬ 
tion of the mass of the population, had an upward tendency and 
although the pressure, created by high prices, must have been 
widely felt the rates were very remunerative to the cultivator and 
greatly in excess of th5 general commutation rates on which the 
existing revenue demand was calculated. Labor, however, was in 
fair demand, wages were high, and there is no reason therefore to ■ 
suppose that the poorer part of the population suffered any excep¬ 
tional distress. 

79. The importation of rice was unusually large, and there 
is every prospect of a steady advance in this direction, while the 
exportation was less than in the previous year. 

80. A detailed statement of the thirteen Coffee Estates in 
the Cochin Forests was furnished in the last Keport, ten months 
ago, and as there has not been much clearing and planting since 
that period it is scarcely necessary to recapitulate the details al¬ 
ready given. 

81. The Sirkar has every desire to afford facilities for the 
, transit of the produce of these estates to a port of shipment. The 

construction of a road from the foot of the Nelliampathy Hills to 
the Coodaloor frontier, on the high way to Palghaut, has been sanc¬ 
tioned at a’cost of Es. 9,642-8-2, and the "work is in a forward 
state of completion. 

82. The improvement-of communication to the Coffee Estates 
from the foot of the Hills has also engaged the attention of the 
Sirkar, and plans and estimates for the necessary works have been 
called for from the Civil Engineer.

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88. In 1039 the receipts amounted to Rs. 29,606. In 1040, 
owing probably to the restrictions imposed by the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Verapoly upon the sale or use of arraok by native Chris¬ 
tians, the revenue fell to Rs. 17,377. It has since, however, been 
gradually but steadily increasing. In 1041 it amounted to 

.'Rs. 18,867, in 1042 to Rs. 22,752, in 1043 to Rs. 23,685, and now 
it has risen almost to the level of 1039. 

89. The Qjpium Farm yielded Rs. 8,450, being in excess 
low®, 8 ' s;S ■ the receipts of the previous year by Rs.

SALT. 


90. There was a slight increase in this branch of revenue 
row in the year under report as compared with 

Diir. „ 2 923_o-9 the previous year. 


91. There is reason to believe that the permission, accorded 
■to the inhabitants of the District of Malabar to manufacture salt 
for private consumption, still continues to operate to the detriment 
of the Sirkar revenue by offering facilities for the clandestine in¬ 
troduction of salt into this country. 

92. During the year, however, the salaries of the servants 
of the Salt Department were increased, and four additional Banksalls 
were established, to which may he attributed the small increase 
that has been realized. It is hoped that there will be a further in¬ 
crease in the current year. 


93. The cost to the Sirkar for the purchase of salt shows

EDUCATION. 

94. The particulars given under this head in former reports 
had reference to the English Calendar year, but they are now fur¬ 
nished for the Malabar year 1044 in order to bring them into har¬ 
mony with the other portions of this Report. 
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95. The English School at Trichoor and the minor Schools 
at Chittoor and Irinjalacoda are making steady progress, whilst the 
Sanscrit, Hebrew, and Vernacular Schools are a source of advan- 
tage to many classes. 

96. The report received from the Head Master of the prin¬ 
cipal School at Emacollum is very gratifying. . 

97. There has been a small increase in the number of 
students. At the date of the last report there we%e 241 hoys form¬ 
ing ten classes. Since then 37 have been admitted and a smaller 
number has left, and there are at present 256 students distributed 
into eleven classes as follows:—

99. It -will he observed that tbe Brahmins, Sudras, and 
Roman Catholics, who form' the larger sections of the population, 
avail themselves principally of the benefit of the instruction afford¬ 
ed in this School. 
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100. It is satisfactory to state tliat the attendance, as shown 
by the register, is very regular, few cases of absence without leave 
having occurred and absence with leave having been rare. 

101. The following comparative statement presents at one 
view the receipts and disbursements of the School for the years 1043 
and 1044 exclusive'of fixed salaries 



102. The above statement shows an apparent balance of 
Es. 333 hut, talcing the balances at the close of the two preceding 
years into account, the sum in hand at the end of 1044 will be 
Es. 644, 

103. The increase under the head of fees is due mainly to the 
higher rates levied since February 1869, hut this item will doubt-, 
less he progressive in proportion to a more enlarged appreciation of 
the value of education apd a consequent accession to the number 
of students. 

104. It is an encouraging feature in the discipline of this 
school that, notwithstanding the increased number of pupils and 
the higher rates of fees, there is a diminution in the amount of fines. 

. 105. Irrespective of the expenditure already stated supplies 
of b,ooks, stationery, and globes have been ordered from England at 
a cost of upwards of Es. 1,200 which has been defrayed direct by 
the Sirkar. These supplies are remarkable for their general ex¬ 
cellence and the comparatively low rates at which they were 
obtained. 
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106. The Book Depot in connection with the Ernacollum 
School is now tolerably well supplied. The stock, however, is not 
large enough to furnish the District Schools, S,nd arrangements 
are being made to enlarge it to meet the requirements of all the 
Sirkar Schools. 

107. At the close of the year under report the subjects for the 
Matriculation Examination of the Madras University for Deoember 
1869 were being studied in the first class. Several candidates 
were expected to go up for this Test, and the Head Master was 
hopefd that some of them had a very fair prospeot of success. 

108. It is worthy of record that, during the year, a fund has 
been raised wholly by the students and teachers of the School to 
assist poor and deserving scholars in their education. It is called 
the “ Emaoollum School Educational Fund,” and there are at 
present 74 subscribers who eleot their own Committee of manage¬ 
ment. Twenty of the poorer scholars now receive various small 
sums to help them to bear the incidental expenses of the school. 

109. This cannot but be regarded as a step in the right 
direction and a gratifying evidence of the growth of a proper spirit 
among the pupils, and the Sirkar has cheerfully assented to the 
formation of the Ihnd.

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111. The total outlay on Public Works in the year under 
report was less than that of the previous year by Rs. 24,527. 

112. The Public Works’ Department was only fairly organiz¬ 
ed at the latter end of 1044 M. E. and several important works, 
which will he vigorously prosecuted under the superintendence of 
the Civil Engineer Mr. Morris, will find a place in the next report. 


PORTS AND HARBOURS. 

113. The capabilities' of the Port of Narrakal have been still 
further tested during the year under report. Several Vessels resort¬ 
ed to it during the S. W. Monsoon, and it has proved a harbour 
of refuge when the Port of Coohin and the other adjacent parts of 
the coast were unapproachable. 

114. The large number of Vessels chartered for the Abys¬ 
sinian expedition had, in the previous year, withdrawn a consi¬ 
derable portion of the steam traffic coming annually to Narrakal 
but, since the termination of the expedition, the Port has been 
steadily regaining its normal condition. 

115. The tonnage of the Port has increased and the Mails 
have been landed from the British India Steamers, at the worst 
periods of the Monsoon, without the smallest interruption. 

116. The number of Vessels which arrived at the Port during 
the year was 25 and their aggregate tonnage was 15,484 T8ns 
against 14 Vessels and 8,315 Tons in the preceding year. 

.117. The collections on account of Port dues amounted to 
Rupees 853-15-0.

MILITARY. 

121. There has been no change worthy of notice in the small 
Force maintained by the Sirkar. 


FORESTS. 

122. The operations of this Department during the year 
under review show a decided improvement over the past year. 

123. In 1044, 1352 Teak Logs and Taldoms, measuring 
2,600 Candies, were received at the Depots of Ernacollum and 
Ponany showing an increase. over the previous year of 239 Logs 
aggregating 586 Candies. 

124. The quantity of Teak Timber sold in the year was 

1043 Es. 34,950- 7-0 5g Candies in excess of that sold during 

1044 „ 46,186- p-i ppg previous year, which amounted to 

Biff. „ n,i85-io-i Candies 2,466. 

125. In consequence of this increase and of a slight improve¬ 
ment in the price there is an excess in receipts from the sale of 
Teak Timber of Bs. 3,339-13-9. 

126. No Blackwood logs had been sent to the Depots for 
some years previously to 1044 M. E. but, in that year, 103 Logs, 
measuring 313jf Candies, were received and sold at the rate of 
Bs. 25 per Candy and realized Bs. 7,845-12-4. 

127. The increase in the total reoeipts from the sale of 
Timber is therefore Bupees 11,185-10-1. 

128. The number of trees, other than Teak, Blackwood, and 

Ebony which are Boyalties, felled by private individuals was 11,359, 
and the ICutikanom or Seignorage levied thereon by the Sirkar 
was Bs. 8,656-8-0' being Bs. 563-8-6. less than in the previous 
year. • 
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129. The sale of sundry goods and other miscellaneous sources 
of revenue yielded Rs. 5,909-13-1 against Rs. 9,731-12-9 in 
1043, showing a decrease of Rs. 3,821-15-8. 

130. The total revenue derived through the agency of the 
Forest Department was :— 

In 1043 Rs. 53,902-4- 3 
In 1044 „ 60,702-6- 2. 

Increase „ 6,800-1-11, 


131. The amount paid by the Chittoor Kanoni contractor for 
Teak Timber, removed by him from the Chittoor Forests, was 
Rs. 12,680 which is less than that paid by him in the previous 
year by Rs. 690. 

] 32. Ten Elephantg were captured during the year of which 
sis were males and four females. Nine elephants, 6 males and 3 
females, died. 


MEDICAL. 

133. Hitherto the Reports of the Medical Officer have been 
for the calendar year,' and the last report had reference to the year 
1868. The present statement of the working of this Department 
embraces the whole of the Malabar year 1044 or from the 15th 
August 1868 to the 14th August 1869. In consequence of this 
arrangement much that was reoorded in the last review Is included 
in the period which is now reported upon. 

134. During the year under review 233 eases of sickness were 
admitted for treatment as in-door patients in the Sirkar Hospital 
at Ernacollum, and 2,090 were treated as out-door patients. 

135. The in-door patients were all of them natives of different 
castes, but among the out-door patients there were 216 East 
Indians. 

136. The principal diseases amongst the in-door patients 
were Hlcers, Anasarca, and Syphilitic diseases. Of the first mention¬ 
ed 73 oases came under treatment, of the second 42 cases, and of 
the last 23. 
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137. Of the out-door patients the prevailing _ diseases, were, 
numerically, Vermes 386, Diarrhoea 191, Constipation 163, Ulcers 
157, Syphilis 89, Abscesses 75, and Bheumatism 52. 

138. Six deaths occurred amongst the in-door patients, four 
from Anasarca, one from Hepatitis and one from Dysentery. 

139. Twelve deaths are recorded amongst the out-door 
patients, two from Bronchitis, two from Erysipelas, two from 
Anasarca, two from Anaunia, and one from each of the following, 
diseases namely Cholera, Colic, Hepatitis, and Dysentery. 

140. The number of side resorting to the Hospital has very 
largely increased, and this affords a most gratifying proof that the 
institution is gradually securing the confidence of the people. 

141. The health of the Town of Emacollum has been very 
good during the period to which the present Beport refers. Only 
one case of sporadic Cholera has been under treatment, and the 
patient recovered. No other case of the kind has come to notice, 
nor has a single instance of small-pox or typhoid fever been heard of. 

142. No,change has been made since the last Beport in the 
diet of the patients; and the Medical Officer reports that it is suitable 
and that the establishment of servants .and the supply of food have 
been sufficient. 

143. The work of the new Hospital at Trichoor, referred to 
in the last Beport, is progressing; and a more commodious building, 
in lieu of the present Civil Hospital at Ernacollum, is under 
contemplation. 

144. The Sirkar Apothecary, Mr. Gunther, a very deserving 
officer, has done good service during the year a.nd conducted him¬ 
self to the satisfaction of the Medical Officer in charge of the 
Hospital and of the Sirkar. 

145. From Dr. Whitton’s Beport on vaccination it appears 
that-the number of successful operations performed during the year 

I was 6,920, showing a monthly average of 64 successful cases for 
each of the nine Vaccinators. 

146. The results in British Cochin do not, it is stated, come. 
up to this average; but the Sirkar Vaccinators have been parti¬ 
cularly warned not to look to numbers merely and that their pro¬ 
motion will depend chiefly on the success of their work. 
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147. The appointment of an itinerant Superintendent to ex¬ 
amine the cases operated upon by the Yaccinators, as recommended 
by-the Civil Surgeon, is tinder consideration. 

148. The total cost of vaccination in the year amounted 
to Es. 1,716. 


PRESS 

' 149. The value of the work done at the Sirkar Press, during 
the year under report, was Es. 3,829-0-1 against Es. 2,065-2-6 
in the previous year. 

150. The cost of the establishment remained unchanged 
at Es. 1,116. 

151. A new Albion Press and a quantity of Printing ma¬ 
terials were obtained from England at a cost of Es. 413-6-0. 


POPULATION. 

152. The population, according to the Census taken in the 
1032 

year 285(3—57 was 399,056; but the present number of the 

inhabitants may be fairly assumed to be considerably above this 
figure. 

153. A new Census has therefore become necessary.

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155. The regular sources of revenue ^Saving been already 

notioed under their appropriate beads it is only necessary to refer 
here to the Miscellaneous Revenue which shows an excess of Rupees 
7,971-8-7. • 

156. This excess is chiefly due to the discount, amounting to 
Rs. 6,963, on the purchase of Promissory Notes of the Government 
of India of the value of Rs. 1,50,000, to the repayment into the 
Treasury of a portion of the advances made in previous years for the 
rebuilding of Villages destroyed by fire, and to the amount of com¬ 
pensation, made to the Sirkar for wastage in Salt imported from 
Bombay, having been larger in the year under report than in 1043. 

157. These items of Extra Revenue would, in the aggregate, 
exceed the actual difference of Rs. 7,971-8-7 between the Mis¬ 
cellaneous Revenue of 1043 and 1044 before alluded to, but it must 
be observed that there has been a decrease in the sale of sundry 
Goods in the latter year, and that the repayment of unexpended 
balances by the ForestJDepaxtment, and other items which made up 
the Miscellaneous Revenue of the former year, are absent in the 
receipts of 1044. 

158. In the Disbursements, the Palace Expenses exhibit an 
increase of Rs. 4,393-5-4. This is owing to the increased allow¬ 
ances of Their Highnesses the 4th and 5th Princes and to the 
allowance of the sixth Prince having been paid for the whole of the 
year under report, whereas they were paid only for the latter 
portion of the previous year, and to an allowance having been 
settled on the Seventh Prince during the year 1044. 

159. An increase of Rs. 2,607-3-11 appears under the Head 
of Religious and of Rs. 11,55-2-10 under that of Charitable Insti¬ 
tutions. This increase was occasioned by the higher prices paid in 
the year under report for provisions for the different Pagodas, as well 
as for the Ootperrahs, Hospitals, and other Charitable Institutions. 

160. The increase of Rs. 12,379-2-9 in the cost of the Admi¬ 
nistrative Establishment is attributable to increase of salaries to offic¬ 
ers in the Educational and Marrummut Departments and to some 
other publio servants. 

161. The cost of the Judicial Establishment has likewise been 
enhanoed by an increase to the salaries of the 1st and 3rd Judges 
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and of the Registrar^ the Appeal Court, by the establishment of 
a Moonsiff’s Court at Trichoor, and by additions to the salaries of 
the other Moonsiffs and their subordinates, and by the appoint- 
. mcnt of additional Peons for the Appeal Court. 

162, 'A similar enhancement of salaries will account for the 
increase in the Military Establishment. 

16-3. The Police and Pension Establishments have undergone 
little or no variation and call for no remarks. 

1G4. The cost of Public Works undertaken during the year 
was less than that of the previous year by Rs. 24,531. The 
completion of the Shoranoor Bridge in 1043, upon which excep¬ 
tional expenditure had been incurred in previous years, will ao- 
count for the decrease of expenditure in the year under report. 

165. Although the charges under the head of Bridge 
Works have been reduced by the large sum of Rs. 29,836, and 
though smaller sums have been expended on Pagodas, Palaces, 
Ootperrahs, Jails &c. than in the previous year there has been an 
increase 'of expenditure in other important directions aggregating 
Rs. 23,741.* ' ‘ 


166. The item of Miscellaneous Expenses exhibits an in¬ 
crease of Rs. 1,68,594-12-0 over the past year. It must be re¬ 
marked, however, that Rs. 1,50,000 were invested during the year 
under report in Government Securities, and that increased expendi¬ 
ture was incurred in the purchase of provisions for Prisoners and.of 
cadjans for public buildings. Advances were also made for the re¬ 
building ’ of certain villages in the Chittoor District which had 
been destroyed by fire, and a sum was paid to the’Artist Mr. Jensen 
for the Portraits of His Highness the Rajah and other Members of 
His Highness’family. 

167. The total Receipts of the year 1044 exceeded those of 
the previous year by Rs, 51,758-9-9. 

168. The Disbursements show an increase of Rs. 1,70,515, 
but this figure is more apparent than real for, as already explained, 
Rs. 1,50,000 were expended in the purchase of- Government'Paper 
so that the actual excess over the previous year amounts only to 
Rs. 20,515. ■ . 
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169, Tlie total Revenue of the year is less than the expendi¬ 
ture "by R@. 71,465-0-3, hence the cash balance in the Treasury 
shows a corresponding decrease at the end of the year. But the 
'Receipts would have been in excess of the Disbursements by 
Its. 78,584-15-9 and the Cash Balance in the Treasury would have 
amounted to Rs. 6,47,380-7-8 but for the investment of Rs. 1,50,000. 
already referred to. 


170. The total amount to the credit of the Sirkar at the close

3'. It will be observed that the tiles of Original 
Suits have been heavier than in the previous year ,bv 
650, the increase in the Moonsiffs’ Courts being 560 and 
in. the. Zillah Courts 90, The increase in the former 
Courts was, however, only 13 per cent of the number 
of. Suits filed, while in the latter it amounted, to IS per 
cent. 

4. Of 6,840-Suits 1 on the Piles of the-Zilla-h and 
Moonsiffs’ Courts inclusively, 5,244 were disposed of or 
345 more than in the previous year.. The Files of the 
Moonsiffs exhibit a larger amount of, worlc done than, 
that performed by the Zillah Courts, as the former decided 
331 Suits-above-the number disposed of by them in 1044, 
whilst the increase in the case of the latter did not 
exceed 14. 

5. Although- the ratio of'disposals by the-Moonsiffs 
was about 8 per cent and by the Zillah- Courts 3 per 
cent above the number in-the previous year, it is-necessary . 
to notice that the majority of Suits coming before the- 
Moonsiffs are of a simple nature, not involving points of 
contention that demand the searching and lengthened 
investigation very often- required in the-more important 
cases under litigation in-the higher Courts.' 

6. Of the 5,244 Suits which were-disposed of, 581 
were withdrawn or dismissed without trial, 3,504 were- 
decided mgarU, and the remaining 1,159 cases were 
contested. *’Of the 1 contested Suits 670-were adjudged 
for the Plaintiffs; 351 for the Defendants, and 138 partly 
in favor of both litigants. 

7. The number of Original Suits pending at the 
end of th& year . was 1,596 "which is 254 more than at 



the close of 1044, but this increase is accounted tor by 
the large accessions to the Files already referred to. 

8. In the Zillah Courts there were preferred against 
the Moonsiffs’ decisions 286 appeals, and 27 remained 
undecided at the close of the previous year, making a 
total of 313 appeals. Of these, 37 were pending at the 
end of the year and the remaining 276 were disposed 
of as follows

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10. Tlie number of Regular Appeals preferred, in 
the Appeal Court in the year under report, as shown by 
the above table, wa$ 187 or 56 cases in excess of those 
of the previous year, giving a ratio of 22 per cent of 
the contested Suits in the Zillah Courts. Of these, 41 
were appeals from decisions of the Trichoor and 146 from 
those of'the Anjeekaimal Zillah Court; and as the con¬ 
tested cases disposed of by these Courts were 110 and 
187 respectively, the appeals were in the ratio of 37 and 
77 per cent of the decrees passed by them in disputed 
Suits. 

11. One hundred and forty eight decisions were 
passed by the Appeal Court on Regular Appeals, and of 
these 46 per cent were in confirmation, 23 per cent in 
modification, and 20 per cent in reversal of the original 
decisions, and 11 per cent , were amicably adjusted or 
otherwise disposed of. 

12. The number of Special Appeals instituted was 
nearly equal to that admitted in the previous year, and 
the small difference of turn cases does not call for any 
remark. 

13. The cases remaining on the file of the Appeal 
Court at the end of 1045 exceeded the number at the close 
of the, previous year by 70, although the decisions were 
nearly equ^al in both years. This excess is attributed 
by the Court partly to the . increase in the number of 
appeals, and partly to the circumstance of a large pro¬ 
portion of them having been preferred towards the close 
of the year the hearing of which had necessarily to be 
postponed to the following year,, 



14. The arrears, however, appear to have been 
• reduced by the disposal of many cases of long standing, 
; so that the number pending does not now include Suits 
•of two or more years 1 duration.

16. The result is somewhat unfavorable as regards 
the operations of the Appeal Court, but this is explained 
by their disposal of several old cases - during the year, the 
duration of which has necessarily entered into the above 
•average. It is nevertheless better than the result obtained 
In the last six years, the average duration of Suits 
decided within that period being 6 months and 28 days. 

•17. The average value of a Suit instituted in the 
.Zillah Courts was Rs. 902 against Rs. 774 in the previous 
year, and in the Mooiisiffs’ Courts Rs. 45 against Rs. 56. 
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18. The Institution Fees collepted in the Original 
and Appellate Courts amounted to Rs. 40,105 and Stamp 
Penalties to Rs. 18,798, making a total of Rs. 58,903 
which is in excess of the collections of the previous year 
by Rs. 5,935. 

19. The Original Suits instituted in the different

20., There were 53 Civil Miscellaneous- Petitions 
pending at the commencement of the year and 1,170 
were received, giving a total of 1,223. Of these 1,164 
were disposed of leaving a balance of 59 at the close of 
the year. 

CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

21. The Piles of the Lower Courts have been some¬ 
what larger than in the two previous years. The commit¬ 
tals to the Courts by the Police and Magistracy in the year 
under review were 94, whereas in 1044 they were only 
87 and in 1043 the number was 92. 

22. The number of cases referred by the two Zillah 
Courts to the Appeal Courf was 19, or 9 more than in 







the previous year, and one case remained undecided at 
the commencement of the year. Of these 18 were dis¬ 
posed of and two were pending. 

23. The number of persons committed for trial 
to the Criminal Courts was 191, which shows a decrease 
of 59 as compared with the year 1044. 

24. Exclusive of those whose cases were referred 
to the Appeal Court, 151 persons were dealt with by the 
Criminal Courts, of whom 61 were convicted and 90 
acquitted or discharged. The convictions are in the pro¬ 
portion of about 40 per cent to the total number dealt 
with. 

25. In referred cases, including those remaining 
on the Pile of the previous year, there were 54 persons 
involved. Of these 18 were convicted, 18 acquitted, and 
18 were awaiting decision at the close of the year. 

26. There were five cases of Murder tried and 
decided during the year. Of the accused in these cases 
one was convicted and sentenced to capital punishment, 
and the others were acquitted. The particulars of the 
punishments awarded in all the other cases are given 
below:

27. The average time between commitment to the 
Criminal Courts and disposal by them was 19 days, 
which is 6 days above the average of the previous year. 

28. The time occupied in referred cases between 
date of reference and disposal averaged 50 days, which 
is nearly the same as in the previous year. 

29. There were but 7 Appeals from the sentences 
•of the Criminal Courts, against 15 in 1044. The number 
•of prisoners appealing was 18; the sentences passed on 9 
of them were confirmed or modified, those on two others 
were reversed, and 7 prisoners were awaiting the final 
•orders of the Appeal Court at the close of the year.

30. The total number of cases which came before 
the various Police Officers was 1,509 or 53 more than 
in the previous year, and the number remaining undis¬ 
posed of at the beginning of the year under*review was 
.21, making 1,530 cases. 

.31. Of these cases 286 were dismissed summarily 
without calling for the attendance of the accused, 1,234 
■cases involving 3,172 persons were disposed of after sum¬ 
monses had been issued to the defendants, and 10 cases 
in which 42 persons were concerned remained undecid¬ 
ed at the end of the year, 

32. Of the cases disposed of as aforesaid 563 cases 
involving 1,638 persons were dismissed for want of 
evidence, and 217 cases, in which 483 persons had been 
charged with various petty offences, were compromised 
by the parties. 



33. The number of cases committed to the Cri¬ 
minal Courts was. 94 which is 10 more than the com¬ 
mitments in the previous year. The offenders concerned 
in them were 191 or 60 less than in 1044'. 

34. Convictions followed in 360 cases, and of 860 
persons concerned in them 735 were punished and 125 
discharged. 

35. The nature, of the punishments awarded was

'36. The fines on 113 persons amounting to Rs. 
1,614 were imposed in referred cases under the special 
■orders of the Magistracy, 

37. The period of imprisonment awarded to one 
.■of the offenders was in excess of one month, and this 

sentence as well as the punishment of whipping, which 
the subordinate Magistrates were not competent to inflict, 
were carried out under the orders of the Dewan and 
Dewan Peishcar in referred cases. 

38. The average duration of cases disposed of by 
the Police Officers shows a slight improvement as com¬ 
pared with the past year, being 13 days from the date of 
^charge and 12 from that of the apprehension of the offend¬ 
ers. ■ These periods were respectively 15 and 12 days 
according to the last Report. 
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39. There •were' 7 cases of Murder, in which 20 persons 
were implicated, reported to the Police" during the year 
all of which were committed to the Criminal Courts. In, 
the previous year four cases were reported to have occur¬ 
red, of which three were committed and one dismissed 
for want of evidence. 

40. Five cases of Gang Robbery were complained of 
in the year under review, of which 3 were committed to 
the Criminal Courts. One case was dismissed as there 
were not sufficient grounds for committal, and in the re¬ 
maining case the perpetrators were not apprehended. 

41. The cost of the regular Police force has remain¬ 
ed unchanged, the average being Rs. 62-3-7 per man on 
the whole force and 7 pies per head of the population, as 
at the period of the last report. 

42. No fires of an extensive nature have to he re¬ 
corded during the year under report, such accidents 
having been confined to isolated instances.

43. The number of Prisonei’s in the Jails at Erna- 
collum and Trichoor at the beginning of the year under 
report was 279, and the number of those received during- 
the year was 262, making a total of 541. 

44. Of this number 273 were released, 1 escaped, 

4 died, and 263 remained at* the close of the year. 

45. Of the 263-Prisoners in the two Jails on the 
last day of the year, 8 were Civil debtors, 32 prisoners 
under trial, 1 a revenue prisoner, and the remaining 222 
were convicts of whom 10 were females.

49. The following particulars have been furnished 
by Dr. Whitton, the late Medical Officer to the Cochin 
Government, in .his annual report. 

50. Ernacollum Jail :—There have been 68 admis¬ 
sions, into the Hospital during the year. The prevail¬ 
ing diseases were fever, diarrhoea and psora, of which 
18, 16 and 12 eases were respectively admitted. 

51. The health of the prisoners was, on the 
whole, very good and but one death occurred. 

52. The cases of sickness in this Jail during the 
year have been very mild, and there has been no 
epidemic disease. 
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53. Trichoor Jail: —The returns from tlie Jail at 
Trichoor show that the number of admissions into the 
Jail Hospital was 106. The prevailing diseases were in¬ 
termittent fevers, boils, diarrhsea and rheumatism, and 
the cases were numerically 31, 23, 14 and '8. 

54. There were three deaths, one from rheumatism, 
one from diarrligea and one from dysentery. 

55. One case of cholera occurred, a, mild case, and 
the patient recovered. Ho ease of small-pox occurred 
amongst the Prisoners. 

56. The average daily number of Prisoners in the 
Ernacollum Jail was 110 and of those in the Trichoor 
Jail 145. 


57. Ho ehange was made in the diet of the Pri¬ 
soners which has been reported to be suitable, and their 
employment is confined principally to the construction 
or repair of roads and other public works.

59. In the year under report there has been some 
falling off in the receipts owing to a portion of the 
Trichoor Lake not having been cultivated through the 
unfavourable state of the season, and the" remission of tax 
oh other lands in the same locality in,, consequence of the 
crops being destroyed by insects, * 
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60. This deficiency has, however, been made up and 
•a small increase of Rs. 889 realized over the income of the 
previous year, by new assessments mad© on reclaimed 
lands and the permanent settlement ©f others formerly held 
on short tenures. 

61. The rainfall during the year was 'above the 
average and to a great extent unfavorable to the sowing 
and maturing of the rice crops. The large importation 
of rice through the Port of British Cochin, and in the 
Monsoon months, through Narrakal has proceeded steadily, 
and this accession to the staple food of the people promis¬ 
es to continue and preclude all apprehensions of scarcity. 

62. The average price of produce generally was 
moderate, and labour being in fair demand, the condition 
of the working classes might be assumed to have been 
on the whole favorable. 

63. The health of the country was generally good, 
•except in the Tallapully District where Cholera prevailed 
with considerable violence in June and July 1870. 

64. Murrain was less prevalent than in the previous 
year 1044, and the loss of cattle was comparatively in¬ 
significant. 

65. It is to be regretted 'that of the 13 Coffee 
Estates formed on the Nelliampathy Hills no attempt 
was made, in some cases, to clear and plant them, and 
in others operations have been abandoned after they 
had been carried on to a greater or less extent. In two 
instances the Leases were surrendered and the arrears 
of tax due were written off by order of His Highness 
the Rajah. The demand for waste land, however, affords 
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good grounds to liope that the abandoned Estates will 
be taken up, and that enterprise and captial will not 
• long be wanting to develope all the available resources 
of these Forests. 

66. Considerable progress has been made in open¬ 
ing up six of the Estates, which are for the most part 
in a flourishing- condition and will in time yield very 
satisfactory returns. 

67. The construction of the road, referred to in 
the last Eeport, from the foot of the Nelliampathy Hills 
to the Coodal'oor frontier, with a view to facilitate the 
conveyance of the produce of the Coffee Estates to a 
suitable market, has been completed during the year, 
and it has proved of material advantage to the plant¬ 
ing interests.. 

68. The improvement of the communication from 
tiie Estates to the foot of the Hills was also commenced 
in the year under report, and the work will be vigor¬ 
ously prosecuted.

79. In reviewing the progress of the High School 
at Ernacollum during the year, there is no material 
change to notice either as regards the course of studies 
or the general establishment. 

80. The number of students slightly exceeds that 
on the Register at the period of the last Report, and 
the castes or classes into which they were distributed 
have been but little affected. 

81. Any considerable increase at present in the 
attendance at the High School was scarcely to be ex¬ 
pected, as the opening of new District Schools would 
largely attract beginners in their immediate neighbour¬ 
hood, and it is only when these have attained some 
proficiency in their studies that they would prefer to 
enter the more distant and central institution. It may 
he anticipated, however, that the District Schools will 
gradually prove the means of imparting a useful pre¬ 
paratory training to their pupils, and become feeders to 
the principal establishment at Ernacollum. 

82. During the year the new Hi£h School Buildings 
were opened by Ilis Highness the Rajah in person, and 
the ceremony was viewed with deep interest by the 
public. The Sirkar has spared no pains to provide need¬ 
ful facilities for the education of its subjects in the 
higher branches of knowledge, and it is hoped these 
advantages will be duly ^appreciated, and the means of 
instruction placed within their reach widely availed of 
by all classes of the people. 
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83. In tills .year students from . this School com¬ 
peted, for the second time, at the University Examin¬ 
ations, and the names of four successful candidates may 
now be added to those of the two who passed in the 
previous year. The second Master S. Sivarama Pillay, 
and the Head Master’s assistant Baker Penn passed the 
P. A. Examination.

85. The attendance has been very regular and 
satisfactory. Cases of absence without leave have been 
comparatively rare, which is no unfair criterion of the 
public feeling as to the value and importance of this 
School. 

86. The amount derived from fees in 1044 was 
Rs. 673, and in th# year under report Rs. 939, exhibiting 
a considerable increase, which is due in some degree to 
the larger attendance and partly to the enhanced rate 
of fees, though the latter is more moderate than the 
ordinary charge for education in institutions offering 
similar advantages. 

87. The periodical examinations in July and De¬ 
cember were held in the usual manner, and one feature 
of these examinations, not unworthy of notice, is that 
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gentlemen competent to the task are promiscuously in¬ 
vited to search the capabilities of the students, and the 
results of their independent judgment may be fairly 
presumed to afford a truer test of the advancement of 
the School than a more cursory or partial method. The 
aid required on these occasions has been willingly and 
gratuitously afforded, and it is necessary that I should 
record the thanks of the Sirkar to those who have 
for successive years assisted at the examinations. 

88. The receipts and - expenditure of the School ex¬ 
clusive of fixed salaries, in the year under report and the 
previous year will be seen from the subjoined comparative 
statement. 



89. The enlargement of the Sirkar’s Book Depot 
to meet the growing requirements of the District Schools - 
accounts for the increased sum expended under the hesid 
of Books, whilst the Bines which, under the Sirkar’s 
sanction, have been carried to the credit of the Edu¬ 
cational Fund, show an increase under the head of 
contingent charges. 
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90. The state of the educational Fund, as far as 
it refers to private support, is riot at present as en¬ 
couraging as might have been expected, but it is to 
be hoped that a proper spirit among the pupils will 
not suffer this Fund to fail in its objects. By its means 
many youths have been enabled to remain at the School, 
whose resources would not otherwise have permitted 
them to do so, and private feeling will no doubt 
supplement the action of the Sirlcar. It has been al¬ 
ready stated that the proceeds of penalties have been 
assigned to this purpose. 

91. The English School at Trichoor is making 
good progress and the minor schools are doubtless of great 
advantage to the residents of the more remote stations.

115, The prevailing diseases amongst the former 
were ulcers, of which there jwere 39 cases, dropsy 38 
and diarrhasa 19; and amongst the latter vermes occur¬ 
red in 531 cases, dropsy in 243, diarrhsea in 179, ulcers 
in 133 and syphilitic diseases in *104 cases, 

116, The number of deaths recorded amongst the 
in-patients was 7, three being the result of extensive 
ulcers producing total exhaustion of the vital powers, 
two caused by dysentery, one by anasarca and one by 
diarrhasa. 
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117. ISTo case of cholera or small-pox was treated 
at the Hospital. The health of the Town of Erna- 
collum has generally been very good. 

118. Dr. Whitton attributes the diminished num¬ 
ber of in-patients at the Hospital to the fact, that the 
time of the Senior Apothecary Mr. Gunther was occu¬ 
pied for a great part of the year in attendance at the 
Palace during the illness of His- Highness the Rajah. 

119. ' The new Civil Dispensary at Trichoor, which 
was under construction at the date of the last Report, 
is nearly completed, and it is proposed to place it in 
charge of Dresser Annapillay, now doing duty at the Jail, 
whose conduct has been favorably reported on by Dr. - 
Whitton. 

120. Prom the Return of Vaccination given in 
the Appendix it will appear that the number of opera¬ 
tions performed during the year was 10,421, of which 
9,500 were reported as successful and 921 unsuccessful. 

121. These results are reported to be satisfactory, 
and the vaccinators appear to have been doing good 
work during the year. The expediency, power, of ap¬ 
pointing an itinerant Superintendent to supervise the 
work of the vaccinators is fully appreciated by the Sirkar. 

122. The immunity from small-pox which has 
marked the year under review affords perhaps no un¬ 
fair criterion of the successful effects of vaccination. 

123. The establishment maintained for this duty 
has been unchanged, and the cost remains at the same 
figure as at the close of the previous year, viz. Rs. 1,716. 
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124. The value of' the work done at the Sirkar 
Press during the year under report is estimated at 
Rs. 2,794-11-3 against Rs. 3,829-0-1 in the previous 
year. 


125. JNo change has been made in the establish¬ 
ment, the cost of which remains at Rs. 1,116. There is 
also no addition to notice in the stock of printing ma¬ 
terials.

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129. The regular, sources of revenue have been 
already noticed . It remains to refer to the Miscellaneous 
Revenue which exceeds that of the previous year by 
Ea. 17,726-15-6. 

130. This excess is attributable mainly to increased 
receipts under various heads, of which may be mentioned 
Judicial fees and penalties, fees on the renewal of old 
Deeds and arrears of revenue; the last item consisting 
of the rent of certain Coffee Estates which was recover¬ 
ed and brought to account in the year under report. 

131. The interest on Rs. 1,50,000, invested in 
Government Securities towards the close of the previous 
year, has also contributed to enhance the Miscellaneous 
revenue. 

• 132. In the Disbursements there is an increase 

under the head of Palace expenses of Rs. 1,833 - 5 - 4. 
This has arisen in consequence of the additional allow¬ 
ance to His Highness the fifth Prince having been paid 
for the whole of the year under report, whereas it was 
paid only for a portion of the previous year. 

133. An incraese of Rs. 1,041 -12-6 appears in the 
expenses on account of Religious and ofRs. 1,730 - 7 -9 
on account of Charitable Institutions, which is due to the 
enhanced prices of provisions during the year. 

134. The increase of Rs. 13,384 - 10 - 3 in the cost 
of the Administrative Establishment is owing to increas¬ 
ed salaries. having been granted to the Officers and 
Servants of the Educational, Public Works and other 
Departments. 

135. A similar augmentation of the salaries of 
Judicial Officers will account for the increase of Rs. 
451 - 14 - 0 in that Department; and the increased ex- 
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penditure in the Military establishment of Es. 1,242-13-1 
is also due to the pay of the men composing the force 
having been raised to a corresponding extent. 

136. The cost of the Police Establishment has 
undergone no variation. 

137. The increase under the head of Pensions of 
Es. 1,415 -7 -3 is owing to a pension having been granted 
to the late Dewan Peishcar who retired from the service 
in the latter part of the year under report, and also to 
pensions paid to some of the minor public servants 
during the year. 

138. The expenditure on account of Public Works 
in the year exceeded that of the previous year by Es. 
48,180 - 3-10. This is owing to works of an important 
and expensive character having been undertaken and 
proceeded with, the principal of which are the recon¬ 
struction of the high road from Carroopadanah to Shora- 
noor and from Trichoor to Wanianparrarh, the erection 
of a Palace for H. H. the 3rd Prince, and of a new 
Dispensary and Court House at Trichoor. 

139. The nature of the other Public Works will 
be seen in detail under the proper head. 

140. The Miscellaneous Expenses exhibit a decrease 
of Es. 1,49,220- 1-4, notwithstanding the extraordinary 
charges arising from the visits paid to His Highness 
during the year under review by His Plighness the 
Maharajah of Travancore on his way to and from Madras 
through the Cochin territory,—the visit of His High¬ 
ness the Elliah Eajah to the Presidency on the arrival 
of His-ESyal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh,—and 
the investiture of His Highness the Eajah with the In¬ 
signia of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India. 
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141. This apparent decrease is however easily- 
accounted for by the fact that the sum of Es. 1,50,000 
invested in the previous year in Government Securities 
was carried to accountas Miscellaneous Expenditure, and 
that other items of expense which entered into this 
head in 1044 are absent from the disbursements of 
the year under report. 

142. The total Receipts of the year amounted to 
Rs. 11,91,137-15-2, and are in excess of those of the 
previous year by Rs. 33,920-14-11. 

143. The Disbursements amounted to Rupees 
11,48,742 - 9 - 2, and are less than those ef the previous 
year by Rs. 79,939-7-4. This decrease however is 
more apparent than real, and but for the investment of 
Rs. 1,50,000 alluded to in para: 141 the actual dis¬ 
bursements during the year would have been in excess 
of the year preceding by Rs. 70,060. 

144. The total revenue of the year under report 
was in excess of the expenditure by Rs. 42,395 - 6 - 0, and 
the cash balance in the Treasury shows a corresponding 
increase at the end of the year.

FOE THE TEAR 1046 M. E. —1870-71 A. D. 


CIVIL JUSTICE. 

THE fcjllowing details of the working of the Civil 
Courts have been gathered from the Report of the Appeal 
Court of Cochin. ' 

2. The year under review has been remarkable for 
the unusually large accessions to the Files of the Zillah 
and Moonsiffs’ Courts. The Regulation II of 1043 to pro¬ 
vide for the Limitation of Suits, passed by His Highness 
the Rajah on the 27th Magarom 1043 (8th February 
1868) caipe into effect at the commencement of the 
current year, and a considerable number of claims of 
long standing, which would otherwise have lapsed under 
the operation of the new law, were brought forward 
before the expiry of 1046.

In the Moonsiffs’ Courts the number- of Suits 
instituted has been greater than that in 1045 by 3,373; 
and in the Zillah Courts the difference amounted to 612. 
The increase in the former Courts was, however, only 
68-5 of the number filed in the previous ‘year, while 
in the latter it was 105 9 per cent. • 

§. Of the aggregate of 11,080 Suits on the Tiles 
of the Zillah and Moonsiffs’ Courts, 7,848 were disposed 
of or 2,604 more tlian in the previous year. 

6 . The number of cases disposed of by the Moon¬ 
siffs’ Courts is greater than that decided by them in 1045 
by 2,372 while the disposals by the Zillah Courts exhibit 
a similar excess of 232. These figures show the increase 
of'work' done by the Moonsiffs to have been 71 per cent 
above the work performed by them in the preceding year. 

7- Of 7,108 cases disposed of by the Moonsiffs’ 
Courts only 1,200 or about one-sixth were contested, 
while of 740 decided by the Zillah Courts 418 or more 
than-one half were contested. 
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8 . ' The number of Original Suits pending at the 
close of the year was 3,232, which is more than double 
the number that remained at the end of 1045. But this 
has been the unavoidable result of the exceptionally large 
additions to the files already noticed. *. 

9 . There were 357 appeals against the decisions of 
the Moonsiffs preferred to the Zillah Courts, and 37 
Remained undecided at the close of the previous year, 
making the number of Appeal Suits on the Files of those 
Courts 394. Of these 69 were pending at the end of the

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11. Of the 159 Regular Appeals preferred* to the 
Appeal Court in the year under report, 67 were appeals 
from the decisions of the Trichoor and 92 from those, of 
the Anjeekaimal Zillah Court; and as the contested cases 
disposed of by these Courts were 141 and 277 res¬ 
pectively, the appeals were in the ratios of 47 and 33 per 
cent of the degrees passed by them in disputed Suits. 

12 . One hundred and fifty eight decisions were passed 
by the Appeal Court on Regular Appeals, and of these 91 
were in' confirmation, 18 in modification and 36 in 
reversal of the original decisions, and 13 were amicably 
adjusted or otherwise disposed of. 

13- The number of Regular Appeals remaining 
undisposed of at the end of the year might be said to be 
the sa^e as in the previous year, there being hardly any 
appreciable difference. 

14- The File of Special Appeals has been somewhat 

large compared with that of the previous year. TImj 
number of cases in 1045 was 67, whereas in 1046 it was 
101. This excess arises from the large number of Special 
Appeals carried forward from the previous year, for the 
number actually received in 1046 exceeded that in 1045 
by three only. . ■ :

ceiving of additional evidence. In many instances the 
delay is due to the parties themselves who apply for ad¬ 
journment to enable them to have their disputes settled 
by oath, or pray for a delay oil other accounts. 

20. The number of Decrees pending execution at 
the close of the year was I;23Q in the MoonsiSs’ Courts 
and 52G in the Zillah Courts.

26. The committals to the Courts by the Police and 
the Magistracy, in the year under review, were 87 which 
is less than the committals in 1045 by 7. There were 3 
'cases pending at the commencement of the year, so that 
the total on the Files numbered 90 cases. 
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27 - Of these, 84 case§ were disposed of by the Cri¬ 
minal Courts, 5 were referred to the Appeal Court, and 1 
was pending at the close of the year. 

28 . In the Appeal Court there were two Referred 
cases pending at the commencement of the year, and five 
were received as above noticed, making seven cases all of 
which were disposed of. 

29 - The number of persons committed to the Cri¬ 
minal Courts for trial was 201 or 10 more than in the 
previous year. 

30 . Although the number of persons committed has 
been greater, the number' of offences charged has. been 
lower than in . 1045, and the character of the crimes ap¬ 
pears generally to have been of a less heinous kind, for 
there were only 5 cases referred to the higher Court in 
the year under report whereas in 1045 the number so 
referred was 19. 


31. Including the number of persons remaining 
untried or connected with cases not disposed of, the . total 
number of persons before the Criminal Courts was 206. 
Of-these, the number involved in Referred cases to the 
Appeal Court was 21; one hundred and eighty four perr 
sons were sentenced or acquitted by the Criminal Courts, 
and one prisoner, at the close of the year, awaited 
judgment. 


32- The number of persons implicated in Referred 
cases, including 18 that remained at the close of the pre¬ 
vious year, was 39.

33. There were four cases of culpable homicide in¬

83. During the year under report, students from 
this School went up for the third time to compete at the 
Matriculation Examination of the Madras University, and 
of fifteen candidates who presented themselves six succeed¬ 
ed in the examination, two being placed in the First Class 
and four in the Second. 

84. For the U. C. S. Examination twenty two boys 
went up, and nine who had been educated mainly at the 
Higlr School, passed. This result is far from satisfactory, 
but the Head Master observes that several of the candi¬ 
dates did not offer themselves at his advice, and were sjo 
insufficiently prepared that success could not have been 
anticipated. 

* 

85. The services of some of the Matriculated stu¬ 
dents have been availed ■ of as Assistant Masters in the 
High School and District Schools. 

86. At the commencement of the, year there were 
264 scholars and at its .close 217, showing a decrease of 
47., The diminution appears to have taken place chiefly 
among the Brahmans and Roman Catholics. It is diffi¬ 
cult to assign any single reason .sufficient to account for’ 
.this circumstance, particularly as a similar falling off is 
observable in other Schools unconnected with this State. 
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•'87- The large number of Matriculates and passed 
’F. A. and U. 0. S. Candidates without, employment may 
liave operated ho some extent to abate the eagerness with 
which English studies were at first pursued. There is 
little doubt that, in the majority of cases, the public 
schools are resorted to as a medium for obtaining Govern¬ 
ment employment, and as it. is impossible for the State to 
employ all those who are educated, the activity of the 
competition to secure higher education has more or loss 
perceptibly lessened. 

88. It is however, the desire of the Sirkar to hold 

out encouragement to well educated men, particularly 
those who have received their instruction in His Highness 
the Rajah’s Schools, by admitting them to the public 
service as far as practicable. ’ m 

89. It would appear that from the District Schools 
only two boys were sent u;p to the High School during 
the year. This may have arisen from the circumstance 
of a larger number not having been qualified for ontering 
the latter School, or from the unwillingness oi* parents to 
send their children to a distant .place. The attention of 
the District School Masters will be drawn to this subject, 
and they will be called upon to use 'their endeavours to 
have the'best pupils in their schools draughted into the 
central institution,

The Assistant Masters also took part 
in examining- classes which they had not themselves been 
engaged'in teaching.

102. The number of Bamboos, and trees other than 
Teak, Blackwood and Eb,ony, felled by private individuals 
on payment of Kuttikanorn was 84,181 and the amount 
received on this account was Rs. 3,980-12-7 which is 
less than the preceding year’s receipts by Rs. 4,294-15-1. 

103. The sale of sundry produce and other .miscel¬ 
laneous items of revenue yielded Rs. 2,875-3-7 against 
Rs. 4,127—12-0 in the previous year, showing*a decrees

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105. The amount paid by the Chittoor Kanonr 
Contractor for Teak timber removed by him from the 
Chittoor Forests was Rs. 7,693, being less than the pay¬ 
ment made- in the preceding year by Rs. 4,358—2—7. 

106. This decrease arose from the circumstance 
that up to the end of 1045 it was usual to allow the con¬ 
tractor to remove Teak timber at two different rates, viz. 
Rs. 5 per candy for dry and Rs. 8 per candy for green 
timber. This system having been found injurious to the 
Sirkars’ interests, it being difficult to ascertain whether 
the timber- felled was dry or green, and the contractor 
■having expressed his inability to remove more than 800- 
candies every year, a new agreement was entered into at 
the commencement of the year under report by which 
the contractor engaged to pay Rs. 8f per candy for both 
descriptions of timber; and the Sirkar allowed him to 
reduce the quantity removable per annum to 800 candies. 

107. The Acting Conservator reports that three 
male and four female elephants were caught, and that 
two working animals died.

105. The number of Vessels which arrived during 
the year was 31 and their aggregate tonnage’ 16,885, 
against 27 Vessels and 18,620 Tons in 1045. 

‘ 110. The collections on accbunt of Port dues 
amounted .to Rs. 1,557-6-0 or Rs. 197-13-0 more than in . 
the previous year. It will be observed that these-dues 
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Save been derived principally from the subsidized Mail 
Steamers of the British India Steam NavigatiofrCompany, 
which seek the shelter of the Narrakal roads during the 
S. W. Monsoon. 

111. In the year under report the rate of postage 
on private letters and Petitions was reduced from 10 pies 
to half an anna per tola.

116. Civil Hospital at Ernacollum Dr. Doyle, 
iledical Officer to the Sirkar, reports that during.the 
year under review 228 cases were admitted for treatment 
as intern and 2,226 were treated as extern patients. 

117. The more prominent diseases among the in¬ 
door patients were Diarrhoea, Rheumatism, Dropsy and 
Ulcers.- Among the extern patients the prevailing diseas¬ 
es were Worms, Diarrhoea, Dropsy and Fever. 

118. Sixteeh deaths occurred among the patients 
in Hospital as follows:—eight from dropsy, three from 
diarrhaea, three from dysentery and two from ulcers. 

119. There were thirteen fatal cases among the ex¬ 

tern patients viz. four deaths from' diarrhoea, three from 
dropsy, two from worms, one* from dysentery, one from 
ulcers, one from bronchitis, and one from disease of the 
bladder, . 
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120. ■ There was an.increase of 31 in the number of 
intern patients treated during the year, 223 caseg having 
been'treated in the present and 1.97 in Lire previous year. 

121. The hunrber of out-patients treated was two 
less than in the year 1045, and this slight decrease is 
satisfactorily accounted for by the general .public'health 
having been good. 

122. The past year has been quite free from epi¬ 
demic disease, the health of the people has been good, 
employment "'as easily procured and food abundant. 

128. Dr- Doyle recommends that a small Lying-in - 
Hospital be attached to the present Dispensary and that 
a qualified midwife be employed in connection with it. 
The subject will receive early consideration. 

124. From the Vaccination .Return given in the 
.Appendix it will be' observed that 8,739 persons were 
vaccinated in the year, and that in 7,940 cases the oper- 
' ations were successful and in 793 unsuccessful. 

125- It is satisfactory to notice that no case of 

.Small pox. was brought to any of the Sirkar Hospitals 
during the year, a result which must be ascribed chiefly, 
if not altogether*,-, to the progress of vaccination in the 
country. . 

126- The post of the Vaccination Staff remains at 
He. .1,7 U> per annum. 


127. The value of the work done at the Sirkar Press ‘ 
during the yeaj* under report is estimated at Es. 3,047-4- 3 
against Rs. 2,794-11-3 in the previous year. 
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128. The salary of the printing establishment re¬ 
mains at Rs. 1,116 per annum. * ■

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132. The regular sources of Revenue having been 
already noticed under their appropriate' heads, it remain^ 
to refer to the Miscellaneous Revenue -which exceeds that 
of the previous year by Rs. 50,037-7-6. 

133. This excess is principally due to the large in¬ 
crease of upwards of Rs. 4-1,000 in the receipts on account 
of Judicial Rees, a great number of suits having" been 
filed during the year under report in order to prevent 
their institution being barred by the limitation Act which 
came into operation at the commencement of the current 
year. 

134. It is also worthy of notice that the •. interest 
for ‘the last and the preceding year on a Government 
Promissory Note for Rs. 100,000, forwarded for renewal, 
was only received during the year under report. 

135- In the Disbursements there is a decrease of 
Rs. 3,902-3-1 in the expenses on account of Religious 
and ofRs. 3,236-12-9 on account of Charitable Institu¬ 
tions, which is owing to provisions having been cheaper 
in the last than in the. previous year. 

136. The increase of Rs. 2,197-5-5 in the cost of 
thef Administrative Establishment has been caused chiefly 
by augmentations to the salaries of the Head Master of 
the High School at Ernacollum and. the Master of the 
Tallapully District School, and by the appointment, of a 
Draftsman in the Public Works 1 Department. ■ * * 

137- The increase of Rs. 1,746-14-2 in the Judicial 
Department is ’owing to enhanced salaries having boon 
granted to the second Judge of the Appeal Court, the first 
Judge of the Trichoor and the second Judge of the* 
Anjeekaimal # Zillah Court. 
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138. The*Police and Military establishments present 
no variation calling for remark. 

139. Ihe increase of Rs. 3,467—4—7 under the 
head of Pensions .is owing to a pension having been 
granted to each of the five sisters of the late Commercial 
Agent Mr. Vomode, as well as to the late Tahsildar of the 
Cochin and the Sumprethy Mcnon of the Trichoor Dis¬ 
trict, during tlio year; and also to the pension granted to 
the Ex Dewari Peishcar having been drawn for a longer 
period in 1046 than in 1045. 

140. The expenditure on Public Works shows a net 
. decrease of Rs. 57,383-15-7, there having been a larger 

outlay under some heads and a diminished one under 
others. It will be remembered that, in the preceding 
year, works of an important and expensive character 
wer§ undertaken and, for the most part, carried out, "so 
that a smaller,expenditure only was called for in the year 
under report. 

141. The total cost to the State on account of Pub¬ 
lic Works during the past year was Rs. 1,57,690—1—0, 
which is more than 15 per cent, of its gross revenue; A 
larger allotment has been made in this Department in the 
Budget of the current year. 

142. The Miscellaneous Expenses exhibit a decrease 
of Rs. 22,288—2—8 which may be accounted for by the 
circumstance of several items of expense which entered 
into this head in the previous year, being absent from the 
disbursements of the year under review^ The Investiture 
o£His Highness the Rajah with the Insignia of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India, the visits, paid tojtiim

by His Highness the Maharajah of Travancore, and. His 
Highness the Elliah Rajah’s visit to Madras to meet His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh contributed to 
swell the expenditure of 1045, and to render it by com¬ 
parison much higher than that incurred in 1046. 

143- The total receipts of the year show an increase 
over those of the previous year of Rs. 45,283—14—2. 
The total disbursements-on the other hand have been less 
than those of the preceding year by Rs. 79,406—5—10. 

144. The Revenue of the year under report was in 
excess of the expenditure by Rs. 1,67,085—10—0, and 
the cash balance has in consequence increased to Rs. 
7,06.861—7—8.'

CIVIL JUSTICE. 

The Annual Report of the Appeal Court of Cochin 
on tho operations of the Law Courts of this Government 
for tho year 1047, comprises tho particulars hereunder 
notod, 

2 . Tho Report for the previous year 1046 showed 
that the number of Original Suits instituted in that year 
was unusually large, and the reason assigned was the 
near expiry of the time allowed by the new Limitation 
Act which came into force at the commencement of the 
year under report. The suits in the latter year were 
larger, the total number of Original Suits filed in the 
Zillah and Munisffs’ Courts being 10,038 while the 
number in 1046 was 9,484. This increase is due not to 
any augmentation of suits in the year reported on, but to 
a large proportion of the plaints presented in 1.046 having 
been brought on the files in 1Q47, the influx of plaints 
towards the close of the former year having precluded 
fhe Courts^ from going through the process of filing them 
at once. 




4 . It will be seen that the Zillah and Munsiffs’ 
Courts have accomplished a large amount of work during' 
the year, disposing .of 10,203 suits, or 2,355 more than in 
1046. 

5 - Of the 9,237 cases disposed of by the Munsiffs’ 
Courts, 1,788 or about 19-4 per cent were contested, and 
of 966 decided by the Zillah Courts the contested suits 
were 549 or about 56*8 per cent. The total number of 
decisions in contested suits both in the Zillah and Mun¬ 
siffs’ Courts was 2,337 and the results may be thus

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6 - Notwithstanding the large accession to the files, 
it is satisfactory to notice that the number of Original 
Suits remaining at tho close of the year was somewhat 
less than that at the end of the previous year. 

7. There were 456 Appeals from the decisions of 
the Munsiffs to tho Zillah Courts during .the year, and 69 
wore ponding previously, aggregating 525 Appeals. Of 
these ono hundred remained undisposed'of and the others 
were disposed of in the following manner:— ;

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9. Of the 201 Regular Appeals preferred in the year 
under review, 82 were appeals from the decisions of the 
Trichoor and 119 from those of-the Anjeekaimal Zillah 
Court; and as the contested cases disposed of by those 
Courts were 200 and 349 respectively, the appeals appear 
to have been in the ratios of 40 and 34 per pent on gases 
of this description, 

10. The number of Regular Appeals decided by the 
Appeal Court was 154, a number nearly equal to tho dcci- 
sions in tho previous year. Eighty of the Appellate decrees 
were in affirmation, 25 in modification, and 23 in reversal 
of the judgments of the lower Courts, while 26 cases were 
(adjusted amicably or otherwise disposed of, 

11. The balance on this file at the end of 1047 
compares unfavourably with the undisposed of cases with 
v/hich the preceding year closed (153 against 106) but 
it must be taken into account that the Appeals filed had 
increased from 159 to 201, 


12, With regard to Special Appeals, the number 
admitted in the year was 41 which added to 23 brought 
over from the previous year gives a total of 64. Of this 
44 were disposed of, 37 on the merits and 7 by private 
settlement, and 20 Appeals remained for disposal in the 
.Succeeding year.

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Zillah and Munsiffs’ Courts was greater than in the 
previous year in nearly the same proportion. The largest 
duration in the latter Courts was in the Munsiffs’ Court at 
Wadakancliorry where the delay was 11 months and 3 
days, and among the former, in the Anjeekaimal Court 
where the delay was 8 months and 7 days. The shortest 
periods occupied in the disposal of suits are noticeable in 
the Munsiffs’ Court of Ernacollum and the Zillah Court 
of Trichoor, the delay in the former averaging 3 months 
and 22 days and in the latter 7 months and 10 days. 

14 . The number of decrees executed by the Zillah 
and Munsiffs’ Courts was 1620, which is 280 more than 
in the preceding year, the excess having been 126 in the 
higher and 154 in the lower Court. 

15 . The decrees pending execution at the end of the 
year were 572 in tlio Zillah Courts and 961 in the Mun¬ 
siffs’ Coprts, making a total of 1533, or 223 less than in 
the previous year. 

16 . The average value of Original Suits instituted 
in the Zillah Courts was Its. 1321, against Its. 933 in the 
previous year, and in the Munsiffs’ Courts Es. 39 against 
Jis. 41, 

If. The institution fees collected in the Original 
and Appellate Courts amounted in the aggregate to 
Es.

CRIMINAL JUSTICE 

19 . The committals to the Criminal Courts by the 
Police and the Magistracy in the year under review 
numbered 79, which is less by 8 than those in the 
previous year. One committed case was pending at the 
commencement of the year, making in all 80 cases. Of 
the 79 committals referred to, 57 were to the Anjee- 
kaimal Court and 22 to the Trichoor Court. 

20 . Of the total number of 80 cases on the files of 
the Criminal Courts, 71 were disposed of by those Courts 
and 9 referred to the Appeal Court. 

21 . The Appeal Court, had no referred case in ar- 
rear at the beginning of 1047, so that it had only to deal 
with the 9 cases sent up during the year. Eight of these 
were disposed of, and the remaining case was. that of 
Bava Poy, late Cashkeeper of the Sirkar Treasury, who 
was charged with embezzlement. 

22 . Instances of dacoity, robbery and theft, which 
have come under the cognizance of the Courts during the 
year reported on have been less than in the previous year. 
They numbered 30 in 1046 against 20 in 1047. The 
number of assaults and hurts was 28 in the former to 14 
in the latter year, while cases of culpable homicide were 6 
and 4 respectively. 
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23- The offenders involved in the cases committed 
to the Courts, were 147 in number, or 54 less than in the 
preceding year. One prisoner was awaiting trial at the 
close of 1046, giving a total of 148 persons to be dealt 
with. Of these, two were charged with murder, and two 
with culpable homicide not amounting to murder, whereas 
the number concerned in such offences during the 
previous year was 18. It is evident from the foregoing 
figures that the more heinous descriptions of crime have 
considerably declined. 

24 . Of the 148 prisoners tried by the Criminal 
Courts, 10 were connected with cases referred to the 
Appeal Court, and the rest were punished or acquitted 
by the lower Courts. The total number convicted was 82 
against 65 acquitted. 

25 The nature of the punishments awarded by the 
Courts will be seen from the following summary:—

26 . The average time occupied between committal 
to the Criminal Courts and disposal was 11 days, which 
contrasts favorably with the duration of cases in the pre¬ 
vious year, viz c 20 days. In Referred cases, the period 
between reference to the Appeal Court and final disposal 
averaged 38 days or 9 less than in 1046. 
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27 - The number of prisoners appealing against the 
sentences of the Criminal Courts was 40. The sentences 
against 14 convicts were confirmed, those against 11 were 
modified, and those passed on 15 were reversed. 


28 The number of charges of all kinds brought before 
the Police and Magistracy during the year was 1,664, or 18 
less than in the previous year, but this difference is too 
inconsiderable to call for explanation, Ejight cases re*> 
inained undecided at the close of 1046, so that the Police 
file of the year reported on contained 1,669 cases, .the 
persons charged in them numbering 3,445. 

29 . Of these cases 226 were dismissed summarily, 
there being no grounds to summon the accused 5 592 were 
dismissed after trial for want of eyidence; and 410 were 
amicably adjusted between the parties. The number of 
the accused who were acquitted or discharged op comprot 
raise was 2,613, 

30 . Of the total number of cases before the Police, 
79 or about 5-6 per cent were committed to the Criminal 
Courts, which affords a satisfactory indication of the 
decrease of offences of a heinous character in the country. 
The offenders in the committed cases were 133 against 
201 m the previous year, 

31 - The number of persons convicted by the Police 
pnd Magistracy in 360 cases cognizable by themselves 
was 695, and the number acquitted or otherwise discharg¬ 
ed was 2,613. But it must be observed that the ratio 
borne by these figures cannot be taken as an absQlutgly 
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correct exponent of the amount of minor offences actually 
committed, as a certain proportion of the charges prefer¬ 
red must necessarily be false and another must unavoid¬ 
ably fail of proof even under the most favourable circum¬ 
stances. 

32. The punishments awarded on conviction were

33. The fines imposed in 127 cases, the sentences 
of imprisonment, awarded in 5 cases, and the punishment 
of whipping were inflicted under the orders of the Ma¬ 
gistracy in referred cases. 

34. The average duration of the preliminary en¬ 
quiries held by Police Officers into cases committed for 
trial by the Courts was 12 days, and that of cases finally 
disposed of by themselves was somewhat less. This shows 
p slight improvement over the result of the preceding year. 

35. At the end of the year only 2 cases, in which 
five persons were concerned, remained undecided. 

36. Of the graver descriptions of crime which were 
taken up, on information by the Police, 7 instances of 
ijMurder and 2 of Dacoity may be prominently noticed.- 
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The cases first mentioned were ail committed for trial to 
the higher tribunals, and of the latter, one was dismissed 
and the other committed.

37 . The total number of the inmates of the Jails at 
the beginning of the year was 233, and the number admit- 
tedin the year was 241, making a total of 474. The releases 
by acquittal, expiry of sentence, payment of fine or furnish¬ 
ing security were 250, and 3 prisoners died in the Trichoor 
Jail. Hence the number of prisoners in all the Jails at 
the end of the year reported on was 221, which is less by 
12 than at the close of the preceding year. 

38 . Of the 221 prisoners remaining in the Jails, 
(4 of whom are females,) 4 were under trial, 28 were 
Civil debtors, and the other 189 were convicts whose terms

41 . The Annual Eeport of Dr. Doyle, the Medical 
Officer to this Government, contains the following parti¬ 
culars in respect to the two Jails. 

“Ernacollum Jail The health of the prisoners during 
the year under review has been good. There were 77 
admissions into hospital, of which 32 were due to the 
Dengue. The other diseases most prevalent were diarrhoea 
abscess and rheumatism. No deaths occurred during the 
year. The diet and employment of the prisoners continue 
as before, and no changes worthy of report have been 
made during the year.” 

“Tbichoor Jail: —There were 116 admissions into 
hospital during the past year. Three deaths occurred 
during the year, viz: anasarca 1, fever 1 and small pox 1. 
The prevailing diseases were fever, diarrhoea and ulcers. 
Small pox appeared among the prisoners during the months 
of January and February 1872. Twelve men were attack¬ 
ed and one died. No other epidemic occurred during the 
year. No change of any importance has occurred during 
the year.”

58. The educational institution of the Sirkar' which 
claims the first notice is the High .School at Emaeollum. 
The Beport of the Head Master for the year reported on 
may be thus summarized. There has been no increase in 
the numbers of the students, and a slight decline is per-, 
ceptible. 

59. The attendance which had been, to a great 
extent, regular in former years was exceptionally inters 
rupted. Dengue prevailed i'n February and March 1872, 
and over a hundred scholars were more or less prostrated 
by its attacks. An outbreak of Chicken Pox about this 
time added to the evil, and the teaching staff was more-, 
pver crippled from the pauses before, mentioned.: Unde? 
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these disadvantageous circumstances, it is not surprising 
that the average attendance for the year shows an un¬ 
usually low per-centage, although the ordinary progress 
of the School does not exhibit any very perceptible falling 
off. 


60. During the year youths instructed at this 
School entered for the fourth time, for the Matriculation 
Examination. Of seven candidates who presented them¬ 
selves four were successful in Class II, and of the latter, 
two are now studying for the F. A. Examination and 
one is acting as an Assistant - Master, in the High School. 
It may at first sight appear unsatisfactory that only 7 
boys went up to compete at this Examination, but a variety 
of causes may combine to place it out of the power of the 
Head Master to prepare a larger number for matriculation. 
Long continued ill-ness of some of the most promising 
youths, the exchanging into kindred institutions without 
any assignable cause, the selection of other pursuits by 
some and the want of industry and perseverance in others 
might all contribute, in a greater or less degree, to pro¬ 
duce a smaller roll of candidates than would be the case 
under more favorable circumstances. ■ The proportion, 
however, of successful students to the number that went 
up from the High School is very favorable as compared 
with the per-centage of passed candidates for the whole 
Presidency to the total number examined. 

61. Only four candidates entered for the U. 0. S. 
General Test Examination and all were unsuccessful. Their, 
failure, however is the natural result of rashness and de¬ 
fective preparation, as it must be borne in mind that this 
Test is for the most part attempted by boys in the lower 
forms who are not sufficiently advanced to have a fair 
chance of success, while the more promising and industri¬ 
ous reserve themselves for the higher ordeal—the Entrance 
Hsamination of the Madras University. 
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62- The number of pupils which was noticed in the 
last Report as haying diminished, has still further de¬ 
clined during the year, and the figures given below show 
the state of the Register at the close of each of the past 
three years.

64. There were 38 admissions during the year, but 
a larger number left or were struck off the roll. Mr. Sealy 
observes that the number of boys coming for admission 
from the neighbourhood shows a slight improvement upon 
last year, and that the conduct of the youths admitted 
from more remote places or from other Schools was very 
unsatisfactory. Eleven who came from other Schools re¬ 
mained but a very short time, and either left or were 
dismissed for misconduct. 

65. The District Schools do not appear to supply 
the High School to the extent that might have been an¬ 
ticipated, for it is stated that the only boy sent up there¬ 
from in the course of the year was a Yeddayan, who had 
studied at Trichoor, the first of his class who has come to 
the Central institution at Ernacollum for instruction. The 
failure of the District Schools to practically act as feeders 
to the High School was commented upon in the review of 
last year, and although the fact is much to be regretted, 
it is not improbable that the close proximity of the Pro¬ 
vincial School at Calicut to the outlying districts and the 
ready facility which the railway affords to reach it may 
have had the effect of drawing away many of the more 
advanced lads of the Sirkar’s Schools who might otherwise 
have found the High School the most natural resort for 
completing their studies. 

66. The monthly fees now paid are considerably 
lower than those levied in the Schools in British territory. 
It is not intended to raise these rates at present, but it 
has been thought advisable to introduce the system adopt¬ 
ed by the Madras Government of charging an entrance 
fee when a pupil joins the School, and when after leaving 
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lie rejoins it. This fee has been fixed according to the 
following modified scale to adapt it to the requirements 
of the High School :—

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69. The usual half yearly Examinations were held 
in 1047, viz: in November 1871 and June 1872, and the 
result, the Head Master reports, justifies him in saying that 
the Assistant Masters laboured very assiduously in their 
several classes. 

70. It remains to mention that a plan for the re¬ 
organization of the Classes in the High School, and for 
giving improved salaries to the Assistant Masters according 
to qualifications, has received the sanction of His Highness 
the Rajah, but this subject properly appertains to the 
Report of the current year in which the change comes 
into operation. 

71. The Anglo-Vernacular School at Trichoor is the 
principal of the District Schools and consequently demands 
the next attention. The progress of this institution 
appears on the whole to be favourable, but no report of it's 
working for the year 1047 under review has been received. 
From the latest returns the number of boys on the roll 
was 102 and the average daily attendance 71, 

72. The other District Schools impart a merely 
elementary education, and the Sirkar has under con¬ 
sideration the creation of a supervising agency to closely 
Watch over and direct their progress. 

f Mu 

73. This D epartment has been in a state of transition 
during the year under report. ■ The late Chief Engineer 
Mr. Morris retired and has been succeeded by Mr. James 
,0. Macdonald who it is confidently hoped will realize fully 
the expectations of the Sirkar, At the close of the year 
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reported on, Mr. Macdonald was for too short a time in 
office for any appreciable judgment being formed of his 
operations, but the Sirkar will look forward to a satisfctory 
account of the working of his Department during the 
current year for embodiment in the next Administration 
Report. 

74. The expenditure of the year has exceeded that 
of 1046 by Rs. 39,694—7—7, and this excess has been 
chiefly on account of Palaces, Charitable institutions, 
Cutcherries, Jails, Bridges, Irrigation and Miscellaneous 
Works. 


75. The principal works commenced, completed or

76. During the year 1,171 Teak and Blackwood 
Logs and Taldoms, of an aggregate measurement of l,259j£ 
Candies, were received from the Forest Department at 
the depdts of Ernacollum and Ponany, showing an increase 
of 245 logs, but a diminished measurement by 602^ Cam 
dies as compared with the outcome of the previous year; 

77- It has already been stated in the last Report 
that a considerable quantity of timber remained in stock 
at the close of 1046 in consequence of a limited demand 
and unfavorable prices. Of this quantity and that receive 
ed in 1047, Candies 3,1865 of the value ofRs. 57,015-6-6 
were sold or charged to Public Works, and there is 
1046 — Bs. 19,122— 4— 9 an increase over the timber

78. Kuttikanom or royalty was levied on jungle 
wood, bamboos, &c., removed on private account to the 
extent of Rs. 2,902—6—4, which is less than the preceding 
year’s receipts by Rs. 1,078—6—3, The time allowed 
for the removal of timber on which royalties were paid 
had previously been unrestricted, but in the year under 
review the period was limited to ope year from date of 
payment, 

79. The sum derived from the sale of Cardamoms, 
Bees’ wax and other sundry produce, together with the 
proceeds of the fuel tax, fines and confiscations, and other 
Miscellaneous items of revenue amounted to Rs. 5,691-5-4 
against Rs. 2,875—3—7 in the previous year, giving 
fill increase ofRs. 2,816—1—9. 
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80. The total revenue derived through the agency 
of the Forest establishment, including timber sold or appor- 
priated to public purposes, royalties, and Miscellaneous 
revenue, as described in the three preceding paras: was,

< 81. The amount paid by the Chittoor Kanom Con¬ 
tractor for Teak removed by him from the Chittoor Forest 
was Rs. 8,439—12—3, or Rs. 746—12—3 more than the 
payment made by him in the previous year. According 
to the stipulations of the renewed Contract entered into 
with him in 1046, the quantity of timber removable by 
him was fixed at 800 Candies annually, at an average 
price of Rs. 8 per Candy. The removal in 1047 of a small 
quantity in excess of the limit agreed upon has produced 
the increase noticed under this head. 

82. The growth of Cardamoms at present extends 
over a very limited area, and the produce is precarious. 
The Acting Conservator reports that in the year under re¬ 
view 2,000 parrahs of land were cleared for cultivation, 
but no yield can be expected for the next three years 
or more. 


83. Of six elephants taken in the past season, one died 
and another was seriously injured. The remaining four 
are under training and in a fair way of becoming useful. 

84. Teak planting was commenced during the year 
on the Pallapilly Hills, and ten acres were cleared and 
planted. Thinning and pruning operations have been 
.carried out on the teak plantations at Codashary, along 
the-banks of the Shalacoody river, and at Mapranom be¬ 
tween Caroovanoornnd Irinjalacoda. 
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Spiral. 

85. The Medical Officer to the Sirkar, in his report 
on the Civil Hospital at Ernacollum, states that during the 
year 225 cases were treated as intern and 2,643 as extern 
patients. This shows an increase of 414 over the total 
number treated in the previous year. 

86. The prevailing diseases treated in Hospital were 
Dropsy, Ulcers, Syphilis and Rheumatism; and the'out¬ 
door patients suffered chiefly from Worms, Diarrhoea, 
Anoemia, Dropsy, Dyspepsia and Itch. Worms, Anoemia, 
and Dropsy are supposed to be more prevalent here than in 
any other part of the Western Coast, but the data for 
forming any decided conclusion on the subject is admitted 
to be insufficient. 

87- Twenty deaths occurred among the intern pa¬ 
tients diming the year, viz: from Pleurisy one, Puerperal 
fever one, Retention of Placenta with haemorrhage 
one, Tetanus one, Hepatitis one, Paralysis one, Gan¬ 
grene of the lower extremities one, Anoemia the result 
•of privation two, Chronic Dysentery three and Anasarca 
eight. The majority of these patients appear to have 
been brought into hospital in a state of extreme exhaustion 
when no treatment could be of any avail, and. many of 
them were almost in a dying state. 

88. There is no record of the casualties among the 
extern patients, as their deaths are not reported at the 
hospital. 

89. Fever is reported to have been rather prevalent 
at Cochin in April and May 1872, though Ernacollum in 
a great measure escaped. Dengue, however, made its ap¬ 
pearance all over the country in an epidemic form during 



the past year, but probably from the novelty of the dis¬ 
temper and the absence of any well ascertained method of 
treatment, the sufferers did not resort to the Hospital as 
in ordinary cases; and it is worthy of record that very 
few deaths occurred from the disease. 

£0. A new Cook room and bath rooms have been 
added to the Civil Dispensary, and new bedding and 
clothing with some other hospital necessaries have been 
supplied, and it is hoped that these will contribute in no 
email degree to the comfort of the sick and tend to improve 
the internal economy of the institution. 

91. At the suggestion of the Medical Officer, the 
services of a member of the Madras Subordinate Medical 
Establishment was obtained from the British Government, 
for duty at the Civil Hospital at Ernacollum. 

92- Dr. Doyle strongly recommends the construction 
of a new Hospital, with 'a lying-in-ward attached to it, on 
a more convenient site. The subject has been for some 
time past under the consideration of the Sirkar, and steps 
will be taken to meet the views of Dr. Doyle, consistently 
with the necessity of providing for other public under¬ 
takings that press for notice. 

93. Another question which the Medical Officer has 
prominently urged on the notice of the Sirkar is the 
practice of drying fish on or near the public road at Erna¬ 
collum. There can be no doubt that the suppression of 
the offensive custom would be highly desirable, but the 
matter is. sourrounded by. grave difficulties. A very con¬ 
siderable number of people of the lower classes, living in . 
huts along the river and beside the public road, obtain a 
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livelihood by curing fish for export, and the prohibition 
,to dry their fish in the only open place available to them 
would be tantamount to- the extinction of the trade of an 
entire community, "and prove a manifest hardship. The 
only remedy seems to lie in providing a more unobjection¬ 
able- locality for these people, on the margin of the river, 
to enable them to pursue their occupation, but the selection 
of a suitable site is by no means easy. The subject is 
engaging every attention, but all that can be done for 
the present is to keep the nuisance as much as possible 
within reasonable bounds; and steps will be taken ac¬ 
cordingly for this object. 

91. Prom the Vaccination Return given in the 
appendix it will be observed that 9,892 persons were vacci¬ 
nated during the year, that in 8,929 cases the operations 
were successful, and that they failed in 963 instances, 

fnrfs. 

95. The number of vessels that arrived at the Ports 
of Mallipooram and Narrakel during the year was 30, 
irrespective of 33 Pattamars that discharged Bombay salt 
at Mallipooram under the Sirkar’s contracts. 

96, The Port dues amounted to Rs. 1,754-—7 which 
exceeds the dues in the previous year by Rs, 197—1—Q. 

97- The aggregate tonnage of the Vessel^ that 
resorted to the Sirkar’s Ports was 19,595 against 16,885 
tons in 1047. The subsidised Mail Steamers of the British 
India Company, which seek the shelter of Narrakel during 
the Monsoon have largely contributed to this increase 
pf tonnage.

98. The British half-anna rate of postage has' for 
some tim§ been adopted by this Sirkar.

99. .It will be seen'that the number of private com¬ 
munications has slightly increased, and that the papers 
despatched on the public service do not present any decid¬ 
ed variation to call for especial remark. 

100. The receipts from private sources amounted to 
U s . 656—15—6, whilst the permanent 'cost of establish- 
' ment was Rs. 2,940—12—9. The Sirkar post being pri¬ 
marily established for the benefit of the public service, if 
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is to be expected that, for some time to come, the postage 
received must be largely supplimented from the public 
revenue to meet actual expenses.

101. The small force maintained by the Sirkar re¬ 
mains at its normal strength of300 men, and no change has 
occurred in its internal economy of any public interest. 


102- This establishment has been doing useful 'work,, 
particularly in printing Circular Orders, Public Notifica¬ 
tions, forms of Accounts, &c., of all the Departments 
under the Sirkar more or less. 

103. The Malayalam Almanac is also issued from 
this Press and is in great demand, the copies sold being 
no less than 1,500 annually. The Cochin Government 
Gazette is published twice a month as a vehicle of official 
information to the several Departments of the State, The 
Annual Administration Report also is one of the works 
printed at the Press, 

104. During the year under report, 6,344 English 
Porms and 55,804 Malayalam Forms of Official Statements 
were struck off. . 

105. The value of the work done is estimated at Rs. 
2,802—5—5 against Rs. 3,047—4—3 in the previous 
year. The salary of the establishment remains atRs. 1,116 
per annum. The contingent expenditure of the year, 
including the cost of paper, amounted to Rs, 253—8—0, 



108. The number of inhabitants, according to the 
latest numeration made in 1856—57, was 3,99,056. 
Arrangements have been made for taking a new Census, 
and will be carried out at an early date.

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108 . The Regular sources of revenue have already 
been treated under their appropriate heads, and it remains 
to refer to the Miscellaneous revenue which is less than 
that of the previous year by Rs. 10,96.4—6—2. This 
decrease is principally due to a diminution in the Judicial 
fees, which was swelled in the previous year by the ex¬ 
ceptional operation of a new Law of Limitation; to the 
income under this head in 1046 having comprised the 
interest for the preceding year on a Government Promis¬ 
sory’ Note for 100,000 Rupees which had been transmitted 
for renewal; and to the conversion of certain other se¬ 
curities from 5 to 4| per cent, the interest on which was 
only drawn for four and a half months of the year under 
report, or up to the date of the transfer. It will be 
observed, however, that the falling off in the items last 
mentioned is more apparent than real. 

109 . In the Disbursements there is a decrease of 
Rs. 2,547—4—6 in the expenses on account of Religious, 
and of Rs. 1,137'—9—10 on account of Charitable In¬ 
stitutions, which is owing partly to favorable prices 
having prevailed during the year, and partly to the ex¬ 
penditure of the previous year having been raised above 
'the average by extraordinary demands. 

HO. The increase of Rs. 823—8—10 in the Ad¬ 
ministrative Establishment has been mainly caused by 
ithe division of-the -Kunamkolangara Proverthy.into two 
distinct jurisdictions, necessarily involving the appointment 
of additional officers, and by the appointment of an En¬ 
glish Accountant to cheek and audit the Public Work’s 
Accounts. 

111 . The Police and Military Departments present 
no apparent variation. 

112 . The slight difference of Rs. 214—0—2 under 
the head of Pensions has arisen from certain minor re¬ 
tiring allowances which do not call for detailed notice. 
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113- The expenditure on Public Works has exceed¬ 
ed that of the previous year by ‘Rs. 39,694—7—7, there 
having been a larger outlay under some heads as explain¬ 
ed in para: 74. 

114 . The Miscellaneous expenses exhibit an increase 
of Rs. 1,086—0—11, a sum too' insignificant to require 
explanation in detail. 

115. The total receipts of the year show an increase 
of Rs. 18,159—11—8 over those of the previous year, and 
the total disbursements have been also greater by 
Rs. 38,603—11—2. 

116 . The aggregate Revenue of the year was in excess 
of the expenditure by Rs. 1,46,641—10—6, and the Cash 
balances hould consequently amount to Rs. 8,53,503-2-2. 
There is, however, a deficiency in the Treasury of 
Rs. 17,827—0—9 which represents the unrecovered 
portion of the amount embezzled by the late Cashkeeper 
Bava Poy. It is hoped that this deficiency will be ma¬ 
terially reduced when all the available property of the 
defaulter shall have been realized.
